Senator Platt of New York was the only 
new Republican Senator absent, but none 
of the new men volunteered any suggestiors. 

The caucus adjourned to meet again on 
Monday, when Senator Allison will announce 
his committee. 


Finance Committee Vacancies. 

It was generally understood that it would 
be impossible for the. Republicans to re- 
organize the Senate committees on a Repub- 
lican basis, and that the silver Republicans 
and Populists who have committee places 
of importance could not be disturbed under 
present conditions. Of course, the greatest 
difficulty this phase of the situation presents 
is that of filling the vacancies on the 
Finance committee, from which a tariff bill 
must be reported. At present there are two 
vacancies, one on the Democratic and one on 
the Republican side. The two large parties 
are equally divided, with’ Jones of Nevada, 
silver Republican, holding the balance of 
power. The Republicans, by filling one va- 
cancy and giving the other to the Democrats 
will have no assurance of securing a report 
on a tariff bill. To claim both vacancies 
and place Mr. Jones with the minority mem- 
bers would cause great opposition among 
the Democrats. To arrange these difficul- 
ties, if possible, is what the advisory com- 
mittee is expected to do.

Attorney Charles Bary yesterday gave out 
what he said was a decision of Land Com- 
missioner” Lamoreux favoring Mathias Ben- 
ner and Harvey La Follette, his clients, in 
their contest for the ownership of $50,000,000 
worth of north shore land. 

This decision, according to an alleged at- 
testation of Lamoreux, is part of the rec- 
ords in the Commissioner's office at Wash- 
ington. Bary claims that it is valid and 
final. 

But ex-Secretary of the Interior Francis 
insists he never heard of the alleged finding 
and does not believe it ever was made a 
part of the records. In fact, the ex-Cabinet 
member says that on Feb. 20, when Mr. 
Lamoreux is said to have made the de- 


cision, that official was not in. Washington.* 


The ex-Secretary, furthermore, ordered that 
no decision be made in the case and that it 
be left to the succeeding administration.

Highly Esteemed Chicago Newspaper 
Man Is Cut Down in His Prime by 
Galloping Cansumption. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 6.—[Special.]— 
John M. Dandy of Chicago died at his broth- 
er’s residence in this city this evening. 

Mr. Dandy was one of the best-known and 
most highly esteerhed newspaper men of 
Chicago. He founded the Saturday Evening 
Herald, a society paper, in 1875, and made 
it a success. One year ago he severed his 
connection with the paper and became so- 
ciety editor of THe TRIBUNE. 


» Four weeks ago he contracted a slight 


cold, which developed into pneumonia. 
Within three days his lungs were affected, 
and doctors told him his only chance for life 
was an immediate removal to California. 
Galloping consumption, however, had him 
in its grip, and death came sooner than was 
expected. 

Mr. Dandy was born at Versailles, Ky., 
April 13, 1852. He entered Northwestern 
University in 1869, and was the youngest 
member of the clase graduated in 1873. He 
leaves a widow and two children.

UNITED STATES SENATORS APPOINTED 


Governors of Oregon and Florida 
Name Men to Fill the Exist- 
ing Vacancies. 

Salem, Ore., March 6.—Goy. Lord today ap- 
pointed ex-Senator H. W. Corbett United 
States Senator to fill the vacancy caused by 
the failure of the Legislature to elect at its 
recent session. 

Mr. Corbett represented Oregon in the 
United States Senate from 1866 to 1872. He 
is Vice-President of the First National 
Bank of Portland and a pronounced gold 
standard advocate. He is about 66 years 
of age, and has been a resident of Oregon 
more than thirty-five years. 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 6.—[Special.]— 
John A. Henderson of Tallahassee, Vice- 
President and general counsel of the Florida 
CentrafYand Peninsular rajlroad, was ap- 
pointed ad interim United States Senator 
today by Gov. Bloxham to fill the vacancy 
caused by the expiration of Senator Call's 
term at 12 o’clock March 4, 

Mr. Henderson is 55 years of age and a 

lawyer by profession. He has never before 
held public office, but for the last ten years 
has been the real head of the regular Democ- 
racy of Florida. He was defeated twelve 
years ago for the nomination for Congress, 
and since that time has made it warm for 
the men who knifed him. In the last Pres- 
idential campaign he favored the gold 
standard, but after the Chicago convention 
would not bolt the regular ticket. While 
he has accepted the appointment, it Is gen- 
erally believed he will use his influence to 
have Judge George P. Raney elected Senator 
by the Legislature, which will begin ballot- 
ing April 20. 
“Washington, D. C., March 6.—Leading 
Senators indicate that the men appointed in 
Kentucky, Florida, and Oregon to be United 
States Senators will not be seated. It is 
well known that any decided opposition 
would prevent a vote, and it is believed the 
opposition will be sufficient to prevent a 
vote until the Legislatures in those States 
assemble. .

PRESIDENT MTINLEY CALLS CONGRESS 10 MBET IN EXTRA SESSION MARCH 15, 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—The President has issued the following proclamation: : 

* Whereas, Public interests require that the Congress of the United States should be convened in extra session at 12 o’clock 
on the 15th day of March, 1897, to receive such communication as may be made by the Executive. 

“* Now, therefore, I, William McKinley, President of the United States of America, do hereby proclaim and declare that 
an extraordinary occasion requires the Congress of the United States to conveneinextra session at the Capitol in the City of 
Washington on the 15th day of March, 1897, at 12 o’clock noon, of which all persons who shall at that time be entitled to act as 


members thereof are hereby required to take notice.

' Henry Norman, wiring to the Chronicle 
from Athens, says if the powers would per- 
mit the Cretans a free voice to decide their 
own fate ‘quiet would be restored. If ihe 


’ powers concede this, Greece will not insist 
‘on instant annexation, and will permit the 


temporary nominal suzerainty of the Sultan. 

Mnegland, Italy, and France made the pro- 
posals that Greece was willing to accept, 
but Germany repulsed them. 

He adds that when the French realize that 
the Franco-Russian alliance means that 
France is being dragged at the heels of the 
German Emperor, in defiance of all tradi- 
tiohs, they may be willing to give the signal 
for a new division of European powers. In 
the meantime the world must wait until 
Monday for Greece's answer to the ulti- 
matum of the six powers. 

The Admirals of the combined squa‘rons 
seem to anticipate defiance on the part of 
Greece, at least they are making ready for 
the worst by arranging for a comprehensive 
blockade of the heroic little nation.

FIGHTING IS RESUMED AT CANDAWMO. 


Mussulimans Make a Brave Defense, 
but the Greeks Destroy Their 
Fortifications. 


Canea, Island of Crete, March 6.--The 
Greek Consul has returned here with the 
reply of Col. Vassos, the commander of the 
Greek army of occupation, to the Admirals. 
The Colonel agrees to permit the departure 
of the Mussulmans captured at Salanio and 
elsewhere on the condition that they lay 
down their arms and agree not to fight any 
further against the Greeks during the pres- 
ent hostilities. 

It is thought, dn view of this reply, that 
the intention of landing foreign marines at 
Selino will be abandoned. 

Hostilities, which were suspended for 
several days, have been renewed at Can- 
damo, where it is authoritatively asserted 
that the besieged number 9,000, ‘I'he Turks 
threw up earthworks to enable them to with- 
stand the fire of the insurgents, but the 
latter rapidly destroyed the fortifications, 
despite the brave*defense made by the Mus- 
sulmans. 

Many were killed on both sides. 

The military Governor of Crete, in an in- 
terview today, declared that: Burope would 
land sufficient troops to compe! Col. Vassos 
to evacuate in case Greece rejected the ulti- 
matum of the powers. This statement, how- 
ever, is discredited. 

The ironclad Hydra having entered Suda 
Bay, the Admirals aboard the war vessels 
of the powers signalled, her to leave. 

Commodore Sachtouris at first did not 
comply with the demand, but was finally 
obliged to yield when threatened with coer- 
cion. The Hydra went to the Bay of Ahnyri- 
da, whence, however, Commodore Sach- 
touris has as yet been unable to conrmuni- 
cate with Col. Vassos, owing to unfavorable 
weather. :

GREEKS ARE CALLED HOME TO FIGHT 


King George Appeals to All Hellenes to 
Rally to the Defense of Their 
Native Land. 


New York, March 6.—His Excellency 
Alexander G. Skouzez, Minister cf Foreign 
Affairs to King George of the Helienes, ca- 
bles today to the acting Grecian Minister, 
instructing him to call out the members of 
the Grecian reserve forces who are in the 
United States and to urge them by every 
means in his power to go to the assistance 
of their native couutry. 

D. N. Boatssi, the acting Minister, who 
is also Consul-General of Greece in New 
York, said that the cablegram was of a most 
alarming nature and indicated that war was 
imminent. 

“It’is very serious,” said Mr. Boatssi. 
“TIT am instructed to even call out the re- 
serves that belong to the class as far back 
as 1866, and so it is evident that King George 
sorely needs the support of every able- 
bodied Greek in this struggle. In this cuun- 
try there are about 20,000 Greeks. Of tnese 
probably about 5,000 belong to the army 
reserve. 

“Through the Associated Press, in the 
name of King George, I wish to officially 
notify all the reserves of the Grecian army 
who are in this country that their father- 
land calls them back to fts ranks. And to 
all Greeks, whether they have fought in 
bygone days or whether they’ have not, I 


say, in the name of my King, * Your country 
needs you.’ ”’

HEAYY ESTIMATES FOR GERMAN NAYY 


Prince Hohenlohe Has Found It Neces- 
sary to Overstep the,jNormal 
Sum for Three Years. 


Berlin, March 6.—A memorandum submit- 
ted to the Budget committee of the Reich- 
Stag places the normal annual expenditures 
for new vessels at 45,500,000 marks, but as 
the estimates for 1897 have not exceeded the 
26,500,000 mark of preceding years Prince 
Hohenlohe has found it necessary to over- 
step the normal sum for the next three 
years in order to fill the deficiency in the 
navy, and will therefore demand building 
alone in 1898, 62,166,000; for 1899, 59,000,000; 
for 1000, 56,250,000; and for 1901, 60,500,000. 

Prince Bismarck was suffering from a 
slight attack of influenza early in the week, 
and has been forbidden to leave his house 
for another - week. Count Herbert is also 
suffering from influenza. 

At the last ball at the Schloss on Tuesday 
there were 1,800 guests. The Emperor was 
dressed in the gala unifofm of the body- 
guard hussars and the Empress wore pink 
Satin with oak leaves, and displayed an enor- 
mous quantity of diamonds. Princess Lynar 
(née Parsons) was robed in heliotrope satin 
with crépe, and Mrs. Edwin F. Uhl, wife of 
the United States Ambassador, wore a gown 
of white satin. 

There have been a number of sengsational 
suicides among German soldiers during the 
last week. A recruit at Munich committed 
suicide owing to the brutal treatment of a 
Sergeant, and at Spandau an artilleryman 
blew out his brajns on account of the per- 
sistent unjust. treatment he had been sub- 
jected to. 

The United States Embassy and Consulate 
and most of the private residences of Amer- 
ican citizens here were decorated with flags 
on Thursday last in honor of the inaugura- 
tion of President McKinley. 

The Barrison sisters have just obtained 
considerable additional notoriety by the ac- 
tion of the variety artistes of Germany.

Philippine Islands, and the government 
is disgusted with the performances of Cap- 
tain-General Weyler in Cyba but dares not 
recall him. In this connection a startling 
explamation of the inaction of the govern- 
ment is hinted at. According to the rumors 
circulating here, the reasons why Weyler 
is not recalled are: First, because he is a 
pronounced republican; second, because it 
is intimated that sooner than return to Spain 
in disgrace he would proclaim a republic in 
Havana. 

The distress is most severe in the Basque 
provinces. The people’of Leon are on the 
verge eof starvation, the crops having been 
practically destroyed by the recent floods, 
which followed previous severe drought, 
while on ail sides flocks and herds aredying 
of famine and disease. 

In .La Mancha the failure of the olive 
crop has prevented the peasants from earn- 
ing anything the whole winter, and large 
numbers of them are barely able to keep 
body and soul together by subsisting on any- 
thing procurable. 

Many families have not seen a loaf of 
bread for months, and meat has been far out 
of their reach since the fall. The distress is 
not confined to isolated districts. All the 
towns and villages are afflicted more or 
less, and, as a rule, the inhabitants are 
famishing, many of them being reduced to 
subsjst on acorns. 

In this city, for instance, where it might 
be expected that the distress due to crop 
failures would be hardly felt, over 2,500 per- 
sons are daily being fed from charitable 
sources. Under the circumstances, it is not 
astonishing that hundreds of families are 
emigrating to Brazil, and that thousands of 
families would do so had they the means to 
leave the country. 

Coupled with this great distress, are ru- 
mors of the increasing strength of the Car- 
list agitation in the northwest and central 
parts of Spain. This is cd#using the greatest 
anxiety in political circles, in spite of there- 
cent formal declaratons of the Carlist Sen- 
ators and Deputies, that Don Carlos, the pre- 
tender to the throne of Spain, will not make 
any attempt to disturb the peace of the 
country so long as the government have its 
severe colonial troubles to deal with. 

Pretender Assumes Patriotism. 

The pretender is thus assuming a patri- 
otic attitude, which is well calculated to win 
him many sympathizers, and may be of ma- 
terial use to him when his advisers direct 
that the moment has arrived for him to 
make another attempt to reach the throne 
of Spain. That he will doso, sooner or later, 
nobody seems to doubt, but it would hardly 
be in keeping with Spain’s chivalry to take 
advantage at the present time of the sore 
distress of this suffering land. 

ciowever, the Incal newspapers, here an4 
elsewhere, are full of curious details of the 
propositions and plans of the Carlists to take 
the field whem the signal is given.

Spaniards Refuse to Allow Their Fam- 
ilies to Bury Their Hodies—Natu- 
ralized American Assassinated.

“The Village of Guato, near Punta Brava, 
| was the scene on Wednesday of another 


Spanish outrage. Two peaceful Cubans, 
Manuel Jimenez and Juan Gomez, truck 
growers for the Havana market, were 
macheted while working in their fields, and 
their families were forbidden to remove or 
bury the bodies. A Frenchman, appealed to 
by the wife of Jimenez and daughters of 
Gomez, buried the victims where they fell. 
The Alcaide of Guato has compelled six- 
teen Cuban families, the majority being 
women and children, to abandon their homes 
and flee to the mountains. His excuse for 
this arbitrary act was that most of them 
have relatives in the Cuban ranks. The 
houses owned by these families were con- 
fiscated for garrison purposes. A number of 
refugees from Guato reached Havana this 


Morning, and several were at the palace 


this afternoon seeking audience with the 
acting Captain-General to complain against 
the acts of the Guato authorities, but after 


ran aground twenty-seven times. 

The next mishaps of the filibuster were 
more serious. Expected remittances from 
backers of the expedition did not come.

ensued in the attempt to defeat Mr. Ellis- 
worth’s reappointment. The latter, how- 
ever, overcame his opponents handily. If 
the so-called machine ever cherished any 
roseate dreams that it would be permitted 
to name the successful candidate, it was sub- 
jected to a rude disappointment, for it was 
cee Ellsworth against the field from the 

The other men whose names were present- 
ed for the position were Elliott Durand, E. 
G. Foreman, William R. Page, J. Irving 
Pearce, Col. Corbin, and Whiting G. Press, 
the latter being the machine candidate. 
There was much filibustering and many 
amusing tactics on the part of the opposing 
Judges to make a combination on one of 
these candidates who would be _ strong 
enough to overthrow Mr. Ellsworth. Sly 
little jealousies and petty animosities crept 
out, some of which were aired in the nom- 
inating speeches. 

Three Conditional Candidates. 

Messrs. Pearce, Durand, and Page had 
announced that they were candidates @ly 
on condition that Mr. Ellsworth was un- 
willing to serve another term. This natur- 
ally tended to make the votes given to each 
of the three named light, Mr. Ellsworth re- 
maining in the field. Mr. Foreman showed 
the greatest strength among all Mr. Ells- 
wortn's competitors. In fact, he was the 
only candidate who was at all dangerous. 
On the last ballot Mr. Ellsworth goa most 
of the scattering votes, giving him with 
those who had stood by him from the start 
a clear majority of the votes cast. 
wn the discussion of candidates each one 
was commended by one or more sponsors, 
and it is thought J. Irving Pearce might 
have won the prize if Mr. Elisworth had 
not been a- candidate. 


Secrecy Is a Feature. 

The Judges met at noon behind 
doors in Judge Tuley’s court-room. An air 
of great secrecy was maintained. The 
jurists seemed to feel they were carrying a 
heavy load af responsibility and that most 
harmful results would ensue if any inkling 
of their deliberations should manage to leak 
out.

Sor of the Judges argued that’a majority 
of ose present constituted a majority of 
the’ court, while others held the act was 


explicit in meaning a majority, ef the full 
court. This point might have been carried 
to the Supreme Court had there been time, 
but the Judges were getting somewhat 
hungry and they decided to ablde by prece- 
dent and let eight votes constitute a ma- 
jority. 

This proved to be really a valuable point 
for the field, as it meant that one more vote 
would be necessary to the election of Mr.

LIVELY ROW OVER POLICE PENSIONS. 


Commanding Officers Stop Missionary 


peal the Present Law. 


A lively row is in progress in the Chicago 
Police Department regarding the bill which 
it is proposed to introduce in the Legis- 
lature to make the pensions of all retired | 
policemen $50 a month, regardless of rank. 
Under the present pension law retired 
officers are allowed one-half the pay of the 
rank held for one year prior to the expiration 
of twenty years’ service. Under this law 
pensioned patrolmen only receive a trifle 
more than $41 per month, while a pensioned 
Chief of Police may receive $3,000 a year. 
The rank and file of the force have long 
been dissatisfied with this state of affairs, 
and are now anxious to have the law 
amended, while the ranking officers are en- 
tirely satisfied with the present system. 
James Barbee, a pensioned patrolman, has 
taken considerable interest in the proposed 
bill, and has spent considerable time in 
Springfield attempting to have such’a meas- 
ure introduced. During the last week Bar- 
bee has visited the various police stations in 
the south division of the city and addressed 
the men on the subject. He has received 
many promises of mora! and financial sup. 
port, and it was proposed/to take up a col- 
lection among the patrolmen for the pur- 
pose of paying the expenses of a lobbying 
committee. 

These facts reached the ears of Inspector 
Fitzpatrick and Capt. Koch yesterday and 
an order was at once sent to all command- 
ing officers in the fiirst division instructing 
them to prevent Barbee from making any 
further addresses in police stations, and 
also notifying all patrolmen that any con- 
tribution or collection is a direct violation 
of the civil service law and strictly pro- 
hibited. 

The order created no little comment in the 
various police stations last night, and pa- 
trolmen are very indignant over the inter- 
ference of their superiors. It is regarded by 
the men as an attempt on the part of com- 
manding officers to feather their own nests 
at the expense of the rank and file of the 
department, and measures will be taken to 
evade the order.

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FLOODS CAUSE EXTENSIVE DAMAGE. 


Indiana, Illinois, and Ohio Feel the 
Fall Force of the Heavy Rains— 
Trains All Delayed. 


/ 
Indianapolis, Ind., March 6.—[Special.]j— 
The country along every water course in 
Central and Southern Indiana today pre- 
sented a scene of unprecedented devastation. 
The waters began to receed this morning, 
and along the miles and miles of railroad 
tracks on the dozen different lines that have 
been’ washed out it soon appeared that yes- 
terday’s reported damage was little more 
than a forecast of the real destruction to 
railroad property. From last night’s and 
tonight’s dispatches it is learned that 113 
bridges and trestles over rivers, creeks, and 
gulleys are either down and washed away 
or so badly misplaced that days will be re- 
quired to make the roads safely passable. 
An entire passenger train near Martins- 
ville late this afternoon came within a sec- 
ond of plunging into the swollen creek and 
a deep ravine. The locomotive was back- 
ing in front of the train, and when the 
tender struck the first span its weight alone 
caused the trestle to begin to sag. The en- 
gineer reversed his lever and pulled back 
on the track just as the bridge went down. 
Sixty. lives were thus saved. 
Shelbyville, Ind., March 6.—[Special.J]—A 
few miles west of this city early this morn- 
ing a Chicago express train was wrecked 
and partially submerged in the big washout. 
The express, which is due here at 5 o’clock, 
ran into the washout between Fairland 
and Brandiewine Bridge, and is now stand- 
ing on the tracks at Little Sugar, which is 
a’ raging torrent. The engine and tender are 
derailed, and the sleepers and day coaches 
are on the verge of overturning. The ends 
of two of the sleepers are sunk down in the 
roadbed, and water, which covers the track 
for a thousand feet at that point, is dashing 
against these cars. The loss will be heavy 
as the roadbed is undermined for a great 
distance, 
By a very lucky chance the express was 
running only at a low rate of speed when 
the washout was struck. The train had 
stopped just this side of Fairland to let off 
some company bridge workers, and had not 
yet attained high speed. The engineer saw 
the immense body of water pouring over 
the ties and attempted to stop his train 
This he did, but not in time to entirely pre- 
vent the disaster. 
Carlyle, Ill, March 6.—{Special.]—The 
water in the Kaskaskia River is rising four 
inches an hour, a total rise of eleven feet 
since Thursday. The water is higher than 
for ten years. Scores of families living 
south of here have been compelled to leave 
their homes. The suspension bridge here is 
threatened with destruction. 
Louisville, Ill., March 6.—[{Special.]—The 
Wabash River is higher today than was ever 
known. It has reached a stationary stage, 
but it is within three feet of the great iron 
bridge at the eastern approach of the town, 
and it covers the floor of the pine bridge at 
the northern extremity.. The water is miles 
wide in many places, and many families have 
been compelled to abandon their homes and 
seek safety on higher ground. 
Columbus, O., March 6.—The natural gas 
main under Big Walnut Creek was washed 
out by high water and cut off the pressure 
at 3 o’clock a. m., léaving the eity without 
gas until Monday at least, if not longer. 
Dayton, O., March 6.—The river here 
reached sixteen feet four inches, the highest 
since 1866. Levees north of the city have 
broken and North Dayton is under water. 
Houses are in danger of floating away and 
much damage has been done. The families 
were rescued by police patrol wagons until 
the water drove them out, then boats were 
used. ,

**No more fashionable smuggling.” | 

This will be the motto of the Retail Deal- 
ers’ Board of Traze, to originate which the 
‘merchant tailors of Chicago met last week 
at the Sherman House, and to complete the 
organization of which the representatives 
of seventy-five of the leading business houses 
of the city, of many different lines, will meet 
at 3 p. m. om Tuesday next at Room L 3S of 
the Great Northern Hotel. 

There never was a greater misnomer than 
the “* Retail Dealers’ Board of Trade.” It 
borrowed its name from the Manufacturers’ 
and Merchants’ Retail Board of Trade of 
New York, just organized for the same pur- 
pose, with C. C. Shayne as its President. 
These organizations bear no resemblance to 
a Board of Trade. Their sole object is the 
reform ofan “ abuse ”’ in the tariff and rev- 
enue system of the country, by which manu- 
facturers and retail dealers say they and 
their customers and employés are injured 
end ‘the public revenue defrauded. 

Why such a misleading name was ever 
given thy movement is not known, but in the 
call for’the meeting of next Tuesday this 
name is ignored. “* Name hereafter to bé& 
decided” appears ‘In the call. The signifi- 
cance of the movement has been still further 
d by the prominence of the merchant 
tallors in originating it. This, however, is 
only accidental, as several other lines of 
business are interested as deeply as the tail- 
ors are, and the person most prominently 
mentioned in connection with the Presidency 
js John T. Shayne, the fur dealer. 


Charles E. Hyde Explains. 

Charles E. Hyde, Charman of the commit- 
tee appointed by the first meeting to ar- 
range for the second, spoke yesterday of 
the need and objects of the organization as 
follows: 
' * There exists an enormous evil and an 
outrageous abuse in the tariff laws and 
revenue system of the country, by which 
people arriving in this country from for- 
eign cnn Bre pasmitted to bring into 
the country an nse amount of mer- 
chandise duty free. Some of these people 
are immigrants coming to this country for 
the first time to make it their home. But 
those who bring in the great bulk of the 
articles that should pay duty and do not 
are returning tourists and other travelers 


who reside here. 
_ “* We complain of two things in regard to 
thege people. One is that the law permits 
them to bring an immense amount of mer- 
chandise into the country free. The other 
thing is that the law is taken advantage of 
to perpetrate an immense amount of smug- 
gliing under the pretense that the articles 
in the trunks of passengers are in actual 
use. An immense amount of smuggling ig 
carried on in this way, and the United 
States Inspectors are guilty of encourag- 
ing it. — 
Refers to the Astor Case. 

* Let me give you a few examples of both 
of these evils. Some years ago, when Mer- 
ritt was Collector of the Port of New York, 
one of the Astors attempted to bring over 
with him eighty trunks of merchandise duty 
free. The Collector refused to admit them, 
but Astor asserted that they were no more 
than a person in his station of life needed 
for his own wants. The result was the suit 
known as ‘Astor vs. Merritt,’ which was 
taken eventually to the Supreme Court of 
the United States and decided in Astor’s 
favor. . , 

“How many thousands of dollars escaped 
duty in those trunks and in similar packages 
brought ‘over by millionaires I cannot tell, 
but the amount must be large, and you will 
notice the exasperating injustice of it. For, 
while the millionaire who could pay duty 
without feeling it refuses to pay it, the poor 
citizen who cannot afford to travel is com- 
pelled to pay duty on every foreign article 

e’ buys. 

Bring in House Farnishings. 

* Let me tell you of a practice that is pro- 
té@ted by the existing tariff laws. A man 
who has just erected a splendid residence 
in this country will manage to‘import its 
entire furniture from abroad duty free. He 
first takes accurate measures of the rooms 
in his new residence, and then goes abroad 
and rents.a cheap residence for a few 
months. Then he buys all the carpets, fur- 
niture, and bric-G-brac he wants, and a 
month later brings it all to the United States 

‘@s in actual use, without paying a cent of 
duty ot it. Sometimes as much as £25,000 
worth of merchandise is brought into the 
country in this way in one lot, without any 
technical violation of the revenue laws. 

** But, bad as this is, a much larger amount 
of goods is smuggled into the country un- 
der the plea that they are for personal use. 


has been watching our interests in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Somers sent me a copy of the 
decision by wire in cipher and I shall have 
a certified copy on Monday. I personally 
vouch for the fact of the decision, as stated, 
and its correctnessinevery way. My.under- 
standing is that when the decision was orig- 
inally made by Commissioner Lamoreux it 
was ‘pigeon-holed’ by Secretary Francis, 
who for reasons of his own wished to throw 
the responsibifity of its promulgation on to 
the incoming administration. 


Declares the Action Final. 

“This matter of the decision being on @ 
question of fact alone, the action of the 
department is final, and if appeal is prayed 
to the Secretary he can only dismiss the 
application, unless he finds gross errors in 
the record. The decision of the Supreme 
Court has invariably been not to interfere 
with the government officials who are act- 
ing within the purview of their power and 
apparent scope of authority. While the 
courts may be sought for e remedy, they 
will not entertain such a proposition, as the 
Land Department is the court of original 
and last resort in all questions pertaining to 
government lands. 


Wilson Thinks It a “ Fake.” 


Speaking of the decision, Attorney John 
P. Wilson, who has been identified with the 
McKee scrip case as counsel for the owners 
from the time it was first taken under con- 
sideration, said last night: 

“I am not inclined to consider the matter 
seriously. The ‘ decision’ bears every evi- 
dence of being a fake. It is possible, of 
course, that Commissioner Lamoreux pre- 
pared such a document,-but even admitting 
this no weight necessarily attaches to it. 
Any decision he might make is no more final 
than the action taken by a Justice of the 
Peace in a civil or criminal case. 

“Another fact which induces me to view 
Mr. Bary’s production with considerable 
suspicion is that we have heard nothing 
whatever on the subject from Needham & 
Cotton, the attorneys in Washington who 
are watching the McKee scrip for us. Had 
there been a decision in regular form we 
should certainly have heard from them. 

‘“[ am not worrying about the matter a 
particle.”’ 

It was impossible last evening to ascer- 
tain the whereabouts of ex-Commissioner 
Lamoreux. He left Washington on March 
2, and since then his whereabouts have not 
been known to the public. It was thought 
not unlikely, by persons interested in the 
case, that he was in Chicago last evening, 
though he could not be located. 

Points in the Document. 

The document in question, dated at the 
General Land Office on Feb. 20, 1897, bears 
the caption: ‘ In the matter of the appfgica- 
tion of Mathias Benner and Harvey M. La- 
Follette to locate McKee scrip on Lot A, in 
Sec. 10, Township 39, north, of Range 14, 
east, of third principal meridian, Cook Coun- 
ty, Iil.”’ . 

The first point considered is the validity 
of the claim of applicants as owners of the 
scrip, and it is ruled they are owners of the 
same. Then the legislation creating the 
scrip is reviewed, showing the paper is ap- 
plicable to “any vacant land of the United 
States.”” The point remaining for determina- 
tion, and on which the decision hinges, is 
whether the land in question is still * vacant 
land of the United States,’’ under the law, or 
whether title’ has passed to private owners. 

This in turn depends upon the question 
whether the patent issued to Robert Kinzie 
on March 27, 1837, to north fractional Sec. 
10, conveyed title to land reaching to and in- 
cluding the shore of the lake, or onlytoa 
line established by surveyors at some dis- 
tance west of the shore line. 


Statement on the Crueial Issue. 

On thie point, which is the crucial point 
in the ‘** decision,”’ the following statement 
appears in the document: ‘ 

‘* After a full and serious consideration of 
all the evidence, I find the facts to be as 
follows: 

‘*In the year 1821 the Surveyor of the 
United States surveyed a tract comprising 
102.20 acres, which tract lay immediately 
west of the land for which a patent Is asked 
in this case. The surveyor established the 
boundary lines of the tract by courses, dis- 
tances, monuments, and corners, but did 
not follow, touch, nor go near the water line 
of the lake. The east line of the tract, the 
line of greatest importance here, was run 
by him west of and a considerable distance 
from the shore line of Lake Michigan, and 
there was then lying between that survéy 
line and the water or shore line of the lake 
a body of land containing more than thirty 
acres and extending along the whole east 
line of said tract of 102.29 acres.”’ 

Not Surveyed Until 1806. 

This tract of more than thirty acres, the 
document asserts, was never surveyed by the 
surveyors of the United States until 1896, 
when by accretions it had grown to 163.22 
acres. A sgurvey then made was approved 
according to law, and the tract was desig- 
nated as “ Lot A in north fractiona! section 
10." It ig this tract for which a patent is 
asked by Benner and La Folleite. 

Without citing any authority for the state- 
ments, and havVing plainly declared there 
were no United States surveys previous to 
1806 to establish the facis, the document

TO THE MERCHANTS CLUB. 


Jarist Believes That National Parties 
Should Take a Hand in Monicipal 
Affairs, While the Aldefman De- 
clares the Local Field Should Be 
Free of Such Influences—Other 
Speakers on “ Primaries "’—Hopefal 
Signs Are Pointed Out. 


An extempore debate between Judge John 
Barton Payne and Ald. John Maynard Har- 
lan on the propriety of national parties tak- 
ing part in municipal clections was the sur- 
prise of the discussion by the Merchants’ 
club of **‘ The Primary Election Law’’ ata 
banquet given at the Auditorium last even- 


ing. 

All. Harlan attacked the proposed new pri- 
mary law on the ground that its provisions 
would take a permanent municipal party 
an impossibility. Judge Payne replied that 
the American people were a hundred years 
away from the period when municipal couid 
be divorced from national politics. 

“Are fraud and violence the cause or the 
result of absenteeism from the primary elec- 
tion polls?’ began Ald. Harlan. ‘*‘ Are the 
good citizens not as crafty and subtle as the 
selfish and interested? Can they not devise 
means to frustrate the evil designs of the 
machine leadérs? If our trouble is lack of 
interest the most beautiful mechanism will 
not help us. I am afraid we prefer the short 
cut of an ideal law. 


One Fundamental Defect. 


“In my judgment the proposed law has 
one fundamental defect. The activities of a 
political party ought to be restricted to those 
fields in which its principles can be applied. 

“ Suppose it were desired to form here a 
municipal party, or two or more such par- 
ties, based upon economic grounds, as, for 
instance, the municipal ownership of street 
railroads, gas plants, etc. It could not be 
done under this law. These parties would 
not participate in the next ensuing election, 
would lose their standing, and would have-to 
nominate every time by petition. 


Parties of Value in Their Place. 


“IT would like to see the bill amended so 
it would be impossible for national parties 
to nominate candidates for municipal offices. 
We are, as a rule, entirely satisfied with the 
result of party nominations for Congress- 
men. We are well satisfied with McKinley, 
but we rebel at the party nominations that 
are made for city offices.’’ 

Judge Payne, who may possibly be the 
Democratic candidate for the Mayoralty, 
then took up the gage of the independent 
candidate. 

“lam,” said he, “ one of those who believe 
in party organization. It is impossible to 
win many victories with raw recruits. Except 
under extraordinary conditions, independent 
candidates are defeated. It ts hardly to 
be expected that one man will tower so high 
above his fellows that 150,000 electors out 
of $00,000 will support him for his personal 
qualities alone. 


Takes Men and Numbers. 


“It takes men and numbers to battle with 
men and numbefs, and I believe that if the 
majority of our electors went to the primary 
elections they would win, whether the 
primaries were of the ‘ brace’ variety or 
conducted under the Crawford or the pro- 
posed law. We must educate public senti- 
ment. 
County Council who are worthy of seats in 
the British Parliament or our House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

* However, I am thoroughly in favor of 
the bill as explained here this evening. I do 
not say a municipal party might not be a 
good thing. But if we had a full and fair 
vote at the primaries then an indenendent 
candidate and an independent party would 
be unnecessary. They bear the same rela- 
tion to party politics as the Civic Federa- 
tion does to our city government.”

All three of them had revolvers in 
their hands and Mrs. Wolf, who was with 
he sband in the Jiving roomsin the rear of 
the store, saw them through the glass sash 
of the doar ieading from the living rooms 
to the store. 

The moment the robbers saw her they 
started toward her, and she held the door 
shut, at the same time calling to her hus- 
band and seéking to brace the door against 
the intruders. 

As Mr. Wolf approached the robbers 
fired through the glass, the bullet striking 
Wolf in the forehead above the left eye, and, 
glancing on the skull, plowed a deep fur- 
row around to the left ear, causing a danger- 
ous wound, 

With the firing of the shot, Mrs. Wolf and 
Mary Conschar, a servant, attempted to 
leave the house by the rear door, but found 
it guarded by one of the four robbers. 

The man forced them back. 

The man who had gone to the money drawer 
secured only a few dollars. The thieves 
made their escape by the front door. 

Four arrests were made by the police of 
the Maxwell Street Station, and late last 
night the detectives were still at work. 

Dr. Coates, who was called in, attended 
both of the wounded meh, and stated that 
Wolf’s wound was not necessarily fatal.

He had been despondent for 
some time because of a failure to secure em- 
ployment. Gordon was 34 years old and 
unmarried.

Missing Man Wanders to Evanston 
Suffering from the Effects of a:

Sergeant Searches Mooney. 

One night last week the Patrol Sergeant, 
after watching Mooney for several hours, 
suddenly walked up to him and found him 
with the old wild look.

SETTLERS RUSH IN ON FALSE REPORT 


Armed Men Take Possession of Uncom- 
pahgre Reservation Lands on Tel- 
egram That the Bill Has Passed. 


Price, Utah, March 6.—Early Thursday 
morning private dispatches from Washing- 
ton were received at Fort Duchesne and 
Vernal saying that the bill providing fcr 
the opening of the Uncompahgre reserva- 
tion had passed the House and that Presi-+ 
dent Cleveland had signed it before mid- 
night. Immediately there was a wild rush 
for the reservation and before noon there 
were 500 or 600 armed men in possession of 
the gilsonite lands. No official ingormaticn 
of the opening of the reservation had been 
received and the parties were allowed to re- 
main undisturbed. The rush to the reserva- 
tion yesterday surpassed that of Thursday, 
it being more generally thought that the 
land was open for settlement and every foot 
of land known to contain gilsonite is now 
occupled by an armed man. 

The Indians are greatly excited and un- 
less the parties are ejected from their lands 
shortly, trouble Is looked for. 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—The pro- 
vision for the opening of the Uncompahgre 
reservation in Utah was in the Indian ap- 
propriation bill which failed because Presi- 
dent Cleveland refused to sign it, conse: 
quently the lands are not open to entry. ;

FIRST TRIP FROM POSTAL STATION U. 


Fifty Carriers Will Imaugurate the 
Service from Union Depot To- 
morrow Morning. 


Fifty carriers will sort out their mail and 
make their firsttripfrom Station U tomorrow 
morning. They will deliver over their old 
routes and make one trip more a day, be- 
sides which the mail in the district will be 
advanced from one to two trips in the de- 
livery. Only mail sent to the station will 
be forwarded direct on trains leaving the 
Union Depot to leading points. 

Postal officials cannot find it practicable 
to make the station a center for collectors 
without practically duplicating half of the 
mailing division at the general office, as it 
would require a force of fifty clerks to work 
the 400 pouches. 

Mail entering the depot is distributed by 
stations on incoming trains, and that for 
Station U will be in the carriers’ pouches and 
on delivery in the same length of time It 
formerly took to reach the general postoffice.

Mr. Lexow’s committee, or the mafority of 
its members, think the best way to fight the 
trusts would be to put the responsibility for 
enforcing the anti-trust laws upon the Dis- 
trict-Attorneys of the various counties of 
the State. It is the intention now of the 
committee to present a bill tothe Leyislature 
to meet that end.

AFTER HOLDING HIM ALL. NIGHT, , 


Prisoner Admitted to Bail in the Early 
Morning Hours—Justice Sabath is 
Furious, . While Cosgrove and 
Welch, Employes of the Bankers’ 
and Merchants’ Secret Service Bu< 
reau, Together with Attorney Loeff, 
Explain Their Actions in the Case. 


John C. Jensen, the old man who was taken 
from his home. by two detectives belonging 
to the Bankers’ and Merchants’. Secret 


Service Association on Friday.evening and — | 


detained in their agency part of the night, 
and after being hauled around town in @ 
cab was held in a room in the Sherman 


+ House for several hours more, secured his 


liberty at 5 o’clock yesterday morning 


through the efforts of reporters, who ee . 


cured a police investigation and made it pos- 


sible for an attorney who had been sum- 
moned to see the prisoner. 

From all that can be inferred from the ac- 
tions of the men who caused and effected 
Jensen's arrest the same reporters who 


thwarted it had evidently been figured upon | 


as allies in working out. whatever plan the 
men may have had. Detectives and a law- 
yer,’ who figured with them, endeavored to 


use the reporters to help their cause, and - 


have thereby put themselves in a sorry 
plight. 

Meiville Z. Cosgrove and L. W. Welch are 
the detectives involved, and they declare 
they were hired to arrest Jensen by Morris 
Loeff, a lawyer in Room 1508 Ashland Block. 

Loeff declares he had nothing whatever 
to do with the case, although eye-witnesses 
declare he was on hand at every step that 
was taken. Anna Carter, whose name was 


coupled with that of Jensen in the charge’ 


on which he was arrested, refused to dis- 
cuss the, matter at all. 


Story of the Case. 

Jensen is a‘man 60 years old, a manu- 
facturer, who lives in his owh comfortable 
home. At 7 o’clock on Friday evening Cos- 
grove and Welch called there and said they 
had a warrant for Jensen signed by Justice 
Sabath. Discussion over the matter was 
brief. according to Mrs. Jensen, who said: 

“ They seized my husband by the arms and 
hurried him away before we could get ready 


to accompany him. He did not go of his ~ 


own free will. Then we reported at the 
police station.’’ | 

“They took me down to their office,” sald 
Mr. Jensen. ‘‘ One of them was drunk, and 
he lay down in front of the door with his. 
pistol in his hand. I demanded to be given 
a chance to get bonds. When I found out 
what offense I was charged with I declared 
at once that, although I knew the woman, 
I was guiltless of the charge made. 

“Then the lawyer came in—Loeff, I be- 
lieve, He said he was

afraid the reporters would hear the story, :

settle the affair. F told him I had nothing 
to hide from reporters. 

“Then he asked me what I would give to 
settle the case, saying:

The private detectives said they had been 
employed by Loeff to serve a warrant and 
accompanied him to Justice Sabath’s court, 
where Loeff produced a complaint attested 
before a notary and signed by K. A. Carter, 
alleging an offense against Mr. Jensen. The 
Justice said the notary’s attest would not 
justify his issuing a warrant, and asked 
for the complainant. Loeff said the com-, 
plainant was Anna Carter’s brother, but he 
was sick and could not come tmto court.: 
Thereupon, L. W. Welch made the com- 
plaint on “ information and helief,;’ .alleg- 
ing that the offense charged was committed 
in June, 1896. 

Justice Sabath issued the warrant, and 
said: *‘I will give it toa constable,” 

Loeff, it is stated, then asked him to make 
Detective Cosgrove a special constable for 
its service, explaining, according to the Jus- 
tice’s clerk, that “ Jensen was a sporty: 
chap, hard to find, and a man who bought 
up constables as fast as they went after:

Cosgrove Gets Authority. 


Cosgrove was authorized to act, and, with, 
Welch, went to Jensen’s house.

turned to his wife and daughter and said: 

**Tt’s only for assault, and I'll be back 
A friend of his follewed him, but 
he sent him back, and said he was able to 
take care of himself. It was at his own re- 
quest that we took him to our office. He 
wanted to see the woman. , 

** Loeff went out on the West Side in cab 
No. 278, driven by a man named Fisher, and 
returned to-the Stock Exchange Building 
with the woman, who, he said, was Anna 
Carter. She did not see Jensen, and was 
not in our office at all. I saw her in the 
building, though. 

“We did not give Jensen liquor, nor was 
he drugged, as his lawyer claimed. We 
went to the Sherman House because he 
wanted to, and he paid for the cab and the 
room of his own free will.”’ 


Justice Sabath Furious. 


Justice Sabath was furious when he 
learned of the trouble his warrant had 
stirred up, and said he would take proper 
steps. , 

At 4:30 o’clock yesterday a manina brown 
suit slipped into Justice Sabath’'s court and 
left an envelope on a desk there. It nclose 
the warrant and the bond and the following 
note: 

“March 6, ’97.—Clerk Sabath’s Court: £& 
inclose warrant and bond with due return. 
I am very busy or would come on myself, 
Respectfully M. Z. CosGRove.”’ 

The man who ieft the envelope, it is said, 
was Operator Jennings of Cosgrove’s staff. 

W. S. Cameron, Jensen’s attorney, said 
he proposed to take steps to viridicate his 
client and make some one suffer for what 
he denounced .as an outrage on him. He 
declared that Jensen had been drugged dur- 
ing his captivity.

Miss 'Loise M. Foskette, one of the few 
Women members of ‘the bar in Chicago ani 
a teacher in the public schools, died of con- 
sumption at 1 o’clock yesterday morning at 
Citronelle, near Mobile, Ala. Her home in 
this city was at No. 1542 Fulton street. Miss 
Foskette was in excellent health till one 
year ago, when she was attacked by the 
grip, which developed rapidly into consump p- 
tion.

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FOUTZ WON MANY GAMES. 


PRESIDENT HART TELLS OF HIS 
WORK AS A BASEBALL PLAYER. 


Unique Character of the Diamond on 
Account of His Peculiar Physical 
Makeup — How He Took a Game 
from the Sacramento, Cal., Team 
While Pitching for the Louisville 
Nine on a Western Trip in the Fall 
of 1885. 


Dave Foutz, who died on Friday at his 
home in the suburbs of Baltimore, was one 
of the unique figures in the baseball world. 
Upright and honest in all his dealings, free 
from the small vices of the average ball- 
player, he always commanded respect. 

His appearance made him a feature. He 
was six feet two, and thin to a degree that 
made his nickname, * Scissors,” pecullarly 
applicable. 

The highest point in his. career was when 
he, with ‘*“* Bobby ” Carruthers, alternated 
in the box, and four times won for St. Louis 
the association pennant. His delivery was 
worthy of study. He had speed a-plenty, 
fine command, and was as cool-headed a | 
general as ever faced a batsman in a pinch. 
He was sold to Brooklyn in 1887, and cap- 
tained the Brooklyn brotherhood team in 
1891. He was connected with baseball until 
his death. 


Hart Talks of Foutz. ° 

In speaking of Foutz yesterday President 
Hart grew reminiscent. 

‘*In the fall of ’85,"’ he said, ‘* I took the 
Louisville team to California. The baseball 
revival had just set in, and the people were 
crazy for the game. I took Foutz along. 
He was with St. Louis, but I wanted him 
because he could pitch, play the outfield, 
and hit. We secured grounds down-town, 
and during that winter never lost a game. 
We opened with amateur clubs, but as our 
reputation grew began to get games with 
the California league teams, and beat them 
all. Finally they begai to despair of ever 
beating us. One day, however, we were to. 
play Sacramento, the champions of the 
league. They scoured the country, got 
players\from Stockton, and all the Kastern- 
ers on the coast, and came down to at least 
make a better showing than the others had 
done. . 

* There was a big poker game in the club 
that winter. We had ‘ Monk’ Klein, and 
‘Reddy’ Mack, and that crew. ‘ Reddy’ 
won $1,600 in * gool,’ as he called it, that 
winter. : 

“ The night before the Sacramento game 
the boys started a big poker game back of 
the barroom. About 11 o’clock the man- 
ager of the Sacramento team wandered in 
and remarked: ‘ It's about time for you boys 
to go to bed. You've got a hard game to- 
morrow. The boys said they would stop 
in a few minutes. About 2 o'clock the 
manager came back, and the whole gang 
was playing. He went to bed, and when he 
came down at % o'clock the frogs were’ still 
marching. At noon the crowd decided that 
they would stop in an hour to get lunch 
and dress for the game. Well, that man- 
ager went around tipping his friends that 
the Louisville boys had been playing poker 
all night, and betting his money on Sacra- 
mento. Foutz pitched the game, and the 
score was 42 to Lin favor of Louisville—the 
worst beat of the trip.’’ 


As to Drafting System. 

Much has been written in regard to the 
drafting system and its injury to the minor 
leagues. AS a matter of tact the practice 
does weaken some teams,in the little ieagues 
and evens up the chances for the champion- 
ship, because under the rules the team win- 
ning the championship usually loses its star 
men and the chances of the pennant falling 
in the same town in two successive years 
are diminished. 

AS an organization no minor league gets 
the worst of the system, althcugh some of 
the clubs init may. The old league players, 
men of long experience, drop hack into the 
small circuits, and their experience is really 
of more value to the minor team than the 
services of even a star player. 

This year the National League drafted 
from the others probably twenty men, and 
before the Ist of May comes ‘two-thirds 
of them will go back and with them some 
veterans. 

The value of a veteran in a gang of voung- 
sters is great. For instance, see Waiter 
Wilmot’s team and Charley Comisky’s ag- 
gregation. The old-timers turn the little | 
leagues into training schools, where menare } 
educated in the tricks of fast <ompany. 

In speaking of these things President Hart 
said vesterday that in one season since he 
has been with Chicago no iess than nine ex- 
Colts were captaining teams. They gained 
their experience under Anson, and it fitted 
them for the places they secured, Capt. 
William McKinley Joyce, erstwhile ‘‘ Scrap- 
py,’ thinks that the custom of educating 
men before they get into the league ought 
even to be enlarged upon. 


Minor League Tratming Schools. 

‘‘No matter how fast they are in minor 
league teams,”’ said the New York Captain, 
‘**they all look like suckers until they learn 
the tricks of the league.’ They have whole 
lots of the little tricks to pick up before they 
show league form. After all, it’s a question 
of head. One ball player is better than an- 
other when he thinks faster, and in the 
minor leagues the boys play ball with their 
hands unless they happen to fall under tne 
control of an old timer. 

‘It's the man who thinks quick who isa 
star,’’ continued ‘‘ Scrappy.” ‘“ That’s the 
reason a Dutchman can't play ball. I mean 
exactly what I say—a Dutchman can’t piay 
high grade ball. He can't start his ‘ think 
tank’ to leakimg fast enough. It takes an 
Irishman to play ball. He’s thinking all 
the time, andisalwaysonthespot. You can 
even have a fair Dutch shortstop or second 
baseman if:you put an Irishman on both 
sides of him to think for him.”’ Having de- 
livered himself of this wonderful psycho- 
logical study ‘“‘Scrappy”’ quit talking, 
and began to mentally figure out the Gianis’ 
chances while he hummed “St. Patrick’s 
Day in the Mornin’.”’ 

Anson Breaks a “ Hoodoo.” 

Jimmy Ryan often falls into the reminis- 
cent strain, and when he does usually evolves 
some good story. 

‘Back in °93,” said Jimmy, “ we went 
East for the first trip and got into a losing 
streak. Anson sat up nights figuring on the 
difficulty and calculating what pitchers to 
use, and all that, and still we kept losing 
games. We knew that some hoodoo was on 
us, but could not break it. We tried hunt- 
ing up loads of hay and rollime up our left 
trousers legs, but it didn’t go. We lost every 
game until we reached Boston, and then we 
determined to kill the Jonah. 

‘* Some one went to Anson and asked him 
to turn the batting list upside down. The 
old man concluded that it couldn’t be worse 
and we triedit. Kittredge, who hadn't hade 
a hit all summer, led off with a three-bag@eer, 
and Griffith put the ball over thefence.

Racing Men Discuss the Pool Selling 
Bill Passed by the Legislature 
at Jefferson. 


The bill passed by the Missouri Legislature 
prohibiting pool seling except-by a license 
from the State Auditor aroused some little 
discussion, among local racing men yester- 
day, but its provisions were not altogether 
approved. According to the bill passed by 
the Missouri statesmen no license can be is- 
sued formore than ninety days. Thetrotting 
horse men think thirty days is sufficient.

Several Carloads Expected and the 
, Pets Will Be at Once Domicile 
at Battery D. : 


Several carloads of the finest dogs ever 
brought out for exhibition purpotes in this

not arrive at the Armory until .Tuesday

CABLE TO FLOAT NEW BRIDGE BONDS. 


Third Bridge at-St. Louis Now Thought 
to Be a Sure Thing—Cleveland 
Signed the Bill.

St. Louis, Mo., March 6.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Mayor M. M. Stephens of East St. Louis has 
received word from Congressman E. J. Mur- 
phy that President Cleveland signed the 
third bridge bill. 

* This,’’ said Mr. Stephens, “ settles it that 
the bridge will be built. A movement will 
be started at once looking to the permanent 
organization of a company that will not 


cease its efforts until another bridge spans 
the Mississippi River at this point.’”’ 

Four years ago the St. Louis and East St. 
Louls Bridge company was granted articles 
of incorporation at Springfield, with a cap- 
ital stock of $500,000. Two years later this 
charter was rénewed, and last Monddy ex- 
Mayor Stephens procured a second renewal, 
with a capitalization of $1,000,000. 

‘A new company will be * formed im- 
mediately,’’ said Mr. Stephens today, *‘ and 
the capital stock will possibly be increased 
to $5,000,000. We had assurances recently 
from Ben T. Cable that he would float our 
bonds when we got ready to build the 
bridge.”’

There is, indeed, some probability that im- 
portant political effects will arise from the 
anti-German feeling which ts shared by the 
French and English people. A common 
hatred sometimes makes a strong friend- 
ship. Nothing would be more natural than 
that the growing intimacy between the Kaiser 
and the Czar should drive France into co- 
operation with England. Suspicion and re- 
action against the Russian alliance is in- 
creasing daily in France, and in these days 
of rapidly moving events political friend- 
ships in Europe may be suddenly altered. 
All these considerations have an important 
bearing upon the situation in the East, 


‘which within a few hours from now will re- 


shape itself. 
Urge Greece to Negotiate. 

Today's actual news is not important. 
Henry Norman, whois at Athens, telegraphs 
that certain Eastern powers, meaning ep- 
parently Hngland, perhaps Franceand Italy, 
are urging Greece in a friendly, informal 
way to negotiate with the powers for a grad- 
ual withdrawal of Turkish and Greek troops 
from Crete, thus saving her dignity and 
making the ultimate annexation of Greece 
and Crete possible. According to all ac- 
counts the unbending obstinacy of the Ger- 
man Emperor would make even this ar- 
rangement impossible. 

It is known that every effort is being made 
to induce King George to refrain from de- 
claring war against Turkey. If, however, 
he be determined to resist the demand of the 
powers, as all accounts agree he will do, a 
declaration of war would be his best possible 
move. The powers would then be deprived 
of an excuse for interfering on the ground 
of any violation of international law, and as 
Greece is an independent power there is no 
question of her right to declare war. The 
embarrassment of the powers would then 
be immediately increased, and it may safely 
be assumed that public opinion in Eastern 
Europe and this country would prevent three 
at least of the powers from Actively sup- 
porting Turkey in such a struggle. 


Turkey Gets Money. 

The Porte has obtained money somewhere 
—not much, to be sure, but if report speaks 
truly enough, among other things, to pay 
some outstanding ‘bills to certain patriotic 
firms in Birmingham and obtain renewed 
credit in that quarter. Nobody seems to 
know whence the money has come, but a 
good many people would like to know. The 
effect of ready cash already is apparent, 
too, on the military movements in Mace- 
donia, which now are continuous and order- 
ly under direction chiefly of Austrian and 
Swiss officers. 

The soldiers are, most of them, Anatolians, 
Arabs, and Arnauts of good physique, and 
as arms, ammunition, infantry, and artillery 
are in good condition it may be taken for 
granted that these men will give a good ac- 
count of any enemy they may have to meet 
in the field, and European officers in the 
Sultan’s service declare confidently that if 
war were once commenced by Greece noth- 
ing but the intervention of the powers could 
stop the Turks from entering Athens. That, 
too, is tke opinion generally held by military 
experts/ here and in France and Germany. 
The Greek soldiers must win at the outset 
or they uld soon be overwhelmed. 

Others, however, believe that Turkey’s 
boasted military power would prove as un- 
real as that of China in its recent war with 
Japan. Certainly the forces of disintegra- 
tion have been diligently at work the last 
fifteen years throughout the Turkish mili- 
tary and naval forces. 


No Common Plan of Action. 

A report that Greece has arranged a4 
common plan ‘of action with Servia and 
Bulgaria has been current in many quar- 
ters, but’ it may be‘ dismissed as untrue up 
to the present. The interests of these three 
little powers In Macedonia are too conflict- 
ing to be reconciled at short notice, but 


4 there is good reason to believe that young 


King Alexander has been in communication 
with Prince Ferdinand with the object of 
arranging joint action in certain eventuali- 
ties, and such action is unlikely to be pleas- 
ant to Greece. 

There is another factor in the situation 
to which nobody recently has given a 
thougbt, and that is Montenegro. Doughty 
Prince Nicholas is prepared at short no- 
tice from the Czar to go anywhere and do 
anything. His army is not much toboast of 
as regards numbers, but in personnel and ma- 


terial it has no equal among the minor 


States of Eurppe, and if war is to be the 
game it will ke a hand in it beyond the 
shattow of a doubt. 

Salisbury’s Burdens. 

Nothing so much impressed those who 
were present at the Mansion House dinner 
to Mr. Bayard as the speech and personality 
of the Prime Minister. The pressure and re- 
sponsibility under which Lord Salisbury is 
living in these ominous days are something 
almost beyond conception, but the burden 
has no visible effect upon him. There was 
no sign of weariness or care or even ab- 
straction in his appearance or manner as he 
joined, apparently without reserve, in the 


festivities of the evening. He had attended 


a long Cabinet Council earlier in the day, 
had epent several hours at the Foreign 
Office, and had just come from the House of 
Lords, where he had announced the govern- 
ment’s Cretan policy in a detailed speech, 
whose every word, in its effect for peace or 
war, required careful weighing. 

Then he made a speech after dinner, which 
was a gem in language, thought, and senti- 
ment.. He discussed the Tower of Babel, or 
rather the effect of.a reversal of that episode, 
which the world is witnessing in the spread 
of the English language. He expressed the 
belief that what is said in that language wlll 
before long be intelligible over almost all 
the world. He insisted that this might turn 
out to be either a great blessing or a great 
curse, according to the spirit in which those 
who mold the convictions of the English- 
speaking races choose to guide the forma- 
tion of those convictions. Itis, in fact, a sort 
of reversal of effect which the confusion of 
tongues is supposed to have produced. 


Different Tongues a Blessing. 

In Lord Salisbury’s view the difficulty 
which the different races have found in mas- 
tering each other’s language has not been 
by afiy means an unmixed evil. It has 
served as a kind of non-conducting medium 
to Mmit the mischief which irresponsible 
and mischievous talk often produces. 

Lord Salisbury’s observations cause the 
Spectator today to remark: “ Had this non- 
conducting medium never existed, can it be 
doubted that the irritation of France against 
England, and of England against France, 
would often have been far greater than ft 
has been, and can it be doubted that if Dick- 
ens had written his ‘ Martin Chuzzlewit ’ in 
language which the masses of the United 
States could not have understood there 
would have been far less angry feeling be- 
tween the two people.” ‘

Never was England in a greater quandary 
than she is in today over the Grecian prob- 
lem. There is no doubt the whole country 
sympathizes with the little kingdom’s as- 
pirations and struggle, but the ruling party 
feels its responsibility toward the mainte- 
nance of the European concert to the point 
that it may force unpopularity and even dis- 
aster rather than precipitate a breaking up 
of present lines. The question is: Will not 
the government be swept out of power before 
the echo of the first English gun aimed at 
Grecian troops has ceased. to reverberate? | 

“ As for the coercion of Greece, nobody 
in this country Hkes it,” says a thick-and- 
thin Tory journal today, and then it proceeds 
to argue that Great Britain, nevertheless, 
must coerce Greece as a necessary, if hate- 
ful, concession to the other powers. 

No one can prophesy what may or may not

France May Lead. 

Germany, which has been dragging Russia 
and Austria blindfolded into the coercion 
policy and carrying the other powers after 
them, may yield the leadership, with Russia 
in close alliance and England and Italy cor- 
dially supporting its policy, may extricate 
Europe from a critical situation. Lord Salis- 
bury’s joke about a fleet cruising among 
the mountains of Asia Minor is now turned 
against himself. How ‘can the combined 
squadron scale Olympus and prevent a mill- 
tary campaign in Macedonia and Thessaly? 
How can it ride over thecrests of Mount Ida 
and expel the-Greek troops from the interior 
of Crete? A blockade is the only resource 
unless a diplomatic compromise be effected 
through French influence. That can hardly 
suffice to extinguish the unmanageable bon- 
fire already aflame in the Balkan Peninsula. 

The theory that Russia has from the out- 
set secretly instigated the Greek royal house 
is tenable, but incapable e proof. It is no 
longer required in order to explain what is 
happening in Athens, although it would ac- 
count for everything. The passion of the 
mob forces the King either to lead the people 
or to abdicate, and, like most monarchs, he 
does not care to retire from the business of 
reigning. He has valid grounds for believ- 
ing that the European concert will not sur- 
vive even the feeble attempt to coerce 
Greece. 

England Not for Coercion. 

Whatever may be the state of public feele 

ing on the continent, England, at least, is in 
mo mood for punishing the Greeks. Sir Will- 
iam Harcourt, speaking as the leader of the 
opposition, has declared that England is in 
sympathy with Greece. A hundred members 
of the Commons have united in a platonic 
message to King George. 
- Public meetings Ike last night’s demon- 
stration in Queen’s Hall are deepening the 
impression in Athens that England is not 
behind Lord Salisbury and that the Euro- 
pean concert will not hold out. With all 
these signs of English revolt against coercion 
it is not strange that King George remains 
on the throne and allows the mob to drag 
him into war with Turkey. 

The real leader of philhellenism in En- 
gland is Mr. Massingham, editor of the 
Chronicle, who preaches with the fervor of 
a crusader every day from various texts, 
and never neglects to produce a lively news- 
paper. His colleague, Mr. Henry Norman, is 
in Athens hobnobbing with King George and 
obtaining duplicates of all state papers. Mr. 
Massingham personally secured most of the 
signatures of the members of the Commons 
to the dispatch to the King and is displaying 
remarkable energy and organizing power. 

Protest Against Vagaries. 

Meanwhile the rival Liberal Journal, the 
Daily News, treats the Greek crisis with 
moderation and good sense,'and the remain- 
der of the London press shrilly protests 
against vagaries in political agitation by 
which the action of the government may be 
paralyzed and England driven out of the 
concert. Probably Bngland would derive 
greater prestige by refusing to join a naval 
demonstration against Greece than by tak- 
ing an active part in operations which are 
offensive to public opinion at home, but her 
withdrawal would involve the loss of the 
most active advocate of European peace. 

With the Greek army outnumbered by 
Turkish troops and likely to be severely pun- 
ished if -war be declared, and with the Sul- 
tan’'s dominions mined and countermined 
for e series of dangerous explosions, the 
English agitation ought to be prudently 
conducted and not transformed premature- 
ly into an upreasaning crusade. A hundred 
members of Parliament ought not to render

American plutocracy lack sincerity. They 
know that the British Cabinet is not made 
up of poor men, that the House of Commons 
*is preéminently a rich man’s club, and that 
the trail of the lawless millionaire is ail 
over South Africa; yet they affect a cynical 
amazement over the political influence of 
self-made Americans, who have built up 
their own fortune, and choose to assume that 
plutocracy will bring on a social revolution. 

President McKinley’s reference to arbi- 
tration, while cordially liked here, has not 
disarmed criticism of him as a representa- 
tive of anti-English tariff policies. The 
fact is recognized instantly that he may 
carry the treaty, which was virtually lost 
while Mr. Cleveland remained in power, and 
with the chances of a general European war 
increasing every day, England wants its 
food supplies secure in any emergency, and 
perceives that the arbitration system with 
America will promote that result more effi- 
ciently than increased naval armaments, 
Yet no leading journal can forget for one 
moment that McKinley, while he has saved 
the commercial world from financial catas- 
trophe and now has come to the rescue of 
the arbitration treaty, has been a sincere 
and earnest protectionist. English distrust 
of McKinley seems instinctive. He is ac- 
cused of gathering around him a Cabinet of 
millionaires and of going in for rabid pro- 
tection. 

Rhodes’ Examination Half Over. 

Mr. Cecil Rhodes has completed one-half 
of his course of historical lectures before the 
Committee of Inquiry, and has protested 
against the postponement of the remainder 
of theseries. The committee, having divided 
the work under two general heads, has re- 
served his testimony respecting the char- 
tered company. The inconvenience caused 
to the South African millionaires by his long 
detention in London in order to explain their 
raiding operations is so serious that this plan 
may be modified. Mr. Rhodes has eaten 
many sandwiches and drank many bottles 
of stout at Westminster, but has not pro- 
duced any new evidence of a German in- 
trigue in the Transvaal, which alone would 
have condoned his plot against a friendjy 
state, protected by treaty with England. 
Public interest in the inquiry is rapidly di- 
minishing, and the conclusion is already 
reached that nothing will come of it except a 
long report on the lines of the similar in- 
vestigation in Cape Colony. 

Education Bill Advancing. 

The education bill is advancing slowly 
but surely under closure, against which the 
usual invective is hurled by the opposition. 

Interest in Naval Estimates. 

A livelier subject is the naval estimates, 
with a decrease in the shipbuilding vote, but 
an increase of 6,300 men in the service. 
While Mr. Goschen last night, in a spirited 
fencing bout with Sir Charles Dilke, de- 

| clared that the English navy is superior to 
the fleets of France and Russia, op any two 
powers, he is charged with a miscount of 
battleships, and does not satisfy naval crit- 
ics. This feeling of uneasinegs will be in- 
creased by yesterday’s disclosure in Berlin 
of largely increased naval estimates, and the 
proposed shipbuilding policy of considerable 
magnitude. The British Admiralty, how- 
ever, has not ceased to build ships. It pro- 
poses this year to begin work on four new 
battleships and twelve other craft, although 
the navy already employs 100,000 men in the 
service. 

Program for Queen’s Year. 

The program for the commemoration ef 
the Queen’s year is undergoing constant re- 
vision. The latest cliange announced in the 

| route of the Queen’s progress includes a de- 
tour across London bridge on the Surrey 
side to Westminster Bridge. This will carry 
her past St. Paul’s, St. Savior’s, Southwark, 
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happen within another week. These quota- 
tions from expressions made by leading men 
illustrate the involved situation: 

*“ The Radicals are trying to rush us head- 
long into a European war,” said Arthur 
Balfour, the government leader, to a sup- 
porter in the lobby of the House of Com- 
mons last night during a division. 

“I believe the powers will blockade the 
Pireus if the King of Greece rejects their 
ultimatum. Whether England will join the 
blockade is a question which our Ministers 
themselves could not at present answer,” 
remarked Sir Charles Dilke toa World rep- 
resentative. 

These declarations of opinion from per- 
haps the two most authoritative quarters in 
the House of Commons on the present crisis 
are entirely consistent. 

Mr. Balfour’s statement means that if 
Greece forces conclusions with the powers 
the European concert will be smashed, in- 
ferentially because England dare not join in 
attacking Greece. 

England’s Withdrawal Means War. 

The withdrawal from the concert of Italy, 
the only cther power whose philhellenic 
sympathies’ are strong enough to compel 
such action, would not mean war. But if 
England separates herself from her col- 
leagues then Mr. Balfour, rightly or wrong- 
ly, believes an European cataclysm will be at 
hand. 

There is one other quotation from a Min- 
ister which is the most patent, most signifi- 
cant o fall, in estimating the gravity of the 
situation. 

“We now have at Gibraltar, at the en- 
trance to the Mediterranean, in addition to 
our Mediterranean squadron, the channel 
squadron—the most powerful squadron that 
has ever in time of peace been at sea—always 
within call and ready for any duties it might 
be called upon to perform,” were the words 
incidentally dropped by Mr. Goschen, the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, in‘his speech on 
the naval program for 1897 in the House of 
Commons last night. 


Most Portentous Statement in Years. 

The House was pretty empty at the time, 
as it always is when a military or a naval 
question is being discussed, and the signifi- 
cance of the statement was not fully 
grasped, but it fs the most portentous utter- 
ance that has been made of late years in 
face of a Europe armed to the teeth. It 
should be read in conjunction with Mr. Bal- 
four’s despairing atatement to his support. 

The Radicals, on the other hand, maintain 


that England’s refusal to join in the meas-. 


ures against Greece would simply reduce 
the European concert to impotence, and 
would inevitably lead to the annexation of 
Crete to Greece. The other powers, they 
declare, do not want war, and Lord Balis- 
bury and Mr. Balfour are using this threat 
of universal conflagration to assist him in 
his hateful Tory policy of bolstering up the 
Turkish Empire in Europe es a means of 
keeping Russia from getting to the Med- 
iterranean, 

The Radicals are making superhuman &x- 
ertions to incite Greece to resistance. All re- 
sources of the party are being employed to 
stir up an agitation in the country. A great 
meeting was held last night in Queen’s Hall. 
In order to convey an adequate idea of the 
abandonment of the audience in its enthusi- 
asm for Greece, the newspapers here say the 
people present conducted themseives, not 
like sober, unemotional Englishmen, but like 
excitable Frenchmen or Irishmen. 

One gentleman handed up a note to the 
Chairman stating that he had enrolled 100 
young men who will leave as ‘volunteers for 
Greece if England joins the powers in coerc- 
ing her. A mase-meeting has been hurriedly 
summoned for tomorrow in Hyde Park to 


unwonted energy into this movement. He 
thus expresses, with characteristic force, his 
opinion of the action of this government in 
cooperating in the bombarding of Canea: 

** * Here’s the smell of blood. Still ali the 
perfumes of Araby will not sweeten this 
little hand,’ moaned Lady Macbeth. So-it 
will be with Lord Salisbury and his col- 
leagues. The blood of Cretans, murdered by 
a British Admiral in obedience to orders 
from the Unionist Cabinet, will stick to it. 
No explanation will avail, no excuses purge 
away this villainy.” 

The Radicals, in fact, believe that this 
Cretan affair can be made to play the dis- 
astrous part for the Salisbury Cabinet of 
1897 that the Bulgarian atrocity did for 
Disraeli’s Cabinet in 1880. This may be par- 
tisan optimism, but it is their firm belief. 

Ministry Would Not Last a Week. 

“ Should they (the members of Selisbury’s 
government) join in coercing Greece they 
will be swept away in a fortnight," is Mr. 
Labouchere’s repeatedly expressed opinion 
—an opinion echoed and re#choed by ail the 
Radical members one speaks to. 

Sir Charles Dilke, who is caution personi- 
filed, does not commit himself at all on this 
point. He says: 2 

“I have not. thought about that aspect of 
the question. My attitude is not determined 
by any consideration of party advantage, 
but merely by my sympathy with the de 
mamyis of Greece.” 

An impartial survey of the political forces 
arrayed in this combat tends to show Dilke 
to be, as usual, wise in his generation. 

How Politicians Are Affected. 

This Greek question is a peculiar one, as 
it affects the English politicians and parties. 
The Tories, in the main a party representing 
university sentiment, are platonically favor- 
able to the Greek claims for historic and 
cultured reasons. The democratic party, to 
which Greece is only a name, .is enthusiastic 
in upholjing her demands and is spurred to 
this feeling by being reminded that twice 
in this centugy when Crete might have had 
her liberty England prevented it. 

When Prince Leopold, now King of the 
Belgians, was offered the Greek throne in 
1854 he refused it unless Crete were annexed 
to the mother country. Russia and France 
were in favor of annexation, but England ob- 
jected. Again in 1868, when Crete had one 
of her periodical rebellions, Austria pro- 
posed genuine autonomy for her. The other 
powers agreed with the exception of En- 
gland, and England once again stood between 
Crete and her freedom, 

These reminiscences are now being used 
with tremendous effect, added to which the 
recent experience of Armenia makes it more 
difficult to prop up Turkish misrule in Europe 
than in former times. 

; Can Control the Commons. 

Nevertheless it is undoubtable that the 
force of pure partisan feeling is so tremen- 


dous in British politics that the Ministers 


are absolutely assured of am undivided sup- 
port in the House of Commone from their 
own party in any pro-Turkish measure they 
may adopt. It is the feeling in the country 
before which the Ministers are trembling. 
An appeal to the mass of the people against 
@ government which sacrifices Christians to 
Moslems is one that touches the “ unctuous 
rectitude ’’ of Englishmen in- their most re- 
sponsive part. The Ministers know that. 


Radicals Lack a Leader. 


On that account Sir Charles Dilke spoke 


shrewdly when he intimated that the Minis- 
ters themselves are undecided whether to 
oppress Crete and Greece or to break up the 
European concert. Their inclinations are 
decidedly in favor of the former coursé, be- 
cause they know that the Liberals and the 
Radicals have no great leader like Glad- 
stone who could sweep the country witb an 
agitation like this. 

Lord Rosebery is idly luxuriating at 
Capua, telling his friends how glad he is to 
be free from political cares. Sir William 
Harcourt has not the moral fiber or force 
to stir the conscience of the nation, even if 
he were not terrified from attempting it by 
Lord Salisbury’s bogey of a European war. 

The situation ig full of menace, not only 
to European peace but to the existenge of 
the Unionist Government, and a crisis will 
quickly follow the expiration of the ulti- 
matum to Greece,

English Feeling Toward Russia., 

This change is important enough to be ex- 
plained in some detail, Up to the death of 
the Duke of Wellington the English Tories 
sympathized naturally and openly with 
Russia, as the embodiment of conservatism, 
and the English Liberals made a business 
of hating Russia for the same reason. Then 
came Palmerston and Disraeli, who led tHe 
Tories around into an attitude of hostility 
to Russia on imperial grounds, and this in 
turn gradually shifted the Liberals over to 
the other side and made them apologists 
and sympathizers of Russia. There was in 
the Gays of the first Midlothian campaign 
gome excuse for this position, because Alex- 
ander II. did, after a fashion, represent 
@ certain limited kind of liberalism. 

But, at least since his death, no such ex- 
couse has existed, and the latter-day Glad 
gtonian posture of friendliness to Russia 
has been the most annoying and harmful of 
paradoxes. It began to be shaken, how- 
ever, when it was discovered that Russia 
was privily hand in glove with the Sultan, 
and really went to pieces at the revelation 
that it was Lobanoff who was protecting 
him from the vengeance of civilized West- 
ern Burope for his Armenian massacres. 
Now, as has been.saild, the Liberals having 
shaken. off Roseberyism and finding the 
eartier Gladstonian policy in ruins, are 
building for themselves, day by day, a new 
foreign policy to fit the new times. The 
'.* eorner-stone of that policy is antagonism to 
all aims and methods of medieval autocra- 
cies, whether they have their thrones in St. 
Petersburg, Berlin, or Constantinople. 

Curiously enough, just as the Liberals 
gSwung round to this, their proper ground, 
the duller sort of Tories have reverted to a 
pre-Crimean admiration of Russia. Tory 
‘Jeaders of brains, like Balfour, are visibly 
ashamed of the ‘anti-Greek harangues of 
some of their followers, but no doubt the 
bulk_of their majority in the House sympa- 
thizes with Russia and Germany in this 
brutal suppression of Hellenism. Happily, 
however, English opinion outside of the 
JHouse of Commons is moving heavily in the 
ether direction.

The total customs 
revenue for the year was over $658,000, an 
increase of $109,000 over last year. Total 
imports for the year was valued at $7,154,- 
561, of which over 76 per cent came from the 
United States. The exports were over $17,- 
500,000, of which nearly $15,000,000 was 
sugar, over 99 per cent’ of which was shipped 
to the United States.

“ Pope Bob ” Describes Carrent Events 
and Says He Thinks ley. 
Made a Good Start. 


Col. Robert G. Ingersoll arrived in the 
city yesterday and registered at the Great 
Northern Hotel. He will lecture tonight at 
the Columbia Theater on “ Truth.” 

Col. Ingersoll was asked what he thought 
of the Greek situation. 

* Well,” he replied, “I am on the side of 
the Greeks. Those islands seem almost 
sacred to me. Whenever I hear the word 
Greek I think of Zeno and Epicurus, of 
4ischylus and Socrates, of poets, sculptors, 
and philosophers, of all that is subtle, beau- 
tiful, heroic, and free; and so I em on the 
#ide of the Greeks. Besides, I have no love 
for the Turk. He is a cruel slave. se be- 
longs to the Koran—to a senseless, stupid 
book—stupid as the Pentateuch. He has 
in him .no seeds of civilization. He has 
Stopped gfowing. He cannot govern him- 
self, much less others. He is a robber, and 
I want his blood-daubed hands taken from 
the white throat of Greece. The great pow- 
ers are looking out for themselves. They 
are selflish as hunger, as famine. They 
have no sympathy. But it looks to me as 
if Greece has some :secret understanding 
with some great power and that this ac- 
counts for her daring, for her wonderful 
pluck.”’ 

“What do you think of President Mc- 
Kinley, his inaugural address, his Cabinet, 
and what do you think of the new admin- 
stration’s outlook?’’ 

“McKinley has made a good start. His 
inaugural is moderate, plain, and sensible. 
1 agree with the most of it. It is manly. 
The Cabinet is good. John Sherman stands 
easily at the head. Chicago knows and re- 
spects Mr. Gage. Gov. Lo is a good, hon- 
est man, @ man of intelligence, experience, 
and culture. Mr. Bliss stands high in New 
York, a man of the highest character. Gen. 
Alger is an excellent man. He did the coun- 
try great service and he did the party great 
service. He is entitled to the place he has 
and will discharge the duties to the satis- 
faction of the country. Judge McKenna I 
Go not know, but I believe him to be a good 
man and an excellent lawyer. Neither am 
I acquainted with Mr. Gary or Mr. Wilson, 
but I believe they are well qualified for

“ Yes, it is a good Cabinet and I am sure 
we are to have a good, sensible, honest, rea- 
sonable adminstration without egotism or 
stubbornness, but with self-respect and 
firmness. 

** Of course, Iam for Cuba. An American 
who does not sympathize with people who 
are fighting for liberty is a disgrace to his 
country. Cleveland and Olney seemed to 
love the tyrant instead of the-victims. If 
McKinley does not sympathize with the Cu- 
bans, I will admit that I have been awfully 
mistaken in the man.” 

“What do you think about the money 
question?” 

‘*I think that has been settled. Gold is 
the standard. An international conference 
will come to nothing. If we want to coin 
silver put a dollar’s worth of silver ina 
Ssilver-dollar. There is no way of creating 
value. The money question is settled, has 
been really buried. All talk now is after 
the funeral. We want less talk and more 
revenue, less talk and more business. I be- 
lieve we are to have in the near future good 
times, plenty of work, plenty of money.

Union with Miss Minnie Perkins Over 
Two Months Ago Causes a 
Flutter of Surprise. 


The announcement that Miss Minnie Per- 
kins, daughter. of Mrs. Horace Perkins, and 
Dr. Frank BE. Phillips, son of the Rev. W. A. 
Phillips of Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church, have been married for over two 
months has caused a flutter of surprise in 
North Side religious and social circles. Up 
to last week the marriage had remained a 
profound secret, kept by the mother of the 
bride, the latter’s sister, and the contracting 
parties. 

On the magning of Dec. 26 last Dr. Phillips 
stated to friends that he would be obliged to 
g0 to Milwaukee.

Pastor Phillips said last night that he did 
not approve of clandestine marriages.

PRINOIPAIS AND GRADE INSTRUC- 
TORS HOLD RIVAL MEETINGS. 


Women Declare for the Present Pen- 
sion Law and Show Their Strength 
by an Outpouring of Two Thou- 
sand at Central Susic Hall—Men 
Assemble at Sherman House, Re- 
affirm Their Desire of Change, and 
Reject Overtures for Peace. 


Chicago teachers on the one hand and 
principals on the other in rival meetings yes- 
terday adopted resolutions and otherwise 
took action considered tantamount to 
declaration of war. 

The prospective conflict is, in a measure, 
one of sexes, the present pension law being 
the bone of contention. The woman teach- 
ers, as a rule, wish the law retaine@ in its 
present form. The principals, embracing 
the most of the men, demand that the law 
be either .repealed or amended. 

Overtures for peace were rejected at the 
session of the principals in‘the defeat of a 
resolution favoring the calling of a jcint 
meeting to amicably adjust the differences. 
It was the expressed opinion of the prin- 
cipals that the women teachers were at 
present “ huffy, unreasonable, and actuated 
by desires to have the last say.’’ The joint 
meeting proposition was therefore cast 
aside as untenable and imprudent. 

Meeting of the Women. 

The women met in the morning at Central 
Music Hall. Two thousand grade teachers 
were present. Speeches were made and the 
principals openly accused of selfishness in 
being opposed to the present law and of un- 
kindness and discourtesy toward their 
women coworkers. 

The chief address was delievered by Miss 
Grace Reed of the Calumet School, who sald 
that the objection of the male teachers and 
principals to the difference of five years 
in time between the sexes in favor of the 
women was not well taken. She declared 
that men never remained in the grade teach- 
ing work for even ten years. The timethe 
grade teachers worked, if calculated by the 
energy which they expended during a cor- 
responding period, was 6qual to forty years. 

Miss Catherine Goggin of the Jones School 
ironically remarked that the women opposed 
the amendments of the committee of fifteen 
because they were unable to grasp the 
mathematical paradoxes of the men. 

** Men,” she said, ‘‘are afraid the money 
will run out, because every teacher will want 
to retire when she has served her time. 
For their benefit I will say that no teacher 
with any health at all is going to relinquish 
$800 a year to loll in the lap of the luxury 
that can be furnished on $400 per annum.” 

Other addresses were made by Presidezit 
Halle of the Board of Education, Miss Mar- 
garet Codd of the O’Toole School, and Miss 
Minnie Stafford. 

Resolutions were then adopted against 
tampering with the present law. 


Afternoon Session of the Men. 


Under the auspices of the George Howland 
club, 200 principale met in the afternoon 
House, banqueted, and 
made reply to what the “school marms” 
said in the morning, as well as to the Board 
of Education member who was credited with 
recently declaring that the principals op- 
posed to the pension law were “ unprin- 
ci pled.’’ 

During a warm discussion the pension as 
at present paid was defined as ‘‘a prize 
attached to a lady to move a slow matri- 
monial market.’’ 

Then the following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, That the George Howland club favors 
a teachers’ retirement fund, and that we believe 
that the present law ought to be amended along 
the lines suggested by the committee of fifteen, to 
better safeguard the fund and put it on a sound 
financial basis. 

Report by Committee of Fifteen. 


The recommendations of the committee 
of fifteen appointed by the President of 
the Pension Board were: 

That the time of service be made twenty-five 
years for both sexes. 

That the maximum 
that no teacher or emp 
exceeding $800. 

That a rate not exceeding 2 per cent may be as- 
sessed at the discretion.of the Pension Board. 

That a physical disability pension may be 
ranted after fifteen years’ actual service in the 
municipality upon certificates of a medical board 
that the person is physically disqualified. 

That the Pension Board shall consist of nine 
members, a majority of whom shall be elected by 
the teachers and employés, the remainder to be ap- 
~inted by the Board of Education from its mem- 
ers. 

The discussion was opened by John F. 
Ray, a member of the committee of fif- 
teen. He pronounced the pension law in 
its present form unconstitutional, inequit- 
able, and not on a sound financial basis. 
The principals, he said, were not opposed 
to the principle of pensions, but to the 
‘** broken reed, which would give way under 
the weight of those who most needed its 
support, in the shape of the present law.’’

spoke, declaring that those who would save 
up and economize their salaries would not 
need to ask alms at the close of their serv- 
ices, and that the pension system would, 
gradually lead to abuses and to the over- 
running of the teaching profession with 
those brought there by the calls of poverty, 
: Mathematics of the Case. 

Cc. 8S. Bartholf of the Burr School*sald: 
*“* My objection to the present law is because 
it is mathematically impossible and because 
it tolerates abuses. The usual pension is 
$400 and the usual contribution $8. This 
makes possible one pensioner to fifty teach- 
ers. Should there be two pensioners in fifty 
teachers the pensions would be $200 each. 

“ As to abuses possible under the law. A 
young man might enter the service of the 
Board of Education at the age of 15, as an 
office employé, and at the age of 40 years 
resign ard accept a position elsewhere and 
theteachers would have to contribute to him 
$600 a year for the remainder of his natural 
life. Should he Hve to the age,of 70 years 
the teachers would be taxed $18,000 for his 
benefit. 

‘“‘A woman might enter the schools asa 
teacher at the age of 19 years and when wv 
years of age resign and enter the service of 
the school of some other city. To her also the 
Chicago teachers would have to contribute 
for the remainder of her natural life. 

** My chief objection to the law is that It 
enforces upon the teachers the tax of provid- 
ing annuities for able-bodied people in the 
prime of life.”’ 

The only principal who defended the grade 
teachers was John McGinty of the Parkman 
School, who argued for the present law on 
the *‘ grounds of humanity ”’ and accused the 
George Howland club of precipitating an un- 
fortunate conflict between grade teachers 
and principals. 


WEST SIDE BOYS AID GLENWOOD. 


Little Philanthropists Raise $30 and 
Give It to Manager Dudley 
for the School. _ 


A small boy walked into the office of the 
Glenwood Training School yesterday morn- 
ing and surprised General Manager Dudley 
by unpinning his pocket and producing a 
roll of money, which he handed to Mr. Dud- 
ley, with the anouncement that it repre- 
sented the contributdon of several small boys 
residing on the West Side to the school fund. 
The amount was $30, and had been earned 
in different ways by a number of youngsters. 

The 10-year-old philanthropist; who gave 
his name as Crillis Butler, said he and a 
number of his companions had become in- 
terested in the Welfare of one of their play- 
mates, who had been taken from the streets 
last fall and sent to the bridewell because 
he had no friends. The Glenwood officials 
became interested through the parents of 
the boys, and he was transferred to that 
institution. 

The boys agreed to help the’school, and 
banded themselves together under the title 
of the ** Loving Service ”’ club. 

The boys were aided by a society of little 
girls known as the “ Loving Service Circle 
of King’s Daughters,” and the young repre- 
sentative informed Manager Dudley they 
would be heard from again.

BUILDERS’ STRIKE JS ON. 


PLASTERERS AND HODCARRIERS 
DROP THEIR TOOLS FOR WAR. 


Pickets te Take Up Their Positions on 
Monmday and Report Any Attempt 
te Replace the Absent Men with 
Non-Union Workers—Such Action to 
Result in Calling Out Other Trades 
~—Dmployers to Be Treated as In- 
dividuals in Adjusting Differences. 


Every union plasterer and hodcarrier in 
Chicago went on strike‘at 4:30 p. m. yester- 
day with the intention of remaining out until 
the bosses agree to pay the old wage scale 
of $3.50 a day for plasterers and-$2,20 for 
hodcarriers, 

During the day every workman received a 
personal order to strike. Business agents 
from the unions visited every building in 
course of construction and ordered the men 
not to go to work on Monday, but to report 
to one of their number in the vicinity and 
act as pickets about the buildings and see 
that. no non-union men are employed to fill 
their places. 

At a special meeting of the officials of the 
unions involved it was decided last nfght not 


‘to call out the other trades unless the con- 


tractors attempted to employ non-union 
plasterers or hodcarriers. If such attempt 
is made the pickets are instructed to report 
the fact to the Building Trades Council and 
@ general strike of all trades on the building 
or buildings affected will be ordered. 


To Prevent General Paralysis. 

This action was decided upon to prevent 
a@ general paralysis of the building business 
unless it becomes necessary to enforce the 
demands of the plasterers and hod-carriers. 

The union officials say they do not wish to 
inflict a hardship on the employers who are 
not responsible for the action of the Employ- 
ing Plasterers’ Association, and for that 
reason general strikes will be avoided wher- 
ever possible. 

The Building Trades’ Council has ratified 
the strike officially and the laws of the 
organization compel every affiliated union 
to support the strikers to the point of going 
out in sympathy if such support is needed 
or demanded. 

Herman Lilien, President of the Hodcar- 
riers’ Strike Board, said last night: 

* We do not anticipate much difficulty in 
Gefeating the proposed reduction in our scale. 
We have decided not to force-a general 
strike, unless it becomes absolutely neces- 
sary to win. In case any contractor at- 
tempts to fill the strikers’ places with non- 
union men I will immediately receive notice 
through the pickets, and on such informa- 
tion I will demand that the Board of Busi- 
ness Agents of the Building Trades’ Council 
take radical action by ordering out every 
man employed on the contract. 

**I do not believe it will be necessary to or- 
Ger many general strikes, and I do not think 
the boss plasterers will hold out long. 

‘‘We will treat with the employers only 
as individuals, and ignore their organization, 
as they have attempted to ignore ours. Be- 
fore the men will return to work every em- 
ploying plasterer will be obliged to call at 
my office at Hall 1, No. 187 Washington 


street, and sign an agreement to pay the 


full scale for one year. [| will be too busy 
in the management of the strike to hunt up 
the employers, and, while I do not wish to 
be arbitrary in the matter, I will be obliged 
to insist on their coming to see me, if they 
wish to settle the difficulty.” 


Carroll Expects a Short Strike. 
President Carroll, of the Plasterers’ Union 
said: 

‘‘ We do not expect a long strike. The cut 
of $1 in our wages was a surprise to us, but 
we will be more surprised if the trouble is 
not settled and the wages restored within a 
week,” 

From information received by the union 
men yesterday it appears that the cut in 
wages was the result of the action of a small 
clique among the members of the “ Builders’ 
club.”” Many of the employers declare they 
had no knowledge of the reduction of wages 
until the news of the impending strike was 
published in THE TRIBUNE. 

Several boss plasterers called on the strike 
officials yesterday and signified their willing- 
ness to pay the old scale. They were in- 
formed that the strike had been ordered 
already and that no work would be done on 
Monday, but the workmen would be ordered 
to return to any contractor who would sign 
an agreement to pay the old scale. 

The by-laws of the Bosses’ Association 
provides for a heavy fine for any member 
who fails to comply with the order to reduce 
wages. 

The Building Trades’ Council officials are 
confident the strike will be of short duration. 
The union men, they say, have their biggest 
trump card in reserve. The building laborers 
and bricklayers’ helpers have not been 
ordered out: If the strike is not settled with- 
in a few days these men will be called upon 
to join the strike and the construction busi- 
ness will be tied up.

W. K. Vanderbilt’s financial! feat in round- 
ing the Lake Shore’s $50,000,000 bond debt

only be half of what they have been has im- 
pressed Wall street as a matter of great 
eonfidence, and on all sides we are treated 
to proclamations that out of this transaction 
will come a buoyant stock market equal to 
that which developed under the inspiration 
of the West Shore deal of a dozen years ago, 
put through by the father of the present 
Vanderbilts. 

Many of the most important financiers 
here, who have been holding aloof from the 
market for a long time, have finally changed 
front insofar, at least, as to talk bullish, 
even if they are not yet aggressively acting 
go. Conspicuous in this list is Russell Sage, 
whom I quoted in Tur TRIBUNE a month ago 
as advising Wall street against too much 
‘entHusiasm. He didn’t hesitate to say then 
that certain Wall street operators had 
loaded up with stocks for the simple purpose 
of unloading upon the public, whose enthu- 
siasm over the approach of the McKinley 
administration was counted upon as likely 
to induce stock market purchases. 


Sage’s Change of Front.

European War Would Help Us. 


The stock market today, after having had 
the advantage of buoyancy inspired by the 
Vanderbilt deal in Lake hore, showed 
much weakness. This sudden change was 
attributable to panicky conditions on all 
the bourses of Euro because of the gen- 
eral apprehension abroad that war might 
grow out of the Crete incident. 

It is an odd calculation which figures out 
how America can be hurt by a foreign war. 
Insteadof doing us damage it would mightily 
help us. Our crops and the output of all of 
our factories would meet with unprecedented 
demand from foreign buyers in a fortnight 
after the first genuine war move on the 
other side. 

The money market might grow stringent, 
but even this could not embarrass the United 
States, where millions of idle capital are 
banked up.

Last Patriarch Ball and Final Dance 
of the “ Howling Swells ” Ends 
the Winter’s Gayeties. 


New York, March 5.—[(Special.]—A winter

The President Takes a Walk. 

President McKinley took a long walk 
throu the streets of Washington just be- 
fore Gusk tonight, and was cheered several 
times along the way. It was anamcommon 
sight to see the President swinging along in 
this democratic fashion, for Mr. Cleveland 
seldom, if ever, walked through the streets, 
and not since Grant’s time had Washing- 
tonians seen a President joining in the gen- 
eral throngs along the thoroughfares. 

It had been a fatiguing day at the Execu- 
tive Mansion, 60 at 6 o’clock the President 
asked Secretary Porter to join him for a 
stroll. The President wore his beaver coat 
and silk hat, with a silk muffler at his throat. 
They emerged from the White House 
grounds by the easterly walk and turned 
into Pennsylvania avenue, going west. 

Twice the President was joined by some 
friend, the latter one continuing throughout 
the walk. When he was first recognized by 
the passing crowds some dozen or more peo- 
ple began to follow, but the President cut 
across the street at the War, State. and 
Navy Building and retraced his steps to 
Seventeenth street, going out to Connecti- 
cut avenue. 

Before he left the avenue a cheer went up 
from a party of men who recognized him. 
He touched his hat in recognition. Further 
out a party saluted him in passing, and he 
returned them a sweeping bow. It was al- 
most dark when the President turned back 
to the White House, looking much refreshed 
from the brisk walk.

GEORGE W. BURCHARD PASSES AWAY 


One of the Organizers of the Repub- 
lican Party Under the Oaks at Jack- 
son, Mich.—Old-Time Chicagoan.

the faith. Subsequent revelations show 
that the Koreshan leader and his aids have 
a well-developed plan for securing con- 
verts to the faith. Some of the most en- 
thusiastic believers in the faith were sent 
out as agents to secure converts in this sec- 
tion. These agents were magnetic and per- 
suasive talkers, and succeeded in making 
many converts to the faith. Their work 
was particularly successful in the smaller 
towns. When a convert was secured he 
would be induced to give sofme offering to 
be put in the common fund of the creed. 

It is alleged by many of the converts that 
the Koreshan agents appeared to be pos- 
sessed with hypnotic or some other power, 
as it was almost an impossibility to refuse 
what they asked. Many of these converts 
are now beginning to realize that they 
have been swindled, and, instead of their 
money going into the common fund, it went 
into some one’s pocket.

| NEW CABINET SWORN IN. 


M’KINLEY’S CHIEF ADVISERS TAKE 
THE OATH OF OFFICE. 


All Except Mr. Gage Meet at the White 
House and Ge Through the Cere- 
mony There—The New Secretary of 
the Treasury Makes a Special Func- 
tion of the Affair, at Which Many 
Chicago and Illinois People Are 
Present. 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—[{Special.}]— 
Secretary Gage is loyal to Chicago. This 
fact was amply demonstrated and in a curi- 
ous way just before noon today, when the 
new keeper of the government miilions took 
his oath of office. 

Owing to the large number of Chicago and 
Iitinois people in town it was determined 
to make this function as far as Mr. Gage 
was concerned a special affair. ‘Therefore, 
instead of going to the White House with the 
other members of the Cabinet and being 
sworn into office with them, the new Secre- 
tary of the Treasury invited a number of per- 
sonal friends and his political associates 
to meet him at the Secretary’s office in the 
Treasury Building at 11:15. In accordance 
with this invitation there was a brilliant 
gathering there and the affair took on more 
of the character of a social reception than 
a public ceremonial. Chicago and Illinois 
were, of course, largely and well represented. 

Secretary Carlisle moved through the 
crowds with the utmost freedom and ex- 
pressed his gratification at the high char- 
acter of his successor. Mr. Gage himself, 
with the democracy which has made him so 
popular, was all over the room mingling with 
every group and impressing every one with 
the charm of his personality. 

Chief Justice Fuller Officiates. 

It was just 11:45 when Chief Justice Fuller 
put in an appearance, having been over at 
the White House. With him was Clerk 
McWHinney of the Supreme Court, who un- 
rolled on the Secretary’s table the large com- 
mission appointing Lyman J. Gage of Iili- 
nois Secretary of the Treasury. -Then, with- 
out further ado, Chief Justice Fuller stepped 
before Mr. Gage, while Secretary Carlisle 
acted as an interested and near at hand wit- 
ness. The Chief Justice began to read the 
usual formula of the oath of office, which 
was: “I, Lyman J. Gage of Lllinois, having 
been appointed Secretary of the Treasury, 
do hereby swear,’ etc. 

When Mr. Gage cate to repeat the words 
efter Chief Justice Fuller he smiled a little 
bit, and inserted before the name of the 
State the word “ Chicage’’ with evident 
pride, so that his oath read: “I, Lyman J. 
Gage of Chicago, IIl.,”’ etc. 

Carlisle Glad to Get Out. 

Chief Justice Fuller, who is accustomed to 
administering oaths, gave the new Secre- 
tary of the Treagury too long a bit of dicta- 
tion, and hence Mr. Gage stumbled a little 
until Mr. Fuller reduced the “ takes,’’ and 
ufter that the ceremony went on without 
a hitch. As soon as it was over the large 
crowd present pressed forward to congrat- 
ulate the new Secretary, foremost in the 
line being Mr... Carlisle, who, as he was 
leaving the room, turned to L. Z. Leiter 
and said: ‘** Well, now lama high private 
and I am giad of it.” 

As conclusion of the informal reception 
to his friends Secretary Gage received the 
chiefs of divisions and other prominent offi- 
clals of the Treasury Department for sev- 
eral hours and then went to make his formal 
call at the White House.

There was an interesting scene at the 
White House in which the members of the 
United States Supreme Court, headed by 
Chief Justice Fuller and the Cabinet of Pres- 
ident McKinley, with the exception of Sec- 
retary Gage, were the principals. 

An appointment had been made for the 

members of the Supreme Court to call upon 
the President to pay their respects at 11 
o’clock in the forenoon. When the repre- 
sentatives of the highest tribunal in the 
land made their appearance at the White 
tlouse they were shown into the blue par- 
lor, and President McKinley was promptly 
advised of their presence. 
At that time the President was in the 
Cabinet-room surrounded by the members 
of his official family, who had called by ap- 
poiniment to pay their respects, and the sug- 
gestion was made that they should go down 
into the blue parlor and take the oath of 
office in that historic apartment. This 
met with the approval of all concerned, and 
but for the fact that Secretary Gage had 
made arrangements to be sworn into office 
at the Treasury Department he would also 
have taken the oath of office in the blue par- 
lor of the White House. 


There had been no preconcerted arrange- | 


ment between the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and the members of the Cabinet, but 
it merely happened that, with the exception 
of Secretary Gage, they were together in 
the White House, and it was thought to be 
a good idea to have their installation into 
office conducted in this historic parlor.

When inquiry was made for a Bible upon 


which to swear im the new Cabinet officers | 
it was found that no provision had been | 


made for such a ceremony, and a search was 
instituted for a copy of the sacred book. 
Out in the corridor, at the foot.of the steps 
leading to the President's office, is a desk 
which is used by the ushers at the White 
House, and in one of the drawers of this 
piece of furniture was discovered a well- 
worn and apparently well-thumbed Bible, 
which has quite a history. Upon the fly- 
leaf was inscribed the name “John M. 
Kenny,’ formerly one of the White House 
attachés, but now a Sergeant of police in 
command of a mounted squad doing duty 
in the suburbs of*the National Capital. 
Sergt. Kenny was a member of the expedi- 


tion sent to the relief of the Greely arctiz | 


expedition, and he had pulled the stroke 
oar in the big whaleboat which was the first 
to reach the members of that famous and 
famishing band of arctic explorers. He had 
carried his Bible all through that cruise, 
and when he was given a post of honor and 
responsibility at the White House he 
brought his precious book with him and 
kept it in a convenient place. He little 
dreamed that the Bible which he carried 
with him to the frozen fastnesses of the 
arctic circle would ome day be of so much 
use in administering the oaths of office to 
the members of the Cabinet of a President. 
It was a happy thought, however, that sug- 
gested to Sergt. Kenny placing this book 
in the desk where !t was found today, and 
the tattered, thumbed, and much-traveled 
volume has gained a new distinction and 
become more valuable than ever. 


Mr. Sherman First. 


Mr. Sherman, being the head of the new 
Cabinet, took the oath first, the Chief Jus- 
tice administering it while the venerabis 
etatesman held up his right hand and re- 
peated the constitutional obligation. Then 
followed the other Cabinet officers in the 
order of their rank.

i NIPS RATE-OUTTING. 


MEfrorts to Draw the Norfolk and West- 


ern Into the Pool Seem Likely to 
‘Be Successfal—East-Bound Charges 
Are Stiffening for the First Time in 
‘wo Menths—No New Rates Since 
Friday—Situation Promises to Be 
Entirely Cleared by March 15.

Through the efforts of the Board of os 
(Presidents) of the joint traffic pool mu : 
of the rate-cutting which has been practice 
by the pool lines for the last few months has 
been stopped, and the prospects of a speedy 
dissolution of the pool have vanished. 

The most serious problem remaining to be 
solved to insure a strict maintenance of rates 
is to induce the Norfolk and W yaersnotiouaga 
to join the pool or enter into an agr 
kan it to maintain the tariff established by 
the joint traffic trust. This road for many 
months past has been making rates from 
Hastern seaboard points to St. Louis and 
other points in the Southwest, and vice versa, 
far below the tariffs of the joint traffic lines, 
and this more than anything else caused the 
pool lines to cut rates in self-protection. 
Conferences have been held lately between 
the committee appointed by the Board of 
Presidents of the pool and the managers of 
the Norfolk and Western, and it is reported 
that the prospects for an agreement are 
exceedingly favorable. 

Bast-bound freight rates are said to be 
* firming up” for the first time in two 
Mmomths. No new rates have been quoted on 
‘the ‘Board of Trade since Friday. Rate- 
cutting is now confined to protecting rebates 
on business previously contracted, but not 
yet moved. The Erie, Grand Trunk, 
Traders’ Dispatch, and “ Big Four’”’ lines 
have been more or less unduly active in se- 
curing business during the last week, but it 
is. believed from the trend things are taking 
that new business will move at tariff after 
Monday, and by March 15 the situation will 
be thoroughly cleared up.

FRARKLIN MACYEAGH TO TEACHERS. 


Lecteare Before the Cook County Assoe- 
ciation on “ Value of Certain So- 
cial and Economic Facts.” 


Franklin MacVeagh yesterday morning 
lectured to the members of the Cook County 
High School Teachers’ Association in Or- 
pheus Hall ih the Schiller Building on “‘ The 
Value of Certain Social and Economic 
Facts.” The facts spoken of were the con- 
servatism of the workingman, the value of 
combinations of capital, the organization 
of labor, the meaning of socialism, and the 
present consérvatism of the wealthier class- 
es. Some of the lecturer’s pithy sentences 
follow: 

“The working man of America is not @ 
revolutionist. 

“One salient fact which influences the 
present unrest is the conspicuous wealth of 
individuals developed in our age. Never 
before has there been or seemed to be such 
inequalities beyween wealth and poverty as 
at present. These easy and superfluous 
fortunes are not apt to be a permanent re- 
sult of our present system. 

‘“Trustseare no more permanent than a 
passing storm, All may be transient. 

‘*Combination of capital seems to be the 
principle of our present system, but the 
combination is legitimate. It is the ex- 
cesses and abuses Poel opposed to the 

sts of the Nation 
wet teenitantions can be controlled. They 
have only taken advantage of circumstance. 

“The excesses to which the organizations 
of labor are prone are due to bad leaders. 
The wonder is there have been so few ex- 
cesses. 

‘Organized labor is one of the forms of 
progress of civilization. The present tend- 
ency is for the improvement of the man, the 
care for the whole of the people and not 
a few of the people. It is not possible to 
raise the standard of the wage earners with- 
out organization. Wages must be raised 
and the hours of labor shortened.

money as a medium for securing the neces- 
Saries and comforts of civilized life. They 
get money in return for their labor and ex- 
change it.for the things they need. This 
being the case anything that will secure the 
same result will answer the purposes of this 
class of workers just as well, and it is upon 
this principle the Labor Exchange is based. 
We take the products of the farm and work- 
shop, and through the medium of our cur- 
rency certificates make an interchange of 
the goods among those who need them, but 
have no actual money to buy them with.” 


Details of the Business. 


** How do you manage the details of the ex- 
change so as to make equitable terms to all 
members ?’’ 

“ We have, say, a member who is a har- 
nessmaker, and who is turning out more 
goods than he can sell in the ordinary way. 
He must either discharge his hands and shut 
up shop or find a market for his product, ard 
we furnish him a market for it. He can 
bring his harnesses to our warehouse and 
deposit them, receiving im pay Labor Ex- 
cnange certificates for their value. With 
these certificates he can buy at the same 
warehouse other goods which he may need 
which have been similarly deposited by other 
members. In this way he can get flour and 
meat and potatoes for his household use, 
and thus avoid using what actual money 
comes into his shop for. supplies of this kind. 
He can also pay off in these certificates such 
of his workmen-as are members of the ex- 
change and are willing to receive them. Of 
course they cannot be forced upon anybody. 
We make no claim to the certificates being

COLOR LINE CAUSES TROUBLE IN 
THE MOSELEY SCHOOL. 


Black and White Children Carry Ona 
Species of Guerrilla Contest—Situa~ 
tion Develops Many Fights and Dis- 
turbances and Brings About a ftab- 
bing Scrape—Board of Education Is 
Obliged to Ignore the Real Cause 
ef the Quarrels. 


UPILS of the Moseley School have 
drawn the color line and are fighting 
over it. The blacks are pitted against 
the whites in a war of races which has 

assumed a serious enough aspect to make 
the treatment necessary to bring about 
peace a hard problem for the authorities. 
Sometimes the whites are the aggressors, 
sometimes the blacks, more frequently, per- 
haps, the former than the latter, though the 
blacks have now a shade the best of It. 

The fighting is not confined to the boys 
alone, for the girls bear frequently a not un-

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money—they are only the representative of 
the market value of the product. 

‘“‘He may bring in just enough harnesses 
to offset in amount the bill of goods he 
wishes to buy, or he may bring in his entire 
stock, and we will take it on deposit and 
issue certificates against it. These har- 
nesses we in turn sell in the same way to 
other members who may need them. The 
underlying principle of the whole business 
is that it enables men to keep at work in 
hard times with acertainty of getting every- 
thing they need whether they have cash 
customers or not. By this system a man is 
enabled to retain money which he would 
otherwise be compelled to pay out as fastas 
taken in, and it leaves him the means with 
which to pay taxes, lift a mortgage, or put 
to whatever use he may have forit. Iquote 
the harnessmaker merely as an illustra- 
tion. All classes of workers can be taken 
care of in the same way, and I believe the 
time is coming when we will be able to handle 
unskilled labor on the same plan.” 


How Producers Are Interested. | 


‘“ How extensive is the scope of your ex- 
change?’ 

“We are young yet—just born, you might 
say—but we have an energetic and grow- 
ing membership. There are tailors, fruit 
canners, shoe, harness, dress, and hat mak- 
ers. among us, and the farmers are begin- 
ning to come in, I enrolled one farmer the 
other day, who has a big surplus stock of 
corn, which he is going to send to the ware- 
louse and draw against for supplies as he 
may need them. We have members who 
want it and they have goods he wants. 
There is one thing we are short on and that 
is groceries, particularly the staples like 
sugar and salt and the fancy articles. But 
this is a feature which will be remedied as 
soon as the chain of exchange depots is in 
full working order, for there are commtu- 
nities in this country which manufacture 
nearly every necessary thing and they will 
be brought into line, Farmers who ship in 
more product than they care to trade out 
can hire help for farm work from among the 
exchange members and pay them their 
wages in certificates. 

“There are lots of idle mem who would be 
glad of the chance to work in this way, for 
they could get their board free and the cer- 
tificates will give them the means for ob- 
taining clothes, shoes,-and whatever else 
they want. People who scoffed at us at 
first are beginning to get Mterested tn the 
movement and study it with interest. I 
don’t think we will be able to win over all 
the people to membership with us, but I do 
expect the exchange will grow so large 
numerically and cover so wide a range of 
production that it will be possible to live 
almost if not entirely. within ourselves, and 
thus reduce the use of actual money to the 
minimum. It would surprise an outsider to 
know the kind of men who are taking part 
in this movement and the confidence they 
exhibit in its ultimate success, 


Building Houses Without Money.

This stabbing was not prompted 
by race prejudice, perhaps—though that 
point is not yet definitely settled—but it 
served to make public the fact that there 
was friction existing between the negro and 
white elements in the schoo] which was con- 


stantly productive of fights, and that the 
most peaceful state at any time was one of 
armed quiet, likely to be broken at a mo- 
ment’s notice. , 

Supt. Lane admits that there has been 
trouble from time to time between the pu- 
pils of thé two races serious enough to be 
called to the attention of the Board of Edu- 
cation, : 

“The board,” said Mr. Lane, “ could, of 
course, only.treat the trouble on the same 
basis that it would had the difficulty: oc- 
curred between pupils of the samerace. It 
would not do to recognize racial differences 
in a public school, for that would neces- 
sarily increase the _ trouble. I had not 
heard of the cutting affair. I thought that 
matters had been quiet for a while.”’ 


Skirmish Near the School, 


A short time ago a reporter for THE Sun- 
DAY TRIBUNE, who was passing the school 
with a former police officer, Saw a number of 
the colored girl pupils of the Moseley Schoo) 
hiding in an alley, watching the school yard 
A moment later two white girls appeared in 
the school entrance and soon reached the 
walk., Ir another instant the hiding colored 
girls ran across the street and attacked the 
white pupils. The larger of the two girls 
was thrown down, kicked, and struck over 
the head with a bunch of books swinging at 
the end ofa strap. She managed to get up, 
however, and with her companion ran 
screaming toward the school gate. The on- 
lookers ran to the rescue as s0on as she 
was knocked down, but before they could 
reach the scene a teacher appeared and 
placed herself between the pursuers and the 
objects of their attack. She drove off the 
assailants and took the white children into 
the school building. 

There is no race trouble to speak of in 
the school building itself. All the pupils 
and all the neighbors agree astothat. They 
say the discipline of Miss Dewey, the Prin- 
cipal, is too good for such a thing to be 
possible. The troubles begin after the pupils 
reach the street to go home or when they 
arrive outside the building before the school 
sessions. They do have fights at recess 
time. A white boy and a colored boy mingle 
up in some kind of a “‘ muss’”’ and instant!y 
“line up,’”’ the blacks or one side and the 
whites on the other. These fights at recess, 
however, are seldom serious affairs and go 
only to show that the trouble and prejudice 
are constant. 

Last Thursday noon two white boys wait- 
ed around the Wabash avenue corner until 
two colored fellow pupils came up. The 
fight was precipitated instantly and this time 
the whites were'the winners. The pupils 
talk freely about the trouble and both whites 
and blacks readily admit that they would 
get along well enough together, perhaps, if 
it were not for eertain “ big boys ’’ on each 
side who kept the trouble alive. ** But 
then,” said one white youngster sententious- 
ly, *“* we don’t like the colored boys too well. 
They are too fresh.”’ And thereby he made 
it plainer than he knew that the desire of 
big boys to fight wae not alone responsible 
for the trouble. 

Miss Dewey, the principal of the Moseley 
School, said that so far as the school rooms 
were concerned: race troubles had never en- 
tered, except in one instance, and that 
a case of a family quarrel. It appears that 
many children are now attending the Mose- 
ley School who formerly attended the 
parochial school attached to St. James’ 
Roman Catholic Church. A storekeeper in 
the neighborhood said the race trouble had 
assumed such proportions at the church 
school that the sisters in charge were com- 
pelled to shut the colored children off from 
attendance. 

Sister De Sales, the principal of the paro- 
chial school, admitted that, with one or two 
exceptions among the older pupils, she had 
refused to admit colored children to the 
‘school this year. ‘‘ There were,’ she said, 
“‘a great many family disturbances between 
the blacks and the whites, and of course 
the children carried these troubles into the 
street. They were never allowed to be 
brought into school matters, however.’”’ 

Sister De Sales would not deny that the 
colored children were cut off from the school 
because of race difficulties; neither would 
she affirm it. The policeman who was on 
the beat last autumn in the vicinity of St. 
James’ School said the white and the black 
children were then fighting constantly. 


Engage in a Pitched Battle. 


About a week ago there was some trouble 
more than usually serious from the boys’ 
point of view, and dividing into parties of 
about equal numbers, the colored boys on the 
one side and the white boys on the other, 
they adjourned to a vacant lot at the corner 
of State and Twenty-fourth streets. One 
body took possession of one end of the place 
while their opponents sought the other. A 
snowball fight began the engagement, but 
these comparatively harmless missiles were 
soon dropped in favor of sticks and rocks, 
which were wielded and hurled with such 
precision and effect as to call for interfer- 
ence from outside to stop the row before too 
much damage was done to youthful heads. 

The cutting affair last week has increased 
the bad feeling between the black and white 
pupils. It will not be known definitely until 
further investigation is made what prompted 
the colored boy to stab the youngster who 
sat in the seat in front of him in school. 
Robert Morris, the boy who was cut, says 
Herman Edwards, his colored assailant, 
stuck the knife into him with no provocation 
whatever. Herman was arrested. Miss 
Dewey says that Herman Is like a good many 
others, something more than willful, and 
that special schools ought to be provided for 
such purpils.

A. 8S. Hibbard, general manager of the 
Chicago Telephone company, when told of

ARE A MENACE TO : gy 
THE COMMERCIAL PUBLIC. 


Bloomington, Ill, March 3.—{Editor of 
The Tribune.}—The prevailing idea in the 
commercial universe today is concentra- 
tion of forces. The manufacturing world 
creates a trust, the distributers a monopo- 
ly, and the bankers go into a syndicate. 
That the retail men should hit upon a simi- 
lar idea is a rational conclusion. The de- 
partment store is the result. That the big 
stores form a problem for serious consider- 
ation cannot be denied. The department 
store is a menace to the commercial public, 
because it is a monopoly, and no ultimate 
good can come from any form of destructive 
competition. Again, as a result of the 
methods employed by the cepartment 
houses in purchasing bankrupt stocks at 
50 cents on the dollar or less, the manu- 
facturer js brought into direct: competition 
with the sacrificed stock, and a means of 
cheapening the manufactured article is in- 
augurated, with the result of cheapening 
and lessening its utility as well as value, 
It is impossible to get something for noth- 
ing. When one or two.men, by means ofa 
combination of large capital, come into con- 
trol of the entire trade of a community they 
are able to live luxuriously on the fraction 
of a cent’s profit on their sales, and doubt- 
less tor a short time cheapen the cost to the 
consumer. But the remainder ofthe busti- 
ness community cease to be consum- 
ers in proportion to the decrease in 
their incomes and eventually become busi- 
ness paupers. Having reduced them toa 
state of bankruptcy, the department store 
may demand a self-established price from 
the consumer and cheaper goods from the 
manufacturer, who in turn must employ 
pauper labor. Sucn a condition is the ulti- 
mate result of fostering the spirit of bust- 
ness monopoly. The fact that department 
stores employ. principally women and chil- 
dren proves the business sagacity of their 
management and accounts largely for the 
multitude of unemployed men tramping 
the streets and highways. The clerk has 
been forced@into the shop,the shopman into 
the street. The perpetuity of a republican 
form of government depends upon the pros- 
perity of its people as a whole, which can 
only be assured through diversity of labor 
and the equitable distribution of profits,

All stores in very small 
towns are department stores In one sense of 
the word, but this cannot be helped. The 
law must be so made that towns of certain 
sizes are exempt unless they have any per- 
son or company of persons in them doing 
business in the retail line to exceed a cer- 
tain amount. The committee that is ap- 
pointed to classify the goods should be 
competent men, whd, among them, have’ 
had experience in all lines of goods, for 
there would be many times and places where 
the same article should be put under two 
or more different heads or lines. For in- 
stance, a hardnware merchant handles iron 
wire and all other kinds of wire, and also 
the electrical supply merchants handle all 
kinds of wire: therefore wire should come 
under two heads. Another thing of great 
importance, I think, is to place a tax upon 
all kinds of advertisements, especially win- 
dow. That is, a merchant should be al- 
lowed to do just so much advertising, and 
after that was gone, if he desired to do 
more, he should pay a pfoper tax on same.

Chicago, March 4.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Having given this department-store 
question much careful thought I have de- 
cided a more dangerous monopoly could not 
be found, for reasons asfollows: First, they 
tend to centralize business, which is danger- 
ous, and should not exist if we wish our city 
to grow and thereby equalize taxation. Sec- 
ond, they force a manufacturer to accept 
such low prices for his product that he can- 
not pay living wages to his help and often 
fails in business owing to the low prices he 
must accept, all caused indirectly by sharp 
competition and low prices quoted by these 
stores, where if a legitimate business was 
done and legitimate stores and methods w®re 
used he could find sale for his product at liv- 
ing prices and his labor receive living wages. 
Third, a decrease in our population must fol- 
low this system of doing business. Many of 
our small merchants move to ot*er cities 
and the young men employed in these stores 
do not get sufficient pay to enable them to 
get married. Fourth, the conttnuous adver- 
tising of the entire stock of an unfortunate

on the dollar ts not encouraging to strangers 
who visit us, many of whom might locate 
here, but are.scared away. The poor man 
may save 10 cenis on the dollar, but he loses 
the dollar trying to save 10 cents, by reason 
of having no work.

Stores formerly renting 
at from $50 to $150 per month cannot be 
let at half, a quarter, or even rent free.

Rentals being the 
foundation of real estate values, lots cannot 
be disposed of and taxes eat up the property. 
The public is not benefited by department 
stores and would not be even if 10 per cent 
were saved on most merchandise.

There were no custom- 
ers in any of these stores, and they all said 
they had no business, and were only waiting 
for their leases to expire May 1 to quit trying 
to do business. Each one of these nen said 
his trade, formerly good, had been entirely 
ruined by gepartment ‘stores. They were 
all good, careful, prudent business-men, but 
said they had no hopes for the future.

THINKS BIG STORES 
BENEFIT THE MASSES. 


Chicago, March 2.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—That which creates a business of any 
kind creates the department store—namely:

And that business 
which best succeeds is the one which best 
supplies such needs. A demand for food cre- 
ates the farmer, the various lines of trans- 
portation of products, the miller, and'the 
baker.

The argument against the depart- 
ment store is that it deprives a hundred 
smaller shops of the opportunity to do busi- 
ness; and a hundred other landlords of the 
opportunity of renting a hundred other 
stores.

Legislation would seem 
quite as legitimate which would un- 
dertake to regulate the farmer; to 
limit him to a given number of acres 
and kinds of grain; which would say to him 
that he must not raise all kinds of produce, 
keep a dairy and a stock farm at the same 
time.

At one time department stores were in 
warm competition with the smail concerns, 
and they are now above.this competition 
through a strong drive for leadership. They 
maintain a mighty sway, but it had a feeble 
beginning. Itisan example of wise direction 
and emulative success. To prevent the fur- 
ther growth and reduce the present condition 
of these great establishments by legislative 
action would be not very unlike checking in 
the same way the advance of one country 
merchant who is proving more successful 
than his one or two competitors. That the 
great concerns are injurious to the lesser 
ones is certain, and it is unfortunate that 
the concentration of business in this way ex- 
ists. However, it is but the mighty progeny 
of the little principle that came into the 
world ~vhen the corner grocer sold eggs 4 
cent ‘Cheaper than his business neighbor.

Basis of the Certificates. 


*“‘In what way will the certificates be re- 
deemed? ”’ 

‘‘ They are not to be redeemed in the sense 
of turning them into money. When a certifi- 


The 
only security behind them is the stock of 
goods in store and the honesty of the men 
who are managing the branch. We have 
no salaried officers.

TRUDE ALTGELD’S REPRESENTATIVE. 
It seems now as if the Democratic city 
convention, which meets this week, may 
nominate A. S. Trude for Mayor. If that 
ts done the‘reason will be, as given by his 
eulogistic friends, that— 

He has never failed to rally to the call of his 
party. in every campaign for the last quarter of 
a century, and he has particularly endeared him- 
self to those who made the gallant but losing fight 
in the last campaign. 

It was he who rallied to the call of Gov. John 
P. Altgeld, and led the winning fight for the Alt- 
geld forces in the preliminary Dattle in the Cook 
County Central committee. 

It was he who presided over the memorable 
Cook County convention last summer in the open- 
ing fight for the free coinage of silver, and it was 
he who, a few weeks later, as Chairman of the 
Cook County delegation to the State convention 
at Peoria, cast his vote and the vote of the.Cook 
County delegation for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of 16 tol. 

It was he who, on the call of the States on the 
adoption of the platform in the great Democratio 
national convention at the Coliseum, arose ag the 
spokesman of the Illinois delegation and cast the 
unanimous vote of his delegation for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver and gold at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, independent of the other nations of the 


world, 

No Republican and no Democrat who be- 
lieves in sound money can vote for Mr. 
Trude when his candidacy is advocated on 
such grounds aes these. He is put forward 
ostentatiously as the exponent of doctrines 
they detest, although it is well known that 
personally he is not in favor of rotten money. 

That fact, however, can only intensify the 
opposition of sound money men. For they 
see him allowing himself to be used to pro- 
mote principles he knows are unsound. Not 
one of those men who voted against those 
principles last year can change front now 
and support any believer in Altgeldism or 
any person who will let himself be utilized 
to promote Altgeld’s designs. 

If nominated Mr. Trude will be nom- 
inated by Altgeld, for Altgeld. That being 
the case his election would be a great mis- 
fortune. The people of this.city have had 
enough of Altgeld, and they want no more 
of him, in person or by proxy. The indus- 
tries of thie city have been injured and its 
growth retarded by the fact that Altgeld, 
who has been so prominent in State af-

JUDGE SEARS AND THE “MACHINE.” 

Over a week has elapsed since Judge 
Sears’ nomination, and the only thing said 
against him is that “ he is the candidate of 
the machine.” 

His fitness for the office is not denied. It 
meete with more genera! recognition as the 
dgys go by and the people become better 
acquainted with Judge Sears’ qualifications 
and his attitude regarding municipal ques- 
tions in which they take a deep interest. 

His position on all thosé questions is all 
that could be desired. He has pledged him- 
self to uphold the civil service law, in which 
he is a firm believer. He will insist that the 
city receive compensation for franchises 
bestowed by it. He will demand that the 
railroads elevate their tracks. He will 
manage city affairs intelligently and faith- 
fully. 

Judge Sears has not had the practical 
training in municipal affairs that Mayor 
Swift had. He has not been Alderman or 
Commissioner of Public Works. But he 
will have one great advantage over the prés- 
ent Mayor in that he isa lawyer, and a good 
one at that. He will not have to depend on 
the Law Department to tell him whether an 
ordinance is in accordance with the city 
charter and the general statutes or conflicts 
with them. If the latter should be the case 
Judge Sears can say authoritatively to the 
Aldermen that their work is faulty, and can 
show them how to correct it when sus 
ceptible of correction. Thus the Council 
will not waste as much time in defective 
legislation as it does now. » 

Judge Sears is in favor of all those re- 
forms which the good men of both parties 
have contended for. Then why is not he 
deserving of their votes? There are other 
men in the field who declare that they, too, 
are in favor of those same reforms and who 
assert dally that they are candidates. 

But they cannot be taken seriously. They 
are conducting a comic opera campaign, 
which is amusing but which has an element 
of danger. For every vote cast for Mr. 
Hesing or Mr. Harlan will be a vote taken 
from the only man who can defeat the can- 
didate of those spoilsmen and reactionists 
who want to destroy everything that has 
been gained for good government and throw 
the city back into the mire of Hopkinsism. 

No respectable man can justify a vote 
cast for one of these superfluous, phantas- 
mal candidates who represents nothing.

PERFECT THE CIGARET ORDINANCE. 

The cigaret ordinance, which unanimously 
passed the Council and which has been ap- 
proved by the Mayor, will go into effect the 
The new law is 
based on the most effective method*possible 
for the restriction of the sale of these in- 
sidious health-destroyers. If the sale of cig- 
arets were -prohibited public officials would 
have the greatest difficulty in enforcing the 
law. It would be necessary to prove by 
clear and unmistakab}e evidence that the 
cigarets were sold, and this would be 


| practically impossible in any considerable 


number of cases. The boys would not be 
willing to betray the dealers who supplied 
them and would resort to all sorts of sub- 
terfuges to allay suspicion if it were known 
that an effort was being made to entrap 
them. 

The license system, on the contrary, is 
comparatively easy of enforcement. 
license is admittedly reasonable and will 
stand a test in court. It will prove pro- 


| hibitory only to the small dealers, whom it 
is designed to reach, and will not drive many | 


of the larger dealers out of the business. If 


all those small shops located close to public 
schools it will fulfill its mission well. 

Various alleged defects have heen pointed 
out in the law by many of its enemies and 
a few friepds who fear it is net sufficiently 
drastic. Certain schemes for evasion have 
already been devised with a promise of suc- 
cess, nearly ajl of which contemplate giving 
away the cigarets with some trifling pur- 
chase. The city law officers should take 
careful note of all these alleged weak points 
and promptly go to work and amend the 
law so as to relieve it of any denger of 
evasion. It should be made absolutely proof 
also against all attack on technical grounds. 
The School Board has a high-priced lawyer 
who might aid the city in making tLe nec- 
essary changes. Then there are the attor- 
neys of the City Law Department, who 
should be able to free the law from all de- 
fects of any character. If it is not already 
provided for in this ordinance or the genera] 
license laws amendments should be added 
so that the Health Commissioner should be 
pressed into service to maintain a genera] 
supervision over its enforcement from a 
health standpoint. Then the Police De- 
partment should be compelled to see fhat 
licenses have been taken out. This would 
not entail any hard work of consequence, as 
policemen could determine the fact by 
merely ,stepping inside the doors of the 
stores and demanding the showing of the 
license. Special provision should be made 
also for the prosecution of offenders, so 
that by no chance could the law becomea 
dead-letter. 

The city departments interested in the 
successful administration of this law have 
abundant legal talent with which to insure 
amendments to the ordinance that would 
provide for all emergencies and be free from 
technical loopholes for evasion. ‘There is 
plenty of time also to present these amerfii- 
ments to the same Council that passed the 
ordinance, so that their success would be 
assured. The subject is important enough 
to warrant the immediate action by the 
best lawyers in the service of the city. 


CLEVELAND’S DUCK HUNTING. 

Mr. Cleveland has educated the public by 
persistent effort into watching for those 
duck-hunting expeditions with a certain 
lively speculative interest. The natural ac- 
companiment of a duck-hunt is ducks, and 
thus it has happened that the curiosity of 
the people has been periodically aroused to 
ascertain the exact number of victims of 
the Chief Executive’s gun. The late Pres- 
ident was largely responsible for this na- 
tional feature of his sporting trips by insti- 
tuting a sort of bulletin service, which pro- 
claimed the numerical result of every ex- 
pedition. This was an innovation not only 
in Presidential habits but in the traditional 
customs of less exalted duck-hunters. 
When other hunters have returned from the 
swamps and marshes the census reports on 
the contents of the game bag have been re- 
ceived with so many allowances for the in- 
crements due to personal enthusiasm that 
they have come to be regarded as no m&re 
trustworthy than a police census of New 
York City. The result has been that at- 
tempts to be specific have fallen into des- 
uetude and the hunter replies to the per- 
functory question with an equally per- 
functory, “ O, a bagfull,” knowing that he 
won't be believed in any event. Inthe case 
of Mr. Cleveland it has been different. 
There has been an official flavor about the 
announcements of his duck censuses which 
has baffled skeptics and inspired confidence. 
The reports have been made also with such 
nice avoidance of round numbers that this 
has tended also to give them the appearance 
of truth, When the word has been flashed 
over the country that “the President shot 
thirty-three” ducks, instead of an even 
thirty or thirty-five, a feeling of pride has 
been aroused both because the President can 
shoot thirty-three ducks and because he 
could make the public believe it. But the 
day of Statistics has passed. Oleveland is 
with the ducks again, but no expert aecount-

ant attends him. He wi: emerge from the 
marshes anon, laden perchance with spoils, 
but no glad tidings will go flashing over any 
wires. He has sunk in a day to the dead 
level of the common herd of men whose 
ducks are unnumbered. He will blaze away 
and bag away and finally come away, and 
whether he shot ducks or mudhens the wires 
will never know. And the sad-cause of this 
extraordinary transformation is that the 
World doesn’t care. 


INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 


The President announces that— 

The question of international bimetallism will 
have early and earnest attention. It will be my 
constant endeavor to secure it by codperation 
with the other great commercial powers of the 
world. 


Ee does not state at what ratio he expects 
to secure international bimetallism, if it be 
obtainable. It was not necessary that he 
should. For every intelligent man knows 
that the only ratio which commercial na- 
tions will stop to consider will be the com- 
mercial ratio. 

They may agree, if the method of doing 
it can be worked out satisfactorily, to take 
a chunk of silver which is large enough to 
buy a small piece of gold and make out of it 
a coin of the same denomination as that 
made from the bit of gold. Further than 
that the commercial nations of the world 
will not go. 

They may do what Japan has done and use 
silver at a ratio of 32 1-3, but it will be idle 
to talk to them of 16to1. That was well 
enough twenty-five years ago, but it is anti- 
quated now. To suggest it is to challenge 
a contemptuous rebuff. 

The two metals must work together or 
there can be no bimetallism. The gold and 
silver coins of the same denomination must 
have the same purchasing power, or the bi- 
metallism indorsed in the St. Louis plat- 
form will not exist. 

It is certain that the United States is not 
going to ask any other nation to adopt a 
false ratio—that of 16 to 1—which it has 
itself repudiated. If it asks other com- 
mercial] nations to coin silver on the basis 
of the commercial ratio, then those nations 
may not answer in the negative unless they 
are deterred by the clumsiness of silver 
for use in monetary transactions except 
when carried on on a small scale. 

Two pounds of silver will exchange for 
an ounce of gold. Therefore it take’ thirty- 
two times the weight of one metal to do 
monetary work that it does of the other, 
and the work is no better done. A double 
eagle weighs a little more than ah ounce. 
A man can carry one in his vest pocket and 
not notice the weight. If he had to carry 
two pounds of silver he would complain of 
an embarrassment of riches. , 

The specific gravity of gold is nearly 
double that of silver. Thus silver takes 
up, weight for weight, almost twice as 
much room as gold does. There are six 


| ounces of silver to the cubic inch and ten 
_ and a half ounces of gold. 


In all respects 
silver is inferior to gold as a money metal. 


Nevertheless, in pursuance of the pledge | 


of the St. Louis platform, President Mc- 


| Kinley will leave no stone unturned to 


secure international bimetallism. He might 
have said clearly that the only ratio he has 
in mind in connection with that bimetal- 
lism is the commercial ratio, but every 
sensible person will understand that such 
is the case without being told.

LYNCHING NOT TO BE TOLERATED. 

There was nothing in President McKin- 
ley’s inaugural that was more patly and 
justly said than that “ lynching must not be 
tolerated in a great and civilized country 
like the United States.” The negro in the 
crowd who at this cried out: “ Hit sumfin 
this time,” was quite right about it. These 
lynchings are a form of outlawry and bar- 
barism of much more than mere local con- 
cern. They shame the whole Nation. In 
the eye of the world the American civiliza- 
tion is disgraced. If such things were every 
now and then being done in England, in 
France, in Germany, in Russia, or even in 
Turkey, the world would hear of it, and 
would have its own opinion of the national 
government under which such things con- 
tinued to be possible. 

Of course in this country the States are 
primarily responsible for the toleration of 
lynchings hitherto; but they are not ex- 
clusively responsible. We are more than a 
bundle of States;*we are a Nation. And 
when President McKinley declares that the 
administration will be “ ever watchful of 
our national honor, always insisting upon 
the lawful rights of American citizens 
everywhere,” it is presumed that he means 
this for American citizens in Tennessee as 
well as in Turkey orin Cuba. 

There would be little dignity in any na- 
tional government that should show itself 
either heedless or pusillanimous as to its 
sovereign protection of its own citizens, al- 
ways and everywhere. 


THE OPERA MANAGERS’ MENACE. 

Mr. Robert Dunlap, President of the 
Abbey, Schoeffel and Grau Opera company, 
has announced officially that ‘“‘ Chicago | 
svill not have a grand opera next season 
unless we secure a guaranty sufficient to 
cover our expenses.” To which it may be 


replied, first, that it will not be a calamity 
even if Chicago should be deprived of grand | 


opera as now conducted, and its high- 
priced singing birds should warble else 
where. If, therefore, Mr. Dunlap has is- 


sued his pronunciamento as a menace, he 
may be assured no heed will be paid to it. 

It may be replied, second, that Chicago 
will not give a guaranty of expenses unless 
a first-class troupe is provided, with a 
repertory containing novelties, and the 
prices of performances are fixed at reason- 
able rates. On these lines when artists are 
advertised they must appear, when novel- 
ties are announced they must be given, 
and the representations must be up to 
grade; and, further, the prices of tickets 
must not be extortionate. The managers 
contend they have to charge these high 
rates because of the high salaries paid. to 
their leading artists. Then these salaries 
should be reduced to a more reasonable 
standard. There is not an artist in this 
troupe who is not receiving in this country 
from three to five times as much as he or 
she gets in Europe. This is absurd. It is 
something more than absurd. It is extor- 
tionate, and would not be attempted were 
it not believed that American opera-goers 
are. gullible and that society is so wedded 
to Italian opera that it must have it at any 
price. 

The managers of the troupe have now had 
an object lesson in the Chicago season with 
its many light houses. ~It shows that opera- 
goers will not pay extortionate prices, espe- 
cially when three of the drawing cards 
are away, two of them on the sick list and 
the third barred out by silly professional 
quarrels. But whatever else the proprietors 
of this enterprise may do, whether they re- 
organize their system and reform it or not, 
they should not make the mistake of sup- 
posing that a threat not to come another 
year without a guaranty will be of any avai! 
unless they agree to come here with a full 
instead of a crippled troupe, and at reason- 
able instead of extortionate prices. They will | 
fail to geta guaranty, There must be guar- 
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antees on both sides. There,must be a quid 
pro quo. People must get their money’s 
worth. 


THE RECIPROCITY POLICY. 
In the course of his remarks on the tariff 


President McKinley states that— 


In the revision of the tariff especial attention 
should be given to the reénactment and extension 
of the reciprocity principle of the law of 1880, 
under which so great a stimulus was given to our 
foreign trade in new and advantageous markets 
for our surplus agricultural and manufactured 
products. The brief trial given this legislation 
amply justifies a further experiment and addi- 


tional discretionary power in the making of com-. 


mercial treaties, the end in view always to be 


“the opening up of new markets for the products of 


our country by granting concessions to the prod- 
ucts of other lands that we need and cannot pro- 
duce ourselves, and which do not involve any loss 
of labor to our own people, bit tend to increase 
their employment. ’ 

Doubtless he will disenss this subject 
more in detail in his message to Congress, 
and, while indorsing the reciprocity prin- 
ciple, will not recommend the reénactment 
of the method of carrying out that principle 
which was adopted in 1890. That method 
worked badly then and would work worse 
now. | 

It is true that the legislation of 1890 did 
increase the volume of American exports 
to the West India Islands—notably Cuba— 
and added a little to the exports to Ger- 
many, but the price paid was too heavy 
even for the days of prosperity. 

By putting sugar on the free list, where 
it could be used for reciprocity purposes, 
Congress surrendered a revenue of sixty 
millions a year, easily collected through a 
duty of which the people did not complain. 
While giving up that much money Con- 
gress saddled the revenues with a ten- 
millio& bounty charge for the benefit of the 
Louisiana sugar-cane planters and a few 
beet-root establishments in Nebraska, 
Utah, and California. 

The conditions are euch now that it is 
impossible ¢0 put sugar on the free list fdr 
reciprocity ‘purposes or any other purpose. 
Nor would it be expedient, under any cir- 
cumstances, to restore a bounty, the con- 
stitutionality of which is questioned by 
many and the justice of which by all ex- 
cept its recipients. If cane-growers are to 
receive bounties why not the corn-raisers 
of Illinois and Iowa and.the wheat-grow- 
ers of Nebraska and the Dakotas? 

teciprocity agreements to open up new 
markets: are most desirable, but no con- 
cessions which may be made must be such 
as to trench om the needful revenues of the 
government. For that reason the present 
sugar duty cannot be surrendered. Prob- 
ably it will have to be increased. The peo- 
ple will not notice the increase as long as 
Iuuropeans tax themselves to pay export 
bounties to the manufacturers of beet root 
sugar so that other parts of the world may 
have cheap sugar. 

The government must have more revenue. 
Its expenses, necessary and unnecessary, 
are increasing. Coast defenses and a decent 
naval establishment cost money, but they 
must be secured. The old soldiers must be 
paid their pensions. It took 142 millions to 


' do it in 1895 as against 87 millions in 1889. 


‘The sugar revenue which was thrown away 
would have paid that increa®ed pension 
charge. 

Congress will not practice economy.. Pres- 
ident MclXinley may plead, or protest, but it 
will do no good. Each man will combine 
with others to get something for his district 

a public building or a harbor improvement, 
The expenditure may be utterly unjusti- 
fiable, but he thinks it will convince his con- 
stituents that he is a valuable man who 
must be kept in office. 

It is self evident that reciprocity on the 
lines of 1890 will not doin 1897. There was 
too much heedless generosity seven years 
ago. A little additional trade was obtained, 
but the revenues were sacrificed. It will be 
easy, profiting by experience, to devise a 
new reciprocity system, which will be open 
to none of the drawbacks of that of 1890.

HOMER AND CRETE. 

An Oxford professer, while examining a 
class of school boys in a Greek play, sug- 
gested a well-known line of English poetry 
as the accurate rendering of a certain pas- 
sage in “ Antigone.” “ You know the con- 
text, of course,”’ he said to the boy who was 
transiating. And when he found that no 
member of the class knew the poem he 
closed his Greek text with the remark: “I 
can’t waste my time hearing Greek trans- 
lated by young men who don’t seem to have 
even read “ The Isles of Greece.” 

Such was the vogue of that poetry which, 
early in the century, gave a new impulse to 
the movement for the establishment of a 
Greek kingdom, and which is today an im- 
portant factor in the worid-wide enthusi- 
asm for the separation of Crete from Tur- 
key. But if there had been no Homer the 
ringing music of Byron’s heroic verse would 
have fallen upon ears not attuned to the 
antique measures. Hecuba would have been 
nothing to the modern man. As it is, the 
tale of Troy is the story of Greece, and edu- 
cated men can never renounce their intel- 
lectual allegiance to the land of the great 
blind poet or the city of the violet crown. 

When England, France, and Russia sent 
their fleets against Turkey in 1827 they did 
so because the governments of Europe had 
decided that Greece was fit for something 
better than to remain a Turkish province, 
and statesmen reached this conclusion be- 
cause they were inheritors of the Homeric 
tradition. If there had been no revival of 
learning in the fifteenth century there would 
have been no Kingdom of Greece in the 
nineteenth. It was no idle paradox uttered 
by the border minstrel: “* Let who will make 
the laws provided I can make the songs of 
my country.” ; 

When men applaud the wonderful endur- 
ance and the trained intelligence of Nansen 
they do not forget that the first of all the 
great explorers was Ulysses. And turning 
from the story of adventure to the charms 
of domestic life, Amdromache furnishes the 
first example in secular literature of the 
devoted wife and mother who possesses all 


the essential characteristics of the conven- | 


tional lady. “ Whoever wrote the llidi,” 
said Coleridge, “ was a gentleman, as no 
one but a gentleman could have drawn with 
such accuracy and distinction the picture of 
a lady; witness Helen, Andromache, and 


Nausicaa.” There was no organized society | 


for Christian endeavor or for ethical culture 
in Homeric times, but in the ight of nature 
grew the women who, like those of Shaks- 
peare, challenge the admiration and affec- 
tion of the human race. 

In every department of human activity 
during the period of the’ preéminence of 


Greece the ideals of Homer were in process | 


of fealization. Sir Henry Maine, one of the 
standard authorities upon primitive society, 
and of alk men least addicted to superlatives, 
breaks cut in a glowing eulogium during one 
of his lectures on village communities: 

Not one of these intellectual excellences which 


we regard as characteristic of the great progres- 


sive races of the world—not the law of the Romans, 
not the philosophy and sagacity of the Germans, 
nét the luminous order of the French, not the 
political aptitude of the English, not that insight 


no more than a handsbreadth of terri tory, it was 
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| given to create the principle Of progress, of move- | 


ment onwards and not backwards or downwards, 
of destruction tending to construction. That peo- 
ple was the Greek. Except the blind forces of 
nature, nothing moves in this world which is not 
Greek in its origin. 

And when millions of people in this 
country scan with eager eyes the foreign 
news columns, hoping that the great powers 
will interfere in behalf of Crete and Greece, 


they express a sentiment which has became 


a passion in the blood of freemen every- 
where, and which is to a large extent a 
product of the Homeric poems.

Alien Land Law. 

The alien land law of this State was the 
gubject of a lively discussion at the meet- 
ing of the Real Estate Board last week, 
Although the members favor much of the 
law, a majority of them believe it should 
be so modified as to insure title to an inno- 
eent person who may receive property which 
may have been in the name of an alien since 
the passage of the law in 1887. 

The board voted to cotperate with the 
title guarantee and trust companies and the 


Chicago Bar Association to secure an amend- 
ment to Sec. 8 of the law which is as fol-

By that decision all 
the anticipated advantages of making a 
title good to a resident even though the 
land may at one time Have been held by an 
alien have been swept away, and the pur- 
chaser or mortgagee of lands is now sub- 
jected to great dangera It was‘ intended 
that the proviso added to Sec. 3 should cover 
the transfer of titles on the part of all 
classes of aliens, but the Supreme Court has 
decided otherwise.” 

The Real Estate Board is in favor of the 
law as amended by the proviso of 1891, 
will use its efforts to bring about the change 
which it was intended should be made by 
that amendment.

MANY LARGE LEASES ARE MADDBE. 


Season for Down-Town Renting’ Be- 
gins Unusually Early. 

William Campbell & Co. af New York have 
leased the Newbury Building at the north- 
east corner of Wabash avenucand Eldredge 
court. The lessees are among the largest 
wall paper manufacturers in the country 
and will occupy the entire eight stories of 
the structure, which is 40x100 feet. The

DESIGNED TO CONTROL ARCHITECTS. 


Bill Before the Present General As- 
sembly of This State. 

An important bill is before the Legislature 
relating to the regulating of architects and 
architecture in the State. It defines an 
architect as ‘‘any person who shall be en- 
gaged in the planning or supervision of the 
erection, enlargement, or alteration of build- 
ings for other persons than himeelf.’’ Pro- 
visions are made for the appointment by the 
Governor of a supervising and examining 
board of five members. The board isto be 
paid.for its services and must hold examina- 
tions at least twice a year. In case the li- 
cense is granted the fee is fixed at $25. Any 
person over 21 years of age can take the ex- 
amination by depositing $15, the money to 
be returne@ him in case of failure to pass the 
examination. Architects who are in the 
profession at the time of the enactment of 
the law, in case it should pass, are entitled 
to licenses on the payment of the required 
fee. The bill seeks to regulate the unfortu- 
nate practices which exist at the present 
sg in some of the architects’ offices of this 
city.

HOLDERS TAKE PROFITS. 


FOREIGN ADVICES A LITTLE LESS 
SUGGESTIVE OF WAR, 


Argentine Shipments Only a Small Frac- 
tion of Those Last Season—Monday Sta- 
tistics Will Probably Favor Holders— 
Northwestern Receipts for the Week 
Mush Larger than for the Previous 
Week=Previsions Hold Their Own on & 
Shortage in Hog Receipts. 


Liverpool did not show the advance ex- 
pected yesterday morning, and wheat prices 
in consequence weakened. The Liverpool 


| advance quoted was 4d to 4d, which was 


not sufficient to reflect the upturn here at 
the close Friday. The volume of outside 
business during the day was not particu- 
larly heavy, but a majority of the outside 
orders appeared to be to sell. The pit crowd 
seemed to have arrived at the conclusion 
that nothing short of an actual declaration 
of war this week would hold prices. First 
trades in May wheat were at a concession 
of %c Over night; and a few sales were made 
as low as 76k%c. The wheat pit is particu- 
larly sensitive to anything in the shape of 
war news, and an advance was started on 
the report.of a fractional decline in consols 
and depression in the stock market. The 
top price on the resultant rally was 76%c, 
only %c above the last price of Friday. A 
lot of long wheat thrown on the market 
early was promptly absorbed, but when the 
selling began at the advance prices weak- 
ened and the market sold down to a close at 
76c bid. Dispatches from New York, tell- 
ing of a more pacific tone in foreign ad- 
vices and a better feeling in the stock mar- 
ket, contributed to the weakness, and more 
than offset the effect of an excellent bank 
statement. Clearances for last week were 
good, and the outlook is for statistical an- 
nouncements on Mortiday nearly as bullish 
as those of last week. 
Statistics Will Be Bullish, 

There will probably be a big decrease on 
passage, world’s shipments will be small, 
and the visible decrease will be in the vicin- 
ity of 1,000,000 bu. Of the statistical an- 
nouncements yesterday that referring to 
Northwestern shipments was bearish, while 
that referring to Argentine shipments was 
favorable to holders. The two principal 
markets of the Northwest had 3827 cars, 
against 230 a week ago and 404 a year ago. 
For the week receipts were 1,944 cars, 
against 1,856 the previous week, and 2,387 
the corresponding week last year. Argentine 
shipments were 192,000 bu, or only one- 
eighth of the shipments of the same week 
last season. During six weeks Argentinc 
shipments have been 664,000, against 5,144,- 
000 bu for the same period in 1896. Clear- 
ances were equivalent to 138,000 bu, against 
295,000 bu received at primary points. Of 
the continental markets Berlin and Ant- 
werp were both higher, while Paris was frac- 
tionally lower on flour but 5 centimes higher 
on the curb deliveries of wheat. The 
weather was sufficiently unfavorable to dis- 
courage short lling, which has been 
made unpopula enough by the _ re- 
ports of foreign complications and 
prospects of war. It was clear 
that a great many holders of wheat took 
occasion to realize their profits, and from 
the trade in privileges at the close it was evi- 
dent that some of them were guarding 
against a wild market which would pre- 
vent their recovering their holdings by buy- 
ing calls. The market is well evened up. 
The condition of winter wheat shown by 
the Ohio crop reports was considered slight- 
ly bullish, though by no means significant. 
Local receipts of wheat were 20 cars, with 
33,000 bu taken out of store. The local cash 
business was the smallest reported in weeks. 
By mple on local billing sales were ag fol- 
lows: No. 8 red at 79@S84c, No. 2 at 86%c, 
No. 4 spring at 60@67c, and No. 3 at 73@74c. 


Heavy Exports of Corn. 


Corn was the firmest of the grain mar- 
kets, and probably attracted most atten- 
tion as well. The principal feature was the 
buying of a very large line by Bartlett- 
Frazier, which operati@n was quite sufficient 
to create strength and maintain the tone 
throughout the entire session, in spite of 
the 'reaction which wheat experienced after 
the early bulge. There was besides good 
buying by local. shorts and commission 
houses, which selling was principally scat- 
tered among the crowd in general, although 
Pope & Lewis were reported as disposing of 
quite a good-sized line. May opened at 
24l4c, sold to 24%c, and closed at 24%c, as 
against that same price for Friday’s last 
quotation. Primary receipts were 510,000 
bu, with a comparison of 479,000 bu for a 
year ago. Some freight engagements for 
export were reported via Montreal at the 
opening of navigation. No. 3 is the grade 
wanted, the price of which in the sample 
market held at about 4c or even more belo 
May. This is a heavy discount considerifig 
the limited period between the present and 
delivery time. This item is a weak feature 
of the speculative department which is 
commanding some attention. Receipts 
were posted at 290 cars, 23 grading No. 2. 
The estimate was for 295 cars, and 270 are 
expected for Monday. Withdrawals from 
store were 1,427 bu. Argentine shipments 
for the week were only 40,000 bu. Clearances 
from the Atlantic ports for the week were 
5,256,000 bu, making over 10,000,000 bu in 
two weeks and over 20,000,000 bu for the 
month of February.

New Industry Which, It Is Believed, 
Will Furnish Great Possibilities 
for, Money-Making. 


Frog-farming: is likely to be an industry 
of the immediate future. The United States 
Fish Commission is now investigating the 
subject, and considering the large demand 
and the high prices paid for legs it is be- 
Meved that there ought to be money in the 
business.

This invention consists in a system of elec- 
tric alarms running throughout a train, by 
which the danger of robbery or any other 
danger can be announced from any part of 
the train to every other part, and yet which 
is safe from being tampered with by robbers 
or any one else. 

The electric current for this device is fur- 
nished, not by a battery, but by a small gen- 
erator, placed in the eab of the engine, and 
operated by steam from the boiler. From 
one pole of the generator a wire runs elong 
one side of the train, passing through the 
air-brake tubes, and returns along the roofs 
of the cars, where the bell cord now runs, to 
the other pole of the generator. The novelty 
is a third wire which branches off from the 
other near to where it joins the generator, 
and runs down the other side of the train, 
through the air-brake tubes on that side, but 
not connected at the end of.the train with 
any other wire. 

In-the engine cab and in every car is a key 
by which the ‘complete wire loop can be bro- 
ken; and also an electric alarm bell, operated 
by a wire running from the overhead wire 
to the blind wire which runs along one side of 
the train. The effect of this arrangement is 
that if the wire loop is broken in any car by 
pressing the key the current is forced into 
a new path, and rings all the alarm bells. 
The cutting of the overhead wires has pre- 
cisely the same effect and rings all the bells. 
The cutting of all three wires between two 
of the cars rings all the bells forward of 
that point in the train. 

The theory is that with a rellable system of 
alarm signals it will be impossible for train 
robbers to surprise the crew, and that if the 
crew gets a few minutes’ notice it will be 
easy to defeat any attack thatican be made 
on thetrain. It is claimed that the invention 


can be adapted to the track Itself, and afford: 


warning of any sort of injury to the track, 
such as a washout or the removal of a rail. 
Mr. Cregier, who its only 27 years old, has 
been an electrician for several years, but 
has never given all his time-to the work. 
He has been at work on this invention for 


/ two or three years, and has now completed

This was over two weeks ago, Last week 
the picture was carefully cleaned. The soap 
and water brought out many things. First 
and foremost it changed an ‘‘r’’ at the end 
of the signature into the plainest, though 
shortest, kind of a “t."” It also uncovered 
several blemishes in the canvas and one 
hole, but the minor defects were never 
thought of in the good fortune of the aigna- 
ture. At once the experts were calied into 
consultation and a great looking up of signa- 
tures and characteristics followed The re- 
sult was to prove beyond any reasonable 
doubt that the picture was a genuine Millet. 
In this view A. E. Albright, L. Hilsman, and 
other authorities agreed. 

The canvas is 24 inches long by 19% inches 
high. The subject represents an old-fash- 
ioned French overshot water mill with a 
stone culvert and roadway. Clustering ivy 
nearly covers the sides of the mill and gives 
a softening effect to the bare masonry. In 
the distance are trees of several kinds, with 
a highly colored sky behind. . The foreground 
is formed by the soft red clay of the road, 
in which two realistic ruts show the passage 
of many teams. Bowlers and inequalities 
in the ground relieve the expanse of soll. 

The feature of the picture, say the experts, 
is the characteristic softness of the work. 
Although highly colored; the tints blend and 
shade so well that the general effect is al- 
most of a soft haze over all.

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It ts the material which exists outside of the 
atmosphere of this earth and in which the 
stars are imbedded, and is as well the sub- 
stance which fills in between the molecules 
of all bodies here on the earth. It is finer 
and thinner than any other known sub- 
stance, yet possesses density, rigidity, and 
elasticity. It is simply everywhere and 
through everything. It is the material 
means by which tight, heat, and electricity 
are transmitted. 

This ether is curious stuff. Vibrations in 
it of one kind are called light, of another 
heat, of a third rate orkind electricity, while 
still distinct from all are the Roentgen 
rays. The ether carries these different vi- 
brations through various substances differ- 
ently. Light will go through glass, for in- 
stance, but not through rubber. The Roent- 
gen rays will go through rubber, but not 
glass. Heat will go through both, but not 
wood El@tric waves will go through brick 
walle and the side of a house, but not 
through metals, and so om 

All these varying actions of the ethergo- 
ward different kinds of rays have furnished 
a means of studying this unknown sub- 
stance, which has been eagerly seized by 
the workers along purely scientific lines. In 
nearly every branch of science the trend 
of modern developments have been in a 
direction which has at length run upagainst 
a huge blind wall—the problem of the ether. 
That has .got to be surmounted in some way 
or science will come to a standstill. Once 
battered down, heat, light, electricity, sound, 
the problem of crystalization, the very 
facts of life itself, all are within reach of 
solution. The new vibration adds one more 
means of studying this great problem and 
offers one more chance for science to begin 
the solution. 

Nature of Known Ether Waves. 


The fact that a current of electricity could 
throw out waves in the ether in the same 
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tention of numerous people toward perfect- 
ing a means of telegraphing without wires. 
Among the latest among. these workers is 
Dr. Jaghadis Chunder Bose, Professor of 
Physics in the Presidency College in Cal- 
cutta. He is a Hindu, who was educated in 
England largely. having degrees from Cam- 
bridge and the University of London. In 
the course of his physical science researches 
in Calcutta Dr. Bose has repeatedly tele- 
graphed through several brick walls and 
across many yards of distance. One of his 
experiments was to ring a bell and fire a 
charge of powder through several walls and 
over seventy-five feet away. In his pub- 
lished interview he makes the following 
answers to questions put to him: 
Interview with Dr. Bose. 


* By the use of this new vibration force 
could you telegraph through houses as far as 
you could send a beam of light in the open, 
say with a searchlight?’ 

‘* I would not like to say it in those terms, 
but, generally speaking, such is the fact.’”’ 

“.Fiow far could this ether dispatch, so to 
epeak, be: sent?’’ 

“ Indefinitely. That depends on the ex- 
citing energy. At Salisbury Plain electric 
rays were sent with a parabolic reflector a 
mile and a quarter through the ether in the 
air, and then reproduced as Morse signals 
by a relay.’’ 

“But in telegraphing through houses— 
across a block of houses, for instance—sup- 
posing the lens and reflector properly aimed 
at the reeeiver, what would stop the rays?’’ 

*“* Metal stops the waves I have been work- 
ing with. Also water. They will penetrate 
wood, brick, glass, granite, rock, eanth, and 
retain their properties.” 

‘“‘*How far have they been successfully 
sent?’’ 

“Through the air? More than a mile. 
Through three walls? A distance of seventy- 
five feet, so far as I know.”’ 

It was by experiments such as these of Dr. 
Bose’s that the new X ray of electricity was 
found. The man who first discovered it and 
who has thus outstripped all the’ greatest 
minds of science of the present day, strange 
to say, is neither old nor a resident of the 
countries where the greatest developments 
in natural science are constantly being 
made. Instead, he lacks a month of being 
29 years old and is an Italian by birth But, 
unless stated facts are proved falee, he is 
destined to go down to posterity as one of the 
great discoverers of this age of marvels. 

Discoverer of the New Force. 


Guglielmo Marconi is the youth who has 
just set the scientific world on fire. He was 
born in Bologna, Italy. His father is an 
Italian of independent means and has given 
the youth every opportunity for education 
and experiment. His mother is an English- 
woman. The inventor himself is described 
in McClure’s Magazine as looking rot less 
than 30 years old, of grave demeanor and 
exact speech, and extremely modest. He 
makes no pretensions to being a scientist, 
but merely. says he has observed certain 
facts and invented apparatus to take ad- 
vantage of them. 

Sig. Marconi’s discovery is now nearly a 
year old. As soon as he was assured of it 
he tried to get the Itallan Government to 
take it up and develop it, but without suc- 
cess. He finally took his work to England, 
where it was seized upon by the chief of 
the British telegraph system, who has tele- 
graphed without wires himself over dis- 
tances of four miles and a half. 

Eengineers from the British army, navy, 
postoffice, and lighthouse service were at 
once appointed to help the tests and the re- 
sult has been the thorough investigation 
which is now going on. With the help of 
these engineers Sig. Marconi is making elab- 
orate trials, and the results, though kept 
largely secret, are astonishing the scientific 
world. 

For ten years Sig. Marconi has been an 
ardent student of electricity. During the 
last two he has turned his attention to tel- 


egraphing without wires and has been mak- 


‘ing experiments along well-known linés on

How Discovery Was Made. 
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over it. He decided that they went through. 
The result was the devising of new trans- 
mitting and receiving apparatus, and the per- 
fection of the system into its present form. 
The special machines built are now being 
patented in England, 

The feature of these special devices and 
the waves which emanate from them is the 
peculiar penetrative effects produced Sig. 
Marconi does not hesitate to state that he 
thinks metals oppose no resistance to the 
| waves, any more than black cardbeard or 


wood does to the Roentgen rays. As far as 
he knows, he says, nothing will stop the 
wonderful new oscillations. If this is true 
the future of the discovery is in the realm of 
most extravagant speculation. 

The apparatus which is used to accomplish 
these results is being kept secret and has 
never been seen by any one who has made 
his knowledge public. It essentially con- 
sists, however, in a sending and a receiving 
device, each about fifteen inches by ten in 
dimension. The sender is mainly a sort of 
a sparking coil, from which a spark of an 
inch or two in. length is obtained through the 
operation of a small four or. six cell battery. 

In the present experiments only a small 
amount of power has been used, reaching 
but a fraction of a horse-power. What the 
results will be when large forces are applied 
is part of the field of legitimate speculation. 

The receiver is a separate machine, in 
which the waves are caught and reduced 
back again to an ordinary electric current. 
For this purpose a pair of plates ofa certain 
size and distance apart or a coil of wire of 
peculiar form are used. The effect shown 
consists of a spark between the plates or a 
current in the coil. Most any mechanical 
action can be obtained from this spark or 
currert. UR SoM teas 

Should Be Called “ ¥Y Rays.’’ 


When the power is turned on in the trans- 
mitter of this pair of machines a spark is 
made and a wave is sent out in all direc- 
tions through the ether, striking the receiver 
in whatever direction it may be placed. This 
impulse is necessarily strong at the start, 
but it gradually grows weaker as it spreads 
out, like the light from a candle. There is 
no way of concentrating or collecting the 
rays, the inventor says, because they are 
not reflected or refracted by anything, the 
same as the Roentgen rays. He at first 
used a reflector, but later found it did not do 
any good, because the waves wen¢ straight 
through it uninterrupted. This peculiar 
property stamps the new vibrations as es- 
eentially different from the ordinary os- 
cillations of light, heat, and electricity as 
they are now known, and brings them into 
the same class as the wonderful X rays. 
They should be called the X rays of elec- 
tricity, or the Y rays. ae 

While the men of science do not see how 
such a property of the new waves is pos- 
sible, it is yet true that the same in- 
credulity was expressed with regard to the 
Roentgen rays, when they were first an- 
nounced. In the case of the latter, when the 
facts were beyond gainsaying, the hypoth- 
esis was brought forward that the peculiar 
action was due to a difference in the form of 
the waves from those previously known to 
the scientific world. This .explanaticn of a 
transverse instead of a longitudinal vibra- 
tion already has been suggested for the 
Marconi impulses, and will be one of the first 
things tested. The inventor himself thinks 
lack of reflection and refractive power of his 
waves is due to a peculiarity in the form. 
It may easily be that the new vibrations will 
throw some light on the problem of the X 
rays—a phenomenon which has proved so 
far too hard a nut for modern science to 
crack, 

Progress of the Experiments. 


In his published interview, Sig. Marconi 
reports progress on the London experiments. 
In company with the corps of Royal Engi- 
neers selected to help him, tests were made 
first at Salisbury Plain, where a small valley 
nearly two miles wide was used as the scene 
of the attempts. Distinct signals were re- 
ceived at distances of about a mile and three- 
quarters, but the results at two miles were 
not entirely satisfactory. This was through 
the air. 

The next set of experiments, just complet- 
ed, were made in London among the houses. 
At the General Postoffice Building—a mas- 
sive structure most solidly built—waves were 
sent 100 yards and through seven or eight 
walls with perfect ease, and telegraphing 
was carried on perfectly. From this experi- 
ment the inventor has no hesitation im haz-

power is used. He makes*“the statement that 
it will be possible to telegraph from London 
to New York by means of the new vibration 
force, and even calculates the size and power 
of a station which would be equai to the per- 
formance, The size of a plant needed to tel- 
egraph across the Atlantic Ocean without 
wires would be about twenty feet square at 
the base and of an indefinite height. The 
power needed would be under fifty horse- 
power.

as a basis, it is easy to imagine the greatest 
wonders for the new system. Since the vi- 
brations can be transmitted such distances 
and can be made to go through evem the 
earth itself, there is no reason why the 
time may not come when all the earth wil! 
be in instantaneous communication, each 
part with ali the others. Thus one great 
transmitting apparatus at London, for in- 
Stance, could make its waves be felt at 
every portion of the earth’s surface at once, 
and wherever there was a receiver intelli- 
gence would be obtained from the central 
station. More than that, if all stations had 
transmitters, too, each could telegraph to 
every other, and the arrangement would be 
slike that of the ordinary railroad telegraph 
line, where numerous small stations are all 
connected in and use the same circuit, each 
appropriating whatever comes to it under its 
special call. 

This wonderful force Sig. Marconi pro- 
poses to apply first of all to sea uses. By 
fitting up ships with both the transmitting 
and the receiving devices there will be no 
need of evers having collisions in fogs or in 
the dark. When the vessels get within 
range of the influence from each other’s 
transmitters a bell will ring on each, and 
an indicator point in the direction of the 
coming danger. This has been impossible 
by the use of the ordinary electric waves, 
because the mBisture in the fog has been 
found to be the easiest thing in the world 
to stop the transmission of the impulses. 
The new vibrations, however, sail through 
water in any form as easily as through 


air. 

Lighthouses are also expected to be pro- 
vided with the new apparatus. From the 
top of a high tower, on a dangerous coast, 
when the revolving light and the steam 
siren fail to pierce the heavy banks of fog, 
the new Y ray will do the work. Noiseless 
and invisible, it will spread from the light- 
house in all directions through the sur- 
rounding night, and any vessel fitted with 
a proper receiver will at once be warned of 
the direction and distance of the danger 
spot. Such are some of the uses of the 
new waves in times of peace. 

They Make War Terrible. 


But when war comes these benefits of 
peace will be reversed. Sig. Marconi does 
not hesitate to express his opinion that the 
rays at present used will go through an iron- 
clad. More than that, wherever they find 
plates of metal, nails, or the like, at.the 
right distance apart from each other, these 
wonderful waves will stop their journey long 
enough to throw a spark across. In every 
fromclad and modern ship of war there-is 
always more or less steel and iron surround- 
ing the magazines. It merely remains to 
have the: wave peculiarities correspond to 
the distance apart of any pair of particularly 
susceptible plates or nails in the neighbor- 
hood of the powder. Then the wave impulse,

Thus the most formidable coast defense it 
would be possible to concelve of would be 
merely a sort of Hghthouse on the shore 
containing the necessary apparatus to throw 
a great variety of the fearful waves upon ap- 
proaching cruisers.

Gunning such as that 
would reach the highest degree of war's 
destructiveness. 

This is not merely a wild dream of an in- 
sane inventor, even though it sounds im- 
probable enough for an inmate of Kankakee, 
On the contrary, it is a serious possibility 
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| all the time the new vébrations of vaynying 
force are being sent out, until just the right 
intensity fs reached. Then a spark is 
formed in the great powder magazine, and 
the result leaves one fort less 

In the field, also, the new ether waves are 
expected to find an tmportant mission. 
With a transmitter at the headquarters of 
the commander-in-chief, and special receiv- 
ers at each of the division commands, it is 
possible to keep the whole army in touch, 
although it'’may be scattered over distances 
up to twenty miles. With such instruments 
as this to summon reinforcements and 
change plans of attack, the results of many 
former battles would have been entirely 
changed. 

In like manner the Admiral of a fleet of 
vessels may hold perfect communication 
with all of his squadron, whatever the 
weather, and no matter what time of night 
or day. The only precatition which must be 
taken is that already recognized, the neces- 
sity of protecting the powder magazines in 
some way at present not yet developed.

In Chicago information about the new 
rays has not as yet been widely enough 
spread to excite much comment. The scien- 
tific men are inclined to appear rather con- 
servative on the subject, but admit there 
are unquestionably great possibilities in fhe 
new wtelegraphy, and say that they await 
future developments with the greatest in- 
terest. Like the news of the Roentgen rays, 
the accounts of the new vibrations seem too 
widely at variance with accepted physical 
theories to be belleved- until convincing 
proof is submitted. But the future is big 
with promiéed results. : 

Prof. A. A. Michelson, the head of the de- 
partment of physics in the University of 
Chicago, is the one man in the city best 
qualified to speak on the subject of the 
theoretical possibilities of the new telegra- 
phy. He is at present engaged in making 
extensive experiments in problems connect- 
ed with the ether, and has just finished a 
most successful determination of the ve- 
locity of light in certain conditions and cir- 
cumstances.

Prof. Michelson’s Expert Opinion. 


**I have read with a great deal of interest 
the article in this month’s McClure’s Maga- 
zine. There is unquestionably something 
in the work and results deacribed there, but 
I am inclined to doubt, untill further proof 
is adduced, that anything as wonderful ds 
claimed has been discovered. I think the 


are undoubtedly the Hertz electric waves 
which have been known for some time. 
There is no doubt but that it is possible to 
telegraph with these waves over d of 
about a mile, but whether this limit will ever 
2 greatly extended looks extremely doubt- 
ul, 

‘*‘In transmitting any kind of vibration 
from its source the difficulty is always met 
that the waves spread out rapidly in all 
directions, and hence in a short epace be 
come so weakened that they are no longer 
useful. This is the trouble met with in the 
use of a fog whistleror a steam airen. The 
same result is likely to happen to these vi- 
brations and to fix a practical limit-to their 
transmission I do not anticipate any t 
results over distances of a couple of miles. 


‘*‘I am inclined to criticise the statement’

any substance. As for the reflection or re- 
*“raction, if these vibrattons will not do 
either, then they are not waves ai all.”’ 

“But how about the Roentgen rays? 
They are said to be capable of neither reflec+ 
tion or refraction.”’ 

“It is not yet proved that the Roentgen 
rays are a wave motion. If they are they 
are of extremely small wave-length, com- 
parable to the molecules of the bodies that 
try to reflect them. In, that case the same 
effect takes place as in trying to echo sound 
from a forest—the separate trees break up 
the sound and hence do not cause an echo. 
The waves which this young Italian is using 
are undoubtedly of/a length of between one 
and ten feet. They can easily be reflected 
and refracted, therefore, provided surfaces 
of a great enough area are used.”’ 


Doubts Penetration of the Rays. 


** As for the waves going through every+ 
thing, I have great doubt that the state- 
ment is true. Metals, I think, will stop the 
new rays. They will not go through them, 
although they may goaround them. Rou 
ly speaking, the longer the wave-length the 
more easily it will go around an obstacle. 
Thus the waves Sig. Marconi describes may 
easily enough have gone over or around the 
top of the hill, but there is every reason to 


suppose that they did not go through 
“The whole subject is great in possibilities, » 
but I scarcely think the bottom been 


reached yet. There is unquestionab 
thing in wave telegraphy and the future 
develop it, but I doubt if it will be extremely ~ 
wonderful. However, the scientific world 
would be glad to welcome any new invention 
which will throw Light on the perplexing 
problems abounding im the action of the . 
ether and would hail with joy a new wave 
motion if discovered.” 

In spite of the rather discouraging views 
of the scientific men, there is every reason 
to suppose that the future of the Marcont 
invention will be similar to that of the Roent- 
gen process. When the new v tion is | 
widely knownandis given out to the Western . 
world, its development will undoubtedly be 
rapid. On thisside of the water in particular 
thereare thousands of laboratories and work- 
shops which will at once ptc#up the new idea 
and devise numberless improvements and 
modifications, unti) many of its poseibilities 
are exhausted. This was the history of,the 
Roentgen rays, and will doubtless be that 
of the Marcon! rays. When the weaith of 
mechanical ingenuity and equipment exist- 
ing in ‘America has been lavished on the new 
discovery, the possible results-fairly make 
the imagination reel. ‘ . 

And for the scientists, if the gew. waves 
possess the attributes claimed by the dis- 
coverer, the hope they hold out is most 
stupendous. The air is full of promises of 
miracles. The certainty is that some strange 
things are coming—and coming soon. Any 
startling mew development regarding the 
ether, such as this may easily be, makes the 
scientific, world tremble with anticipation. 

At present there is a something in the 
action of the ether which defies the greatest. 
of the investigators. It ts the cause which 
makes certain atoms attract other atoms, 
makes crystallization take place, makes the 
phenomenon of life itself. It is possible io 
form by chemistry, for Instance, all the 
changes and products which are produced 
in the functions of Hving matter. An arti- 

lal animal can be constructed which will 

ave all the exact attributes and properties . 
of &% living animal—except the life. What 
this mysterious force—this undiscoverable . 
ether action—really is will probably be 
known when once the great problem of the 
constitution of the ether is known. At pres-. 
ent all science is rapidly focusing .on the

When some wonderful brain gives the 


world a working hypothesis regarding that. 


mysteriéus substance the developments 
awaiting in all branches of science will fair- 
lv make the world move. Chemistry, medi- 
cme, electricity, light, heat, sound, ph

the scientific demonstration of a future life—. 
all hang waiting on a solution of the mys-- 
tery of the ether. And the great thinkers 
admit that it is coming. What is needed 
is a Columbus of science to give to the world 
a new continent greater than those which 
now exist.

TRAVELS OF DR. A. DONALDSON 
SMITH IN USRWNOWN AFRICA, 


Young Philadelphian Writes a Volume 
of Experiences Among Savage 
Wilds Hitherto Unexplored by 
White Men—Expedition Combined 
a Hant for Big Game with Scientific 
Researches and Yielded Many 
Specimens New to Science. 


BOOK that has been waited for with 

a good deal of pleasant anticipation 

is Dr. A. Donaldson Smith's “ Through 

Unknown African Countries,’ which 

will be published simultaneously in New 

York and London in the course of a few days 
by Edward Arnold. : 

Dr. Donaldson Smith is a Philadelphian, 


though his: book is published by an English 


publisher. He returned from Africa by way 
of London, where he was entértained by the 
Royal Geographical Society and other scien- 
tific bodies. 

A number of publishers made overtures 
to him for his book, but he made choicc of 
Mr. Arnold because of personal friendship. 
Dr. Smith is a young man and a man of 1n- 
dependent means... He is a graduate of one 
er two. universities both here and abroad 
ana he has_ filled up the time between his 
university dareers with travel—not travel 
over beaten paths, but travels through wild 
countries in search of big game. His expe- 
dition to Africa was made in the interests 
of science rather than of sport, and he took 
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and then again many columns 

formed arched tunnels. Along the 
edge of the river as it through, the 
mountain .the columne occurred fn ‘ 
or occasionally only a few yards apart, their 
great bases forming a series of stepa dc wn 
to the water’s ei¢ge.”’ 

To get through these archways he had to 
let himself down carefully some twenty feet, 
where he found himself in a large; gloomy 
chamber which had evidertly been used by 
natives for generations to offer up sacrifices.

Refused Permission to Advance. 


After waiting several days for Menelek’s 
letter, it finally came, and in i permission 
was absolutely refused for Dr. Donaldson 
Smith and his party to proceed any further. 
The only thing was to go around by an- 
other way, so he determined to once more 
push for Lake Rudolph by going to the 
southwest. The journey was beset by many 
adventures, Lions and h¥enas prowled 
about their camps at night, and the former 
even showed themselves by day. Dr. Don- 
aldson Smith describes an exciting night 
when he witnessed a fight between a party 
of lions and as many as thirty or forty 
hyenas. “‘No one,” he says, ‘“‘who has 
not experienced it, can have any !dea of the 
amount of noise that a lot of hyenas make 
when they are engaged in a fight. Their 
howls change to deep, loud’ roars, very 
nearly, equal in strength to the roars of 
lions,”’ A 

There were sudden rushes on the part of 
both the lions and hyenas in the present 
case, terminating in ferocious battles, in 
which it was hard to distinguish the roars 
of one from the other. All this went on 
within thirty yards of where Dr. Donaldson 
Smith lay with his gun ready to shoot in 
case any of the animals got too near. 

During the course of their journey Dr. 
Donaldson Smith and his party were at- 
tacked by hostile tribes and some of his 
black boys were killed. He found sky- 
rechete very effective weapons for use 
at night. When the natives saw 
the stars falling, as they thought, they 
believed Dr. Donaldson Smith to be a con- 
juror, and this had more effect upon them 
than the firing of his guns. The Arbore 
blacks were not as friendly as some whom 
he met on his journey, and they attacked 
his camp, but though they fought with poi- 
soned arrows and outnumbered Dr. Donald- 
son Smith’s party the guns of the latter 


| did effective work and won the day. 


Found a Tribe of Pigmies. 


Dr. Donaldson Smith not only discovered 
@ lake which he named Lake Donaldson, 
but he discovered a tribe of pizgmies. He 
had been told by certain natives that he 
would meet a ‘*‘ doko” tribe on his journey 
and noticed that the term was used as an 
expression of contempt. To his surprise 
he found that the ** dokos”’ were a race of 
pigmies and that their racial name was 
Dume. They had apparently never seen 
white men before and at first were very sus- 
picious of them. Finally about twenty of 
them threw down their bows ani arrows, 
and, picking up some grass, walked into 
Some of them carried a small piece 
which they usually wore 
around the neck, but sometimes around the 
waist. Its chief use was as a mat to He 
on. With the. exception of this cne bit of 
skin,

The tribes that live around this lake are 
not particularly friendly, and the women he 
describes as being most disgusting-looking, 
their lower lips being pierced and distended 
by a piece of wood two inches long and 
three-quarters of an inch thick. Nothing of 
the lower lip was seen except a piece of 
mucous membrane that encircled the wooden 
plug. To add still further to their ugliness 
the two upper front teeth were extracted and 
their tongues usually projected from their 
mouths, so that they talked with a lisp.

Many Specimens Collected. 


Dr. Donaldson Smith camped for a time on 
Lake Rudolph, and eanployed his time in 
hunting large game. When he arrived in 
Pngland he had beem gone a little over a 
year and a half, and brought with him a 
number of species of birds, reptiles, mam- 
malia, etc., new to science. Of birds he 
brought 700 specimens and of reptiles 800. 
The plants collected numbered over 300 speci- 
mens, butterflies over 1,000, and mammelia 
over 200. : 

Since writing his book Dr. Donalkson 
Smith has added over the date of Nov. 24, 
1896, some observations on the political sit- 
uation in Northeast Africa. There can be 
little @oubt, he believes, that it its only a 
question of time when all Africa will be 
divided among European powers, and it is 
therefore a matter of the greatest inter- 
national importance which country shall be 
the posseswor of Abyssinia and the land 
adjacent to it on the south and west. From 
the opportunity he personally had of study- 
ing the ‘warlike qualities of the Abyssinians 
he has formed the opinion that the gaining of 
Abyssinia alone by a nation conquering 
Menelek would not be commensurate with 
the difficulties and cost In men and treasure 
which would be entailed.

A friend, Mr. Fred Gillett, went with him, 
and they engaged a company of native Af- 
ricans to accompany them on their journey. 
Camels and donkeys were secured to carry 
the stores, and by the middle of July, 1884, 
they found themselves well on their journey. 


Trouble in Abyssinia. 


In Abyssinia Dr. Donaldson Smith was 
given a royal reception at hrst, but later 
was not treated so well. Gen. Wal-da- 
gubbra would not allow him to proceed 
without a permit from Emperor Menelek. 
Accordingly he dispatched a letter to the 
Emperor. 

While waiting for Menelek’s reply Dr. 
Donaldson Smith visited some curfous caves 
thirty miles to the south of Ginea. The 
manner in which the water had carved the 
rocks gave the appearance of buildings that 
had been made by hands. “ There was a 
method about the whole scheme of col- 
umns,” says Dr. Donaldson Smith, “‘ with 
their very ornate capitals, round symmet- 
rical bodies, and splendid bases that seemed 
to havé emanated from the diviue inspira- 
tion of a wonderful sculptor. We stood for 
a while contemplating this scene and then 
passed under an arch and through a nat- 
ural temple composed of a little group of 
columns of white translucent rock, support- 
ing a roof of solid granite. When he 
emerged on the other side words could not 


ments were disks of zinc, which hung from 
the nose and almost concealed the lips. 
Pigmies, he believes, inhabited the whole 
country north of Lakes Stephanie and Ru- 
dolph long before any of the cther tribes 
now to be found in the neighborhood, but 
they have been gradually killed off in war 
and have lost their characteristics by in- 
termarriage with people of larger stature, 
so that only this one little remnant, the 
Dumé4, remains to prove the existence of 
a pigmy race.

He got a 
glimpse of two of them about a hundred 
yards away. They were black, and wore 
only a narrow strip of leather round the 
waist. They were a little emalier than the 
men. It was not far from the place where

Smith found troops of the most beautifh 
monkeys he had ever seen. They were large 
and covered with thick biack fur, with a 
long fringe of white hair hanging down the 
sides of their bodies, and their beauty was 
further increased by a long black tail, tipped 
with a white brush, that waved gracefully to 
and fro as they jumped about the treetops. 
Dr. Donaldson Smith was now getting near 
Lake Rudolph, and July 10 he caught sight 
of its waters. ** Yes,’’ he exclaims, ‘‘ Ru- 
dolph was in sight, and I felt I had attained 
in @ measure the greatest ambition of my 
life, that of being able to add a little drop 
to: the sea of knowledge possessed by civil- 
ized mankind.” Lake Rudolph he describes 
as lying in a shallow sort of basin in an open 
country which slopes very gradually towards 
the Tanna River and the mouth of the Jub 
from its southeast end, and which is con- 
tinued in a northwesterly direction as an 
almost level plain to the Valley of the Nile. 
He found the lake to vary in depth from two 
to twenty-five feet. Its elevation is over 
1,200 feet above the sea level. Of course

TO RAISE CATS FOR THEIR SKINS. 


Company Is Formed at Lacon, I1l., and 
Is Negotiating for a Site of 
Operations. 


Lacon, Iil., March 5.—[(Special.]—Cat farm- 
ing is the latest industry to be taken up in 
Illinois. It is also perhaps the most curious. 
Except in mouse-infested dwellings the 
house cat has not generally been eerste 5 
a particularly valuable animal. Kittens es- 
pecially have been looked upon as somewhat 
of a nuisance because it has been thought 
necessary to drown them. But certain men 
in Lacon have discontinued this practice, 
have thrown away the tin pails in which 
they were accustomed to carry out the exe- 
cutions, and have set themselves to accumu- 
late all the kittens they can, to feed them 
and watd@h them grow, and ultimately skin 
them. For it is the skins and not the kittens 
upon which these same men have their eyes. 

Last Saturday a company was organized. 
Its officers are: President, A. R. Hancock; 
Vice-President, J. H: Thompson; Secretary, 
L. T. Wood; Treasurer, Frank Martin; At- 
torney, Homer Barney. Its capital stock is 
$10,000, all of which has been taken, and the 
object of its existence is to raise cat skins 
for the market. A committee is now nege- 
tiating for a tract of 160 acres of timber 
land for the cat farm. 

The originator and prime mover in the 
enterprise is Thomas McEntee. When he 
first approached citizens of Lacon with his 
scheme grave suspicions of his sanity were 
aroused. A cat farm not being among the 
things commonly met with on Illinois prai- 
ries was considered a visionary scheme. 
But Mr. McEntee had figures and facts to 
back him. There was money in it, accord- 
ing to his statements. Moreover, he hada 
brilliant idea in connection with it. His plan 
was to raise rats also, and to bring up the 
two sorts of animals on each other—to feed 
the cats on rats and the ratsoncats. Inthe 
latter. case the cats would have already 
served thelr purpose and lost their skins. 
Regarding the feasibility of the scheme he 
had no doubt, and before long he brought 
other people to his way of thinking. The 
formation of the company !s the result of his 
efforts. 

Mr. McEntee gave the details of the plan 
for cat farming substantially as follows: 

“It is well known that cat furs go much 
into the making of leather goods nowadays. 
There is a similar industry in California, 
and it is coining money. We propose to 
Start with 100 cats, maybe more. These cats 
will be the finest bred Maltese and black 
species. A cat breeds three times a year. 
Its HNtters vary, but an average of ten live 
kittens each year can be depended upon. 
With 100 breeders to start, we could have 
close to a million cats in four years’ time. 
The furs sell at 10 and 15 cents. Also, in 
the thousands of cats raised there are ex- 
ceptionally beautiful ones which will com- 
mand fancy prices as family pets. 

** While we raise cats, wé also raise rats. 
We feed the cats rats and the rats cats— 
that is, the rats thrive on the dead bodies of 
cats which have been skinned. We will also 
have a number of cows on the place to fur- 
mish milk for the kittens. The cats are kept 
in boxes, with a few acres of timberland 
fenced with wire in which to exercise. The 
rats are kept in any old tumble-down barn 
and logs strewn about, with grain stocked in 
ene corner.

WRECK GAS AND WATER MAINS. 


Many Engineers in Chicago Predict 
Great Damage to Underground 
Metal Work—Point te.the Serious 
Results from Stray Trolley Cur- 
rents in Other Cities—Other Elec- 
tricians Say the Advanced Methods 
Used Here Have Removed Difiicalty. 


F some day half of the gas pipes in the 
city burst open with a roar, if the huge 


leaks which inundate a large portion of 
the town, or if the elevated road structures 
sag and droop and finally tumble down like 
a house of cards, it will not surprise some of 
the electrical engineers in.Chicago. “ Elec- 
trolysis,”’ they will say, adding, ‘‘ I told you 
so” and muttering something about the 


“ deadly trolley.’’ 

Nor are the fears of these prophets of 
calamity entirely unfounded, judging from 
the experience of other cities. In Boston, 
Brooklyn, St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, 
Denver, and a dozen other places where the 
overhead trolley system is in general use 
happenings of a similar nature have been 
more or less common. In Omaha, in partic- 
ular, the damage done has been most sensa- 
tional. The mam standpipepf the water works 
there, a year or two ago, became under- 
mined and fell with a crash, shutting off 
both the water supply and the electric lights 
from the entire city. Some such trouble as 
this, say a few who ought to know, may easi- 
ly come to Chicago. 

Electrolysis is the hard-sounding name of 
a most pecullar action with which the stray 
currents from the trolley tracks «muse 
themselves while on their return journey to 
the power-houses from which they came. 
After being used in the motors of the street 
ears the subtle fluid tries its best to get 
back to the dynamo which made it by the 
easiest and shortest path it can find. If this 
happens to be a gas or water main instead 
of the wires and rails of the street railroad 
company it takes to the new route with the 
greatest avidity. The trouble comes when 
it has to leave this broad and pleasant way 
for the straight and narrow path which the 
company has provided, It appears as if the 
current were angry at its forced return to 
duty and does all the damage, that it can. 
In its departure from the pipes it takes small 
particles of the metal’ with it, in process of 
time honeycombing the sides of the,.con- 
duits, no matter what their size or material 
may be. Where the leakage is great it takes 
only a féw months to destroy the heaviest 
engineering work. 

Depredations in Other Cities. 

Some of the strange freaks of this action 
are constantly cropping out in all of the 
cities that are addicted to the troiley habit. 
in St. Louis a short time ago it was feund 
by an enterprising saloonkeeper that a wire, 


his basement and at the other to the gas 
main which ran by in the street, would fur- 
nish sufficient current both to supply his 
place with light and to run several small 
electric fans. This fact was undoubtedly 
fue to thé waste trolley currents trying to 
find an easier path for a return to the power- 
house than was afforded by the water pipes. 
The joke of this situation was that the trol- 
ley company was not being robbed of current 
at all, but on the contrary was grateful to 
the saloonkeeper for making the return of 
the.electric fluid more easy. 

In two or three Western towns the street 
railroad companies have been sued by the 
gas and water companies for damages to 
pipes. The most notable case was that of 
the Omaha trouble mentioned, where it was 
proved that the street trolley currents had 
returned to the power-house by meansof the 
city water pipes, jumping away at the bot- 
tom of the standpipe to get into the power 
plant. Where the fluid left the water mains 
the huge iron uprights had been worn toa 
Shell, causing at last the fall of the 
étructure. 

Another sample of the trouble caused to 
miscellaneous pipes about trolley towns has 
been constantly recurring in Brooklyn. It 
was found on a water front property, near 
che foot of Fulton street, a converging point 
for trolley lines. A pipe 400 feet long along 
this pier was used for twenty-five years with- 
out the necessity for repairs. In 1893 leaks 
‘were discovered, and a new pipe of galvan- 
ized iron was placed. Six months later new 
leaks were found, and an examination 
showed that the pipe was riddled with holes 
and in @ general state of decomposition. 
The first explanation was that the pipe was 
of pure iron, anda dispute with the plumbers 
foliowed. Unusual care was shown in the 
repairs. A lead pipe was substituted, and 
to prevent the possibility of destruction for 
years the pipe was laid in a spruce box coated 
with tar, the space between the pipe and the 
wood being filled with sand. 


Leaks in Eight Months. 


Eight months later the pipe was leaking. 
Examination showed that sections of it were 
perforated with holes. The theory that 
electricity from the trolley lines corroded 
the pipes was then suggested, and the trol- 
ley companies tried to remedy the waste by 
trying to divert the current from the pipe. 
The remedy was of no avail. Then a pipe 
was laid as before except that cement was 


‘poured in the space between the pipe and 


the box. It was believed that if the pipe 
was again destroyed the hardened cement 
would form a conduit for the water. 

Chicago’s previous immunity from the an- 
tics of these vagrant electric currents is 
laid by those who think that the troubles 
are yet to come to the fact that this city was 
slow in adopting the trolley system. It is 
only a short time since the overhead wire 
has been used to any extent, they say, and 
when sufficient time has elapsed we will 
hear:of all manner of mysterious and costly 
calamities. Remedy: Put both wires un- 
derground and insulate them. 

Prominent among the leaders of this dan- 
ger-fearing class is City Blectrician John 
P. Barrett. He makes no hesitation in say- 
ing that trouble is sure to ultimately follow 
from the widespread use of the trolley svs- 
tem to which Chicago is now committed. 
There have been some cases already reported 
from the southern part of the city, he says, 
and it is only a question of time when the 
central portions will begin to show similar 
results. When that time comes the damages 
will be enormous. 

“It is only a matter of a few years,” said 
Mr. Barrett, “when the effects of elec- 
trolysis from the trolley currents are going 
to be felt in this city. The great damag 
likely to occur from the action of the return 
currents has always been one of my reasons 
for opposing the overhead trolley. Advanced 
Inethods of construction are, of course, a 
help, but they do not remove the trouble 
entirely. I told the engineer of one of the 
elevated railroads that using his structure 
as a ground diminished the life of the iron 
at least two-thirds. Just wait awhile, and 
we will see a sad state of affairs in Chicago 
as = result of the great number of trolley 
.roads.”’ 


Other Side of the Story. 


This fear of trouble from electrolysis is 
not shared by the engineers of the various 
street railroad companies. The very fact 
that Chicago was :so slow to take up the 
overhead trolley, they think, has been the 
salvation of this city. The majority of the

has produced Lorimer Stoddard’s 

Gramatization of “ Tess of the d’Urbevilles.” 

Minnie Maddern Fiske, in spite of her per- 
sistent endeavor to portray the woman with 
& past, is naturally so good an actress that 
the warmth of the reception which attended 
her new, play must be attributed in large 
measure to her own attractions, for it is 
certain that the evil habit of maltreating 
‘the fine works of our best novelists for stage 
purposes has never been better demonstrated 
than en the present occasion. 

Not only is Thomas Hardy one of the fore- 
but “ Tess ” is 
considered by most of his aXtmirers as his 


most powerful creation. She is the most 
perfect example of the woman who goes 
astray without losing her purity. Her story 
is among the most entrancing records of 
modern heroines. Above all there ts a sense 
ef doom which constantly weighs upon the 


mind of the reader, calling forth his strong- 


est emotions of pity and terror, that ts at 
once the perfection of symbolism and the 
mark of a powerful genius. 

Mr.. Lorimer Stoddard has utterly failed 


aS: to reproduce the distinctive power of the 


book in his play. Subjected to the glare of 
the footlights-the story of the wronged girl 
becomes sordid and prosaic; more than that, 
the confession which Tess makes upon the 
eve of her wedding day, instead of being one 
of the most effective patts of the play, be- 
comes merely distasteful. In fact, on the 

Tess is nothing more than a woman 
with a stale story of past indiscretion, while 
Alec is transformed from a human brute 
to the cynical villain that is !ndispensable 
to every vulgar melodrama. 

It is possible that, judged simply upon its 
Own. merits, Mr. Stoddard’s play may be 
passably interesting, and is certainly well 
acted by Mrs. Fiske and Charles Coghlan. 
But, whatever success may attend the pres- 
entation, Mr. Stoddard has none the less 
committed a literary crime of a sort that 
ie growing far too common nowadays. It 
is so much easier to,take a popular novel 
and td cut it into stage lengths than to 
write an original play that one can almost 


‘ sympathize with the playwright who is not 


ashamed to spoil a great work in order to 
fill his pockets with lightly earned royal- 
ties. In many cases, moreover, the novel- 
ist suffers no loss. Mr. Stanley Weyman, 
for instance, is not such a great literary 
we feel it a desecratfon to 


vulgarizing and cheapening the real monu- 
ments of modern fiction by covering them 
with tawdry costumes and grease paint it 
an entirely different matter. Poor Du 
Maurier, perhaps, suffered the, greatest 
wrong, because his best work made so suc- 
cessful a play. Mr. Hardy will probably 
be more fortunate, for it is not likely that 
Mr. poddard’s melodramatic idea of 
“Tess” will attract enough sensible people 
to spoil their interest in the book forever. 
Of course, it may be argued that a great 


_ playwright can make a good drama out of 


the material a novel affords as well as from 
anything else. Undoubtedly he can, but he 
has the self-respect not to do it. It is left 
for young and incompetent writers, who 


- would be hopelessly incapable of creating 


an original work, to filch the plots and 
characters of great men, adding a little dia- 
logue and incident of their own, which is 
neraily just sufficient to show the coarse 
nd of the mechanic. It is true that they 
earn only a small measure of fame, but ifa 
lay, standing on the merits of the original 
ok, is able to attract public attention, the 


. foyalties which come to the dramatist are 


pufficient to compensate for a lack of no- 
toriety; it is far better to be successful at 
the expense of another than to starve in 
gtriving for originality.

HOHOES OF THE OPERA. 


Routined opera singers have often main- 
tained that they were able to tell the social, 
inteNectual, and musical makeup of an au- 
dience by the nature of the applause, and it 
is not difficult to understand how this is pos- 
sible. On this basis, however, it might well 
be argued that the best-drilled operatic au- 
dience has not been much “ en evidence ”’ at 
the Auditorium during the last two weeks, 
for the general character of the applause 
has been of a nature to indicate that the 
auditors were none too familiar with the 
great lyric works to which they were listen- 
ing. It has been repeatedly evident that the 
audience was ignorant of the “ends” of 
different arias and other numbers, and many 
of the most exquisite passages have been 
broken in upon and rendered inaudible by 
bursts of applause which would have “been 
heard a little later were the audience more 
familiar with what was taking place upon 
the stage. However, one should never en- 
deavor to curb enthusiasm, even if it lack 
definite organization, for there is none too 
much of it nowadays. Still, there are cer- 
tain little niceties concerning this matter of 
applause which should not be overlooked. 
An Itallan carried away with admiration 
for the work—say of Jean de Reszke—shouts 
out “** Breve,” which signifies literally ‘‘ you 
are a brave fellow,” or, in our English sense 
of it, “ you have done bravely.’’ So far, so 
good, but Italian being a language in which 
genders are more closely defined than with 
us, if the same enthusiast wished to pay a 
similar tribute to—say Mme. Calvé—he 
would shout “ Brava,” this being the femi- 
nine form of the same word and the properly 
grammatical manner of paying the same 
compliment to a woman. This may be a 
trifle, but it must seem very funny to men 
like the De Reszkes, Plancon, Ancona, and 
Lassalle to hear wild shouts of “ Brava— 
brava!’ from the audience in appreciation 
of their efforts, for this compliment despite 
ites evident sincerity, casts a doubt upon 
thelr sex which is amusing, to gay the least

Literary merit is purposely put in the back- 
ground in this estimate, for it really seems 
to have little to do with the question. It 
must be clear that a man of average com- 
mon sense who is daily brought together 
with ‘artists, politicians, diplomatists, and 
other interesting people must be Able to 
carry away something each day which will 
prove of interest to others if he can only re- 
member it and “ reproduce ’”’ it in a divert- 
ing fashion. Thus, if such a man kept care- 
ful notebook, setting down each day every 
little occurrence, remark, or anecdote which 
could possibly seem of any general interest, 
he should be able finally to produce some 
‘‘memoirs’’ which would be really worth 
reading. ‘To illustrate this theory here is an 
attempt—based upon a recent trifling occur- 
rence at the opera—to write a paragraph 
in the “ Englishman in Paris” style (of 
course the reader must assume this to be an 
excenpt from a book published, say, twenty 
years hence): 

“Jt. was during the celebrated Nordica- 
De .Reszke disagreement and while the 
Metropolitan Opera company was playing 
its annual engagement in Chicago. At a 
rough guess I should say it wasin 1897—at all 
events the business was very bad, there Nav- 
ing been all sorts of financigl and political 
revulsions which had caused a series of 
panics and the people had little or no money 
to spend for amusements, least of all such 
expensive amusements as grand Italian op- 
era. One night Meyerbeer’s ‘‘ L’Africane ”’ 
was produced, an opera in which Mme. Nor-~ 
dica had always been a prime favorite, and 
on this oceasion in her place Mme. Litvinne, 
an excellent singer, was appearing as Selika. 
There were plenty of celebrities in the cast— 
both De Reszkes, Lassalle, and Plancon— 
and the performance was admirable in every 
respect, considerable interest being added 
from the fact that Mlle. Engle, a native Chi- 
cagoan, was singing the grateful music of 
Inez. Everything progressed smoothly until 
the last act, where poor Selika, deserted by 
the faithless Vasco da Gama, seeks death 
from the fatal perfume of the Manzanilla 
tree—doubtless akin to the Upas tree. 

‘“* Mancinelil, one of the best known ‘ maes- 
tri’ of that period, was conducting, .and 
when the time came for the chorus—behind 
the scenes—to sing the soft strains which 
accompany Selika’s demise, while the Span- 
ish lothario’s ship is seen sailing away in 
the distance, Mancinelli touched what he 
thought was the electric button communi- 
eating with the chorus behind the scenes, 
but what was in reality the curtain bell. As 
a natural result, in the midst of Mme. Lit- 
vinne’s most heartrending strains of im- 
passioned death music, the curtain dropped 
with the well-known ‘ dull, sickening thud’ 
of the old-time journalists. Every one was 
horrified, and naturaliy enough Mme. Lit- 
vinne was furious. The conductor, badly 
‘rattled,’ as the phrase used to go, rang the 
curtain up again and the prima donna, who 
had gotten up and started to leave the stage, 
returned to her rustic death-bed and re- 
sumed the sad business cf dying.. Poor, 
dear old ‘ Gigi,’ as his hosts of friends used 
to call Mancinelli, was really more cut up 
about it than any one else, and the chief 
joke of the whole affair was that there were 
a large number of people who seemed to 
think that the matter hag something to do 
with the Nordica affair, and that the 
‘maestro,’ being a friend of hers, had tried 
to humiliate the other lady for her sake! A 
perfectly preposterous proposition, of 
course, but not more crazy than ninme-tenths 
of what was talked and written about the 
celebrated disagreement between the great 
tenor, Jean de Reszke, and the delightful 
dramatic soprano, Lillian Nordica, the 
whole of which story will be related in a 
future chapter.” 

There, is not that about the type of thing 
which fills pages and pages of ‘“‘An En- 
glishman in Paris’’? and could not such 
things be “‘ written up”’ by the yard by any 
half-way observant person? Whether it is 
interesting or not is another question, but it 
ought to prove reas@nably amusing twenty- 
five vears hence, and at least it has the style 
of the chatty chronicler who knows every- 
thing about everybody and heard it all from 
the very persons themselves!

There is no reason why 
sympathize with those who are asking 
whether ‘the public really wants grand 
opera. Of course they want it—it is the 
most beautiful and the most universally 
popular form of amusement in the world, 
but—it costs too much for the present time 
and circumstances. Look for a moment at 
the tremendous success of the Castle Square 
Opera company in Boston. For nearly two 
years, summer and winter, this company 
has been giving grand opera with a scale of 
prices headed with 50 cents, and the large 
theater is constantly crowded.. As toarti&tic 
merit, it cannot be of the best’upon that 
scale, but it certainly is much above the 
average. Recently this company put on 
Lohengrin” and ran it for three weeks 
steadily to sold-out houses. Does this look 
as if the people were tired of 
What they are tired of is enormous 
prices and not always getting their money's 
worth. It does no good to reiterate that 
Americans are spolied and want too much, 
for if that be true it is these very samé man- 
agers who have spoiled them by giving them 
too much in the past—once a man setsa gait 
he must keep up to it or suffer. Greas 
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with curiosity, a desire to know what will 
follow next, and listens to the arguments in 
favor of the new creed unconvinced. 

One thought predominates—M. Sardou 
evidently set out to writea play for the great 
tragedienne who has added luster to his 
name—and everything is subordinate to the 
role of Simone, portrayed by Mme, Bern- 
hardt, in which she has occasion to run the 
entire gamut of human passion and to be 
seen at her best. A: masterly hand has 
woven a series of exciting incidents into a 
drama, which, in turn, has been so carefully 
studied, so well staged, and so well inter- 
preted by Bernhardt’s genius that with all 
its faults as a drama “ Spiritisme "” remains 
one of the most interesting productions of 
the day. 

‘‘Is M. Sardou a plagiarist?”’ is a question 
which the production of “ Spiritisme”’ has 
aroused in the mind of more than one critic. 
It has been claimed that the plot of “‘ Spir- 
iitisme ”’ is similar to that of a little comedy 
produced some time ago at the Theatre des 
Nouveautés. That Victorien Sardou is too 
great a dramatist to plagiarize goes without 
saying, and the only just observation to be 
made is that the fundamental incidents of 
the plot of ‘*‘ Spiritisme ”’ aré so ordinary in 
character that they have served as a fougda- 
tion upon which many an author has built 
his play. 

How the Play Begins. 

The first scene opens at a watering resort 
im the villa of M. d’Aubenas, who is devoted 
to the science of communing with the unseen 
world, and who, thus preoccupied, fails to 
keep an eye on his wife, Simone, heroine 
of the play, who takes occasion to deceive 
her husband with Mikaél, who hopes to 
eventually marry her when she has obtained 
a divorce from her spirit-hunted husband. 

In this opening scene at the villa of M. 
d’Aubenas M. Sardou introduces a discussion 
upon spiritualism among the characters 
of the piece, and the dialogue is entirely 
upon that subject. To more forcibly illus- 
trate his theories, tables move, Knocks are 
responded to, and the spirits are aH well 
manipulated by the stage hands of the 
prettiest theater in Paris, La Renaissance. 

After the first act M. Sardou drops spirit- 
ualism and does not trouble himself or the 
players again with the subject until the last 
act, where it comes in quite conveniently 
to restore the erring Simone to her husband’s 
arms. 

The real action of the drama commences 
in the second act, when Simone, who has 
had a rendezvous with her lover, misses the 
train she should have taken to return home, 
which, however, is taken by her maid. There 
is a catastrophe. The train is wrecked and 
the body of the maid, burnt beyond recog- 
nition, is discovered by the sorrowing hus- 
band, who believes it to be that of his wife, 
owing to the jewelry belonging to the latter 
which is found on the charred corpse. 
Simone, who has been hiding, hears she is 
suppesed to be dead and resolves to remain 
so to her husband and proposes to her lover 
to fly with him. But Mikaél has a con- 
science, and is not inclined to fy with 
Simone unless she has a divorce from her 
legitimate husband. Here commences the 
great scene of the drama, where Bernhardt 
raves, entreats, threatens, scorns, and final- 
ly abandons her lover, whom she deter 
mines to have killed. Then she determines 
to return to her husband. 


Plot Hangs on Spirits. 


It is here sfirits come in han4y to assist M. 
Sardou in completing his drama. The be- 
reaved husband constantly invokes the spirit 
of his departed wife, who, hearing of it, de- 
termines to portray the ghost of herself. 

The scene opens with M. d’Aubenas in his 
study invoking the spirit of his dead wife. 
Simone appears, gliding across the back- 
ground,the moonlight full upon her. M. @’Au- 
benas is enchanted. He converses with the 
spirit of his idol, who tells him she cannot 
enter the blessed kingdom unless forgiven 
her sins against him. The enraptured hus- 
band at once pronounces the necessary par- 
don, and then Simone adds tWat if living 
would he pardon so readily? M. d’'Aubenas 
assents and Simone falls in the arms of her 
husband. 

To see Mme, Bernhardt glide across the 
stage in the final act is to witness one of the 
most picturesque bits of acting that la di- 
vine Sarah has ever accomplished. It is 
something to dream about. 

Every move, every gesture is the personifi- 
cation of grace, and there is no question but 
that Mme. Sarah is looking younger than 
ever. Even more so off the stage than on, 
and yet Mme. Bernhardt’s methods for pre- 
serving her youth, if one might call her daily 
life her “ methods,” are every one opposite 
to supposed standards. 

The average student of the art of beauty 
will tell that to be beautiful one must sleep, 
exercise, massage, and the use the many re- 
sources for Obtaining the freshness of 
youth. Strictly speaking, Sarah Bernhardt 
defies every established precedent. She 
sleeps little, ‘she never exercises, and thinks 
marriage well enough perhaps for every one 
but herseif—it is not her hobby. As for creams 
and lotions Mme. Sarah would as soon think 
of putting her hand in the fire as of using 
one. 7

She did not hesitate, but instantly replied: 
** Mental activity and constant work. Men- 
tal rust is the destroyer of physica! beauty. 
The beam is the center of physical force; 
mental activity means youth of intelleci, 
which must be reflected in the face. The 
average woman has not enough to think 
abeut that interests her, that diverts her 
mind. A hobby is a good thing if circum- 
stances raise a woman above the necessity 
of mental work. Then I say women shoul’ 
endeavor to feel young. Let them act young: 
let them dress youthfully. Perhaps one 
reason why actresses, as an average, look 
younger than any other class of women is 
that they play youthful parts and feel 
them.”’ 

Another creed in which Mme. Bernhardt 
believes is that of a simple diet and never 
overtaxing the digestive organs. That her 
table !s one of the most luxurious in Paris Is 
undisputed, that she herself is one of the 
most abstemious eaters is a fact. 

I have watched her at luncheon, particu- 
larly at some of her famous breakfasts, 
where one delicacy: after another tempted 
the appetite and rare old wines flowed 
abundantly. .Her meal is a simple chop, a 
little salad, and fruit. Wine for the guests, 
for herself milk diluted with apollinaris 
water, and no coffee or liquors. For supper 
after the performances Mme. Sarah eats a 
little more heartily, but habitually the milk 
and apollinaris water are her beverages, ard 
the lightest meats, fruits, and vegetables 
her food. 


Reserves Her Physical Powers. 


After her nightly performance at the 
theater and supper she retires to bed, which 
she does not often leave until noon the 
next day. 

To me one of the greatest secrets of her 
youthful appearance is her absolute re- 
serve of all muscular force, She never 
exerts herself. She never sits without a 
cushion behind her back and beneath her 
feet. She never strains her nerves by a 
glare of light in her home. Every ray of 
light is softened by draperies before it 
enters her apartments, where one cannot 
but feel a sense of relaxation, rest, and 
comfort. Mme. Bernhardt never takes 
what we call “ walks.” She drives to 
breathe the air, but she never indulges in 
fatiguing promenades under the false de- 
lusion that she will feel all the better for 
fatiguing herself. Her only real exercise 
she takes upon the stage, and it is, no 
doubt, the care with which she reserves her 
strength that gives her the great force of 
action that is the wonder of every one who 
witnesses a theatrical performance with 
Mme. Sarah Bernhardt in the leading rdle. 

Nearly every theater in Paris has offered

goers. Her simplicity, gayety, and absolute 
natural methods of interpretation never 
fail to fastinate, and there are moments in 
**Douloureuse” when the aetion of the 
piece and the interpretation 6of.the artists 
are both so absolutely real as to make one 
forget the theater, the glare of the foot- 
lights, and the faces in the audience, and to 
feel and live itn the scene with the artists, no 
—— artists but participants in the drama 
of life.

The music that Mr. Victor Herbert has 
written for ‘‘ The Serenade "’ must be frank- 
ly acknowlediged ae the best done by a con- 
temporary composer of light opera in a 
considerdble period. 

Two new light operas are shortly due in 
Chicago—the one Dr. Stanford’s *‘ Shamus 
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O’Brien,’’ to be heard at MeVicker’s tomor- 
row, and the other the “ Brian Boru” of 
Bdéwardes and Stange Just what thesetwo 
will prove themselves to be musically re- 
mains to be seen. 

But at this present moment “ The Seren- 
ade’ is well in advance of the music that 
is nowadays written. First of all, it is the 
work of a musician thoroughly in sympathy 
with his material and cognizant of the value 
and needs of the forces engaged. The qual- 
ity of humor, even more seldom in comic 
opera composers than in common mortals, 
distinguishes Mr. Herbert’s score. 

There are pages of sparkling melody, as 
pure in the comic opera quality as Offen- 
bach’s. The accompaniment in the orches- 
tra is deft and full of color. In detail there 
is the abundance of spontaneity. In con- 
sequence there is deHghtful absence of those 
conventionai stop-gaps which the major part 
of comic opera composers utilize to get from 
one rare idea to another yet rarer. 

The flow of melody is fluent always, and so 
far removed from the reminiscent that it 
may lay claim to an originality that one had 
feared almost grown obsolete.

There ¥s always a wide and varie 

as to which is the most popular oy egret 
highest types of each breed and branch of 
the great canine family inspire admiration 
and respect for intelligence, beauty, and gen- 
eral qualifications as the companion of man 
or woman. The collie is,always a favorite, 
and the finest in the land will be here. Among 
these are the famous dogs from the Crags- 
ton Kennels, owned by J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and a score or more of the Scotch beauties 
willarrive here tomorrow in their magnificent 
private car. The most valuable is Rufford 
Ormonde, the champion of England and 
America, who cost his owner the snug sum of 
$5,000 when but a little! over two years old. 
He held the championship of England before 
coming to@his country, and has been defeat- 
ed once in America by his kennel companion 
Sefton Hero, who will occupy the next bench, 
but the honors were immediately reclaimed 
by Ormonde. But among all the high-priced 
beauties, it is likely that none will attract 
more attention than the magnificent St. 
Bernard. A single quartet of these is valued 
at the snug figure of $45,000, which Is read- 
ily considered a fortune. Le Prince, the 
great representative of his class, has a 
valuation of $20,000, while his kennel ‘com- 
panion, Le Princess, reaches the figure of 
$15,000, and two puppies, Miss Mattie and 
Miss Frances, are rated at $5,000 each. While 
the prominent kennels and owners from far 
and near are so well represented, it is safe 
to predict that a number of the big prizes 
will be captured by local animals, as in a 
number of the classes some of the finest dogs 
in the country are nominated from this com- 
munity. There is an unusually large num- 
ber of fine strings, and a long list of ind!ivid- 
ual entries, some of them the most valuable 
in their classes. As a pedigree was not re- 
quired for eligibility in local entries, there 
will undoubtedly be some picturesque mem- 
bers on the benches, but altogether the local 
showing promises tosbe the largest and 
finest ever made in Chicago. 


Good Points Often Unappreciated: 


There is frequently a decided inappre- 
clatiog of the dog show on the part of both 
men and women who attend it, due simply 
to lack of such knowledge of the animals 
exhibited as will furnish the spectator witb 
intelligent Anterest. The woman admires a 
handsome animal, her escort agrees, but 
prefers one in an entirely different class; yet 
neither of*them knows what are the partic- 
ular points of excellence in the variety of 
dogs they are inspecting. This applies par- 
ticularly to the breeds that have grown in 
popular favor within the last two or three 
years and are not known so generally as 
they are to the dog fanciers and those inter- 
ested in the development of the different 
breeds. The work of a judge in deciding the 
superior points of the dogs brought before 
him in the ring isa great deal more than sim- 
ply poking his finger into the soft places, 
taking a critical glance at the poise and 
carriage, and guessing at the elevation of the 
tip of the nose from the ground. There are 
certain general specific qualities that must 
hold good. and the proper standard has long 
since been decided. , 

One of the most prominent judges of the 
coming show, and a recognized authority 
on all matters pertaining to this work, 
expresses himself: in the‘following manner 
when asked what is required of a judge 
when determining the superior points of the 
animals that are brought before him in a 
bench show: 

Duties of a Judge. 


‘“‘ First—He embodies the firmness to do 
every one justice as far as he knows, leav- 
ing all friendship behind when he steps in- 
side of the judges’ ring, for itis a well-known 
fact that he who tries to please all, pleases 
none. 

‘* Second—He should be familiar with the 
standards of the breeds he passes judgment 
on. There should be no exception to this 
rule, either in sporting or non-sporting 
classes.- In addition to this, specially in the 
sporting classes, he should bave a know!l- 
edge, the result of actual experience, of the 
field work required of such dogs as pointers, 
setters, greyhounds, foxhounds, beagles, 
spaniels, etc., to enable him to properly judge 
of the best form for the several kinds. 

“ Third—When such dogs are in the show 
ring he should be able to weigh the good and 
the bad points of each properly, giving cred- 
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it to the more important in comparison to 
those of less importance. For instance, take 
a known case of a dog with a poor shoulder 
and other inferior points which Avas placed 
over one that carried its stern too far over 
its back; yet the shoulder is rated much high- 
er, about three times as much as stern, the 
latter counted as five points, which if cut 
50 per cent, a big cut, would take off only 
two an& one-half points, which might read- 
ily be made up. But the sight displeased the 
judge, and the dog suffered unjustly. 

“A judge cannot be too exact in requiring 
that dogs for field use be clean-limbed, hav- 
ing good feet with shoulders, and driving 
power suitable for their work. In other 
species he should be a thorough judge, not 
only of the form but the color and texture 
of coat and proper markings of the several 
breéds. In all breeds good movement should 
be required, 

“Finally, he should be courteous to all, 
avoiding any remark that will wound the 
feelings of any one, and a manner that would 
give the ‘mpression he is the only one fit- 
a for the position he has been asked to 


“This embraces the general subject of 
what is required, but to the uninitiated it is 
wise to be posted a little on the essential 
and individual points. Each class and breed 
has a different standard entirely, as the 
slighest variation from the general construc- 
tion in many instances means an entirely dif- 
ferent type.” 4 


Points Which Mark Good Dogs. 


The points which mark good dogs in a 
variety of classes may be summed up with 
comparative brevity. If a judge were to use 
a tape line in measuring the proportions of 
the St. Bernard he would follow the follow- 
ing standard: Nose to stop, 4%4 inches; stop 
to occipital bone, 8% inches; girth of muzzle, 
17 inches; girth of skuH, 27 inches; girth of 
neck, 283 inches; length of back from sheul- 
der blades to tail, 32 inches; height at shoul- 
der and loin, 33 inches; girth of chest, 41 
inches; girth of loin, 34 inches: girth of arm, 
3 inches; below elbow, 12 inches. The St. 
Bernard should wear a look of benevolent 
dignity, the eye being dark and somewhat 
eunken and showing the haw, cwing to 
the excess of loose skin from lips to dewlap, 
which drags the lower eyelid down; the 
neck should be thick and arched, showing 
strength, shoulder sloping, loin strong, fore- 
legs with plenty of bone and muscle, perfect- 
ly straight in front and strong at pastern, 
muscular quarters and thighs, hind legs well 
bent from stifle to hock, and straight from 
there to the ground. The matter of color is 
secondary to getting a dog with good pro- 
portions, although the most desirable mark- 
ings are a rich orange shading to black, 
Pmnagen am 5 on the face, white muzzle, with 

laze running through to color, legs and tip 
of tail white. With good proportions comes 
a head of character, which is enhanced by 
great depth from the eye to the bottom of 
the jaw, which gives the desired dignity of 
expression. 

It requires a keen eye and careful knowl- 
edge of the subject to judge a pointer, owing 
to the clearness of all the graceful outlines. 
The expression should be that of bright in- 
telligence, the head showing good widitth and 
depth of skull, with clean, fat cheeks. The 
muzzle should be long, of good width, and 
deep, coming out clean from the eye, with 
well defined stock. The neck should be 
slightly arched on top, devoid of throatiness 
or hoose skin at the throat, and of good 
length, running into clean, flat, sloping

derful I was looking there one day at two 
large, handsome polar bears, confined in a 
spacious cage. Immediately alongside of 
them three fine Esquimaux dogs had been 
put that morning. The dogs had recognized 
their burly foes at once and, full of excite- 
ment, had not ceased to rush up and down, 
growling and barking at the bigger and 
wholly indifferent brutes, 

A line of iron bars was all that divided the 
latter from the unamiable new artivals, and 
presently one of the bears carelessly leaned 
against the grating, his ear sticking through 
into the canine side. In a flash one of the 
dogs had his teeth into the ear, and a roar 
that no Bull of Bashan could have rivaled 
went up from the astonished plantigrade as 


not secure it to the same extent as at home,

This is a city where a man that can do 
something, a lady who has “ the manner,” 
a youngster of good pedigree, or a demoiselle 
of more than ordinarily effective grace and 
beauty, is just as welcome though hailing 
from a New England village, the Mississippi 
Valley, beyond the Sierras, or elsewhere as 
the best known Gothamites of them all. 
The latter cannot quite understand why this 
is so, but the fact has found its way into 
their not exceptionally brilliant minds and 
they know better than to try to alter it.

|; Claimed that any well-dressed man with 
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shoulders. Elbows must be close to the 
body, and legs not too wide apart and per- 
fectly straight, terminating in feet with well 
arched toes close together. Ribs should be 
well sprung, the back strong, loins slightly 
arched, while quarters and hind legs should 
show plenty of muscle, with good bend to 
the hocks, which should be clean and bony. 
The pointer usually stands wide bebind, 
and when he walks he swings his back a 
little. The tail is rather short and carriage 
straight. There are many points of failing 
in this breed of dog, the most general one, 
next to the head, being in the shoulders. 


Characteristics of the English Setter. 


The English setter provides a happy me- 
dium between the lighter racing-built bred 
Irish and the heavy black-and-tan Gordon. 
The head of the Engtish setter is of moderate 
length, softer in every outline than that ofe 
the pointer, and with’the skull narrowing 
slightly at the back where the ears are set 
on. A requirement is a sharp and straight 
muzzie from the abrupt stop. and should 
terminate squarely with a large wide nose. 
The coat of the setter prevents his outline 
of body from being clearly seen, but he 
shoula snow a sfight arch to the neck and 
over the loin. The point of arch and gen- 
eral formation of neck, shoulders, and legs 
are found by the hand of the judge. The eye 
is larger and softer than in the pointer, and 
should never show the haw. The legs should 
be straight in front and not too long, with 
well-built hind legs, strong pasterns and 
hock. The coat should be straight and plen- 
tiful, the gloss indicating a state of health. 

A larger and heavier dog than the fore- 
going, although built on English lines, is 
the Gordon setter. He has a deeper muzzle, 
with more lip, dark eye, short tail, which 
gives a shortness in appearance on back 
which does not, or should not, exist. The 
color should be a glossy black, with rich 
mahogany tan markings. 

Compared with the English breed the Irish 
setter has a longer and narrower head: a 
brown eye, almost approaching a spaniel’s 
in tenderness of expression: a deep red nose 
to match the coat; ears set on very far back; 
a narrower and deeper chest, with echorter 
back ribs, and somewhat of a greyhound 
outline below from chest to hindquarters, 
though it is not carried to such an extreme. 
He is higher on the legs than theEnglish 
dog and has a longer foot. 

Marks of the Cocker Spaniel. 


There are all sorts of spaniels and it would 
require a great deal of space to describe their 
different standards and defects. The mcst 
popular of this branch of the canine family 
of late years is the cocker spaniel, a square 
built dog if the legs and back be taken as 
forming three sides of the square. What- 
ever the length, it must not exceed this pro- 
portion. The head is usually heavier for 
ite size than the fleld spaniel’s, but the best 
cockers have a seitter-like head, with flat 
cheeks and a fairly full eye, noted for its 
fond and affectionate expression. The eye 
should be dark, the coat sometimes with a 
slight wave, but it should be dense and not 
of hard, straight hair. 

Deservedly popular is the collie, an up- 
standing dog of handsome proportions, 
bright and intelligent of expression. He 

‘ghould be long in the head, with an almost 
imperceptible rise at the eyes, cbheamin the 
cheeks, flat in skull, and the muzzle carried 
to a graceful point. The question of ears is 
very important with this breed. They are 
throwm up out of the ruff, where they are 
carried back when not on the lookout. When 
up the tips or about a quarter of the ear 
should fall forward. The eyes are a dark 
hazel, fore legs straight, hind legs with a 
eweep to the hock, feet long, not round, and 

‘compact; coat plentiful, especialy around 
neck and chest and on tail and breach, 
rough to the touch im the mane, but softer 
on the body, with a dense undercoat. The 
tail should be carried low, with end curling 
upward and to one side. The color is im- 
material. 

Like some of the other breeds, the judging

vare in shape, with plenty of loose skin 
ng in folds or wrinkles; the lower jaw 
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he tore his smarting auricular out of the 
dog’s hold.

After her royal ladyship had 
swung to and fro awhile in her fretful march 
she stopped, looked in half querulous admi- 
ration at her sleeping lord; then, approach- 
ing him, she gave his great head a shove 
with hers, pushing his noddle off the en- 
tended paws, and, dropping her own chin 
contentedly across them, sprawled out be- 
side him, and in a trice the twain were fast 
asleep together.

a civil service official? The newer branch 
is nothing if not emulative, however. It is 
-now asking for a retiring system after a 
certain age, with ‘‘ rank” and pensions in- 
cluded.

THREE COMETS ARE DUE THIS YEAR. 


Fiery Visitors Likely to Be Visible in 
1897 and When Their Appear- 
ance May Be Ea«pected. 


The year 1897, according to the calculations 
of astronomers, will witness the appearance 
of three comets. To a single comet super- 
stition votes a considerable influence upon 
mundane affairs; three of them mayebe able 
to terminate the war in Cuba or settle the 
trouble in Crete or arrange an arbitration 
treaty or determine some other and equally 
important matter. In the eyes of most per- 
sons, however, there is little of moment in 
their appearance beyond the fact itself. 

The first of the comets was discovered by 
the famous astronomer D’Arrest at Leipzig, 
June 27, 1851. It will be due in .perihelion 
during the approaching spring. According 
to the figures of its discoverer and the ob- 
servations of later investigators, the comet 
completes a revolution in six and one-half 
years. It was observed in 1857, 1870, 1877, 
and 1890. In the last of these years it passed 
its perihelion on Sept. 16. The exact time of 
its appearance this year it is impossible to 
foretell. 

The second comet was discovered in 1869 
by Temple, who, however, remained ignorant 
of the fact that it would appear periodically. 
It is generally known as Swift's comet, after 
Prof. Swift, who rediscovered it in 1880 and 
detected its periodicity. The period of this 
comet is about five and one-half years. It 
escaped observation in 1875 and again in 
1884, but in 1891 the astronomers had better 
luck. Its perihelion passage then took place 
in November, and calculations show that it 
will appear this year in April or May. 

The third is of more recent discovery. Dr. 


Spitaler, now of the Prague Imperial Ob- 
servatory, fourd it in 1890. It was then-but 


faintly seen and has not since been visible. 
The discoverer found that it was moving in 
an elliptic orbit,-with a period of six and one- 
half years, and as it was discovered on Nov. 
17 it is due on March 11 of this year: Itis 
likely, however, that this comet will escape 
observation. It was nearest to the earth 
last September, but there fs no record of its 
appearance at that time, and there is little 
probability that it will be discernible when 
it passes its perilrelion. 


WHERE THE RED MAN STANDS TODAY. 


Facts and Figures Regarding the In- 
dians Collected by the Rev. George 
H. Gutterson of Boston. 


The Rev. George H. Gutterson of Boston, 
District Secretary for New England of the 
American Missionary Association, has just 
finished an investigation of the facts con- 
cerning Indians in the United States. Asan 
indication of the present standing of: the 
red man the facts are interesting. 

Indians are now found in every State and 
Terrétory ot the Union, their total number, 
according to Mr. Gutterson, being 236,041, 
and the number of tribes fifty. This total 
includes 58,806 *‘ civilized ’’ Indians, asthose 
who live neither on reservations nor in tribal 
relations are called, but it does not take into 
account 23,531 Indians in Alaska, where they 
form 73.42 per cent of the population, 
Among the “* uncivilized ’’ Indians there-are 
about 38,000 of school age, 23,3938 of whom 
are enrolled in different educational in- 
stitutions. | 

A large variety of occupations have been 
taken up by the Indians, some of them of 
the highest class. They are traders, clerks, 
engineers, physicians, trained nurses, and 
clergymen. Many of them are mechanics, 
supporting themselves entirely b their 
trades. But the great majority of them are 
satisfied with occupations more readily taken 
up. They follow such callings as team- 
ing, the growing of corn and hay, cattle 
and sheep farming, the selling of ginseng, 
fish, berries, wild rice, maple sugar, and of 
bead work, moccasins, pottery, baskets, ard 
stmilar things.

Up to the last of November, 1895, 49,057 
allotments of land had been made to In- 
dians under the severalty bill. The total gov- 
ernment appropriation for the Indians in 
1897 is $7,189,496.79.

Last week a lively young bullock was 
slaughtered and when the four stomachs 


of e animal were removed, the immense. 


weight of them was remarked. On opening 
them thirty-four’ pounds of smooth stones, 
ranging from the size of a buckeye to that 
of a door knob, were removed from the 
‘* tripe stomach,” as it is called. 

‘*IT have several theories to account for 
this,”’ said Mr. Young. ‘‘ One of them is that 
when a cow has a rough and broken tooth, 
she will seek to relieve it by chewing some 
hard substance. This animal may have done 
so for that reason, or it may have found a 
salt formation on the rwbbles sufficient to 
attract Ms tongue. Once let a cow get a 
thing in her mouth and it never gets out. 
She hangs on to it and swallows it if she can, 
and if she can’t, she chokes on it—which is 
worse. 

‘“‘These foreign articles are always found 
in the tripe stomach; the narrow folds of 
the ‘honeycomb’ make it impossible for 
any large substance to go further. I don’t 
know what those rocks would have done 
for the animal we had here the other day; 
I suppose it would have died in time, though 
it was healthy enough when it was kiHed.’’

Many other types are represented, each of 
which has its standards, although in some 
cases, as with the Great Danes, the standards 
are likely to change according to.the indi- 
vidual ideas of the judge. It is one of the 
possibilities of the near future that these 
authorities will get together and decide on 
what are the absolute and essential require- 
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ments for comparative superiority, thus giv- 
ing the breeder and trainer something to fol- 
low and strive to reach.

His 
card is emblazoned with a crest formed by

g@ monogram and holding a rat-trap aloft.

The rat catcher heaved a sigh of regret 
when asked if it was a lucrative business. 

“No, it is not what it used to be. But let 
me tell you,” he added impressively, *‘ there 
was one season when both I and my game 
were in great demand.

On being asked to explain he said that 
what he referred to was the season during 
the siege of 1870.

The “‘ woman commissioners,” it seems, 
were elected in the same way by the female 
population as the Deputies to the Diet were 
chosen by their male compatriots, with that 
difference, however, the Deputies had the 
right, and, indeed, the duty, to make tham- 
selves personally heard, while the women 
could make their wishes known only by pe- 
titions addressed to the King or the legis-« 
lative body. ° 

The memorial that slumbered for 250 years 
or longer in a moth-eaten pigeon hole of the 
university building of Poland’s ancient ecapi- 
tal comprises twenty-five paragraphs, or ar- 
ticles, the most interesting of which are 
herewith given. 

The document opens with a _ broadside 
against long courtship as follows: 

Whereas, the young men of this country 
have taken to indulging in almost endless 
courtships which are liable to wear outa 
maid’s patience, while at the same time be- 
ing a heavy expense to her parents, who 
must necessarily entertain and feed the 
groom while he pretends to become better 
acquainted with his future wife; therefore, 
be it resolved, that the Diet makeit unlawful | 
for any man to woo a maid longer than a 
twelvemonth—that is to say, no man shall 
be allowed to defer marriage, after propos- 
ing to a maid, more than a year’s time. In 
June of every year the parents of a maid 
shall have the right to demand of any wooer 
of long standing either to declare himself 
as to his intentions or withdraw his suit. 

Paragraphs II. and III. demand a faw 
which shall guarantee to tvery maid the 
right to choose her own hushand, and at the 
same time declaims against the old-time 
practice of marrying for money. 

“‘ During carnival man has-plenty of op- 
portunity to become acquainted with the 
talents and charms of any lady,” says the 
memorial. ‘‘*A gentleman meeting a maid 
“at that period of the year should, therefore, 
be well able to decide by June 1 whéther or 
not he wants to become her husband. If 
he refuses to do so, it is clearly from ill 
will, and the law should fine him 1,000 florins, 
which money is to be applied towards the 
maintenance of orphan maids.” 

Suggests a Marriage Mart. 

Paragraph VI. proposes a law providing for 
the establishment of a marriage mart, to be 
held in each province every four years. Men 
and women having attained the proper age 
for marriage shall attend this mart and 
try to dispose of their hearts an&@ hands 
ufless they are already engaged or hope to 
be in the near future. The women com- 
missioners seem to assume that Polish girls 
will gladly embrace this opportunity for 
choosing husbands among great numbers 
on parade, but, are not so sure as to the 
men. They therefore propose that young 
men shall be compelled to attend these fairs 


Paragraph X. speaks rather disrespect- 
of widows in this fashion: ‘‘ Where- 
as the majority of widows, after. burying 
one or even two husbands, are so bold as to 
ensnare young men who in point of age 
might be their sons; therefore, be it 

** Resolved, That widows above the age of 
40 shall be prohibited from remarrying: once, 
because they should give young girls a 
chance; and, again, because at their time of 
life they ought to think of praying rather 
than courting.”’ 

“Inasmuch as not all women,” says para- 
graph 13, “are favored with good looks, 
we earnestly recommend the Diet not to 
piace duty on cosmetics or other stuffs for 
beautifying the human face or form, for 
every woman should be allowed to make 
herself as pretty as possible so she may se- 
cure a husband for herself. This will bea 
well-nigh impossible task if the State adds 
to the cost of cosmetics, burdening it with 
taxation.”’ 

‘* Marry your own kind,”’ says paragraph 
on of this curious document, and according- 
y petitions the Diet that a law be passed - 
providing that a man of bad habits should 
not be allowed to marry a good girl, but one 
of his own character, while women of bad 
reputation should be united with members « 
of the opposite sex with corresponding char- 
acters. 

Paragraph 19 of the Women Commission- 
ers’ Memorial voices a long felt want in those 
times as follows: ‘* Able-bodied 
men are wanted in the household, as pro- 
viders of large families. Nowadays the 
authorities appear to, regard such persons 
just good enough to march behind the 
drunr and fife and spend their life’s blood 
on the battlefield. We therefore pray that 
a law be promulgated making it a crime for 
recruiting officers to engage any man for 
the army unless he be a criminal or unfit 
to serve as the husband of some good 
woman.’”’ 

The document winds up as follows: Par- 
agraph 25. “‘ Whereas many husbands re- 
fuse to let their wives visit balls and other re- 
sorts of entertainment, it be ordained by 
the Diet that married women shall be per- 
mitted to enjoy themselves in any fitting 
style for the period of ten years after mar- 
riage whether the husbands like ft or not. 
they having the right as well as the men tq 
seek pleasure in their own way. as long as 
they do not offend good morals, dishono;
